ny tho Invitation nf Mr.s. Fred. 
Pemberton, tlii' vier'- pr.'Hidrn i of tin; 
NS'omen'.s Canadian Club, it.s mcniburs, 
with lira. Patorson, wife of tlie Lieu- 
tenant-Go vernor, and a number of 
other guests, met at her \i-iy beauti- 
ful home, "Mountjoy," to listen to an 
address from Ttllax Talbot, the talented 
secretary of the Victoria League. 

The day was delightful, and the long 
interval between tho arrival of the 
cars gave punctual guests an oppor- 
tunity of admiring the gardens, with 
their wonderful variety of spring flow- 
ers. 

After tea was served, and an op- 
portunity given all present to meet 
Miss Talbot, the ladies took their seats 
in the music room and Mrs. Pemberton 
said: 

Liadles, — It Is my very pleasant duty 
today to introduce to you Miss Talbot, 
of the Victoria League. 1 know I 
speak for you. all when I say that we 
deeply appreciate the honor that so 
busy a woman has done us in giving 
us an entire afternoon of her sliort 
stay here, and .that we are all looking 
forward with much pleasure to lier 
address. 

Miss Talbot Heard 
Miss Talbot expressed her very great 
pleasure and sense of the honor done 
her in being asked to address the Wo- 
lu n .s Canadian Club of Victoria. The 
l)eoi)le of England had watched with 
e.xtreme interest the progress and work 
of the Canadian Clubs of Canada. 
Through Lord Mllner, Mr. McKlnder, 
Jlr. Amery and others of the eminent 
BritiBb speakers who had addressed 
meetings of ths club in various cities, 
members of tho league had come to 
appreciate the work it was doing in 
giving the people an opportunity of 
listening to the person.al cxiioriences 
and opinions of dialingulshed visitors 
from different parts of tin; Kniiue. 
She presumed the aim of the Woman's 
Cmnadlan Club was similar, and had 
great pleasure in addressing its mem- 
bers. 

'I'he purjxi.sc of In r vi.'iit was two 
f(,bl. Slu; had Ijeen sent out by the 
executive in London to promote a 
closer understanding between British 
l)coi)le, however, far apart and to gain 
as far ns possible accurate Informa- 
tion concerning the aitns and interests 
of th(! people as well as their material 
condition. 

In tho second place she was to con- 
fer wltn similar societies, and wliero 
there was an empty field organize 
liranches of the league. She was in 
short a learner and an organizer. 

The principles of the league woro 
broad. It aimed to bring about a real 
lasting union of the nations nf tho 
Empire. It was Independent of party. 
Miss TnllMt knew that Imperialism 
had been made to serve the purposes 
of party, but this was not the aim of 
the league, which welcomed allHe^tho

The speaker showed how tho ]iat- 
ri.nagi' of the I'riiicess of Wales had 
beiMi obtiiiiu.-d. When first reciuested 
she ri^fuscil, and it was not till Lady 
.lersey and other members had con- 
vinced liir that tlu^ organization had 
done real work, and was on a sound 
financial Ijasis tliat she consented to 
give till-' k-ague the prestige of her, 
name. 

During Mrs. Talbot's visit to Aus- I 
tralia l)ranelies of tlie le.-igue had been 
organizi-il in West Au.slraiia, Victoria, 
tjut'ensland .-md 'I'asniania. In New 
Ze.iland i,,,Li.:> ',pianclie.s were organiz- : 
ed in l)oUi i.skmcjs. In Canada, .Miss! 
Talbot woiilil not try to interfere with 
the Daugl'ti rs of the l':mi)lre, which : 
was already in tlie field. 

Need of Education 

The need of education which was 
one of the objects of the Victoria 
league was very obvious. There was 
in many places an inipressioti among 
tile young people ot the iolonii\s that 
tlie old country was j)la\ ed out. Notli- 
ing was fartlier from tin- trutli. The 
nation had all the energy and activity 
which had made it great In tlie iia.it. 
The speaker spoke of \\w illlllcuity of 
ruling India, and tlie ollirr lands peo- 
pled by native raci'S, ajid showed tli'^ 
need that tho British peoples of the 
overseas dominions should apiireeiaie 
the responslbllltlos of tin- nuptlierland. 

Many means were taken to make 
the young familiar willi tin; different 
parts 'of tho Lmpiri'. I'icture lailis. 
school libraries, literature, biographies 
and the Mosque of iOnipIre were among 
these. In this work i\Ir. Hallam, a 
former master of Harrow, was very 
active, and was cniinratlN' fitted for 
the work. A serie.H of leelm-es 10 
working m6»i had Ijeen organized. 
There was no jingoisin ov enuity Hag 
waving. 

The speaker descrilied the social 
work and said that through tho leagno 
every traveller who had an Introduc- 
tion to it could lie! brought into touch 
not only witli llie home life of (.in;at 
liritain but could l)o placed where ho 
would have the best opportunities of 
gaining desired knowledge. Artists, 
teachers and college students woro 
instanced. 

Miss Talbot told of how Mr. Bal- 
four and Mr. Chamberlain had wel- 
comed the Canadian ' teachers who 
wont to South Africa after the war, 
at Downing Street, and how In their 
ten days' visit they had been enter- 
tained by. tho League. At this end 
similar work was done by tho Settlers' 
Welcome, and :Miss Talbot asked for 
the sympathy of all Canadians for tiie 
settlers from tlie Old Land in their 
loneliness, and isolation, in closing. 
Miss Talbot opoki' of IIk; ploasuro sho 
had experienced during her visit to 
tills beautiful and attractive city.

A' report says that the King may 
oijfleavor to discover a "sbliitlon ''f the 
o^lBtlngr political crisis In tne ITnlted 
Kingdoni. The statement Is rieel.\- 
uuuli- tlial Ills :\lajesfy (niileavoreil lie- 
lore the passage of the Lansdowne 
resolution, to persuade the Conserva- 
tive leader In the House ot Lords to 
abandon his course, but without suc- 
ecBs. The position of tho King and 
the absolutely Impersonal view of a 
political situation that he is able to 
take may have convinced him that, 
liy forcing a dissolution of tlio (."om- 
mons. the House of Lords was creat- 
ing a crisis that ougiit to liave been 
ayolded. His masterly grasp ol great 
questions may have led liim to see 
that the action of the Lords would 
not be followed by tho consequences, 
whicli tho Marquis of I^ansdowne 
tliought were its logieal outcome. 'J'lie 
Jlarquis asked tlie Lords to say, in 
substance, that they would not reject 
the Budget, but would only give the 
pco|)le an oiiportunity of pronouncing 
upon It, holding themselves In readi- 
ness to give effect to the popular will 
as ' soon as it was ' expressed. They 
nqyv say that the people .having de- 
clared for the Budget, they will pass 
it whenever It Is presented to them. 
But, unfortunately, the majority of 
tile luembcrs of tlie Hereditary (.'liain- 
l)er reclvoned without their hosts. 'I'he 
action raised a new issue; namely, 
thie power of their body in matters 
of legislation, and tills .is so inextrlc- 
abl;.- bound up with the passage of 
the Budget that the Lords cannot 
ctfrry out what they intended to do.

No an- 
nuity will bo paid until fifty-five years 
of-,Tgc is reached; and no aiiiniity will 
exceed tho sum of .'2 120. In the- ar- 
rangements for contributions there Is 
a remarkable elasticity. They may be 
made at tho rate of 25 cents per week 
or In lump sums of dollars at a time 
—•weekly, monthly, (luarterly, or year- 
ly; and a contract may be completed 
by a single payment. Though tlie .al- 
lowances thus iirovldcd a"-e, I observe, 
described In so'.ne (lunrters as pen- 
sions, the p;irt of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment Ks apparently confined to that 
of trustee. Indeed, by making contri- 
butions towards the fund from which 
annuities arc to be paid the scheme 
may 'be regarded as one likely to en- 
cotu-age thrift. The ■weakness of the 
scheme adopted In this countiryfiB that 
it makes no demand— not. direct at 
least — upon rediplents. 'VVliat is ob- 
tained for nothing is seldom apprecia- 
ted, and' the kind ot ingratitude^ al- 
luded to Is such that It may be* said 
to increase with the density ot Ignor- 
ance. 



The \\'all Street .lournal, as its name 
Implies, is no labor organ, lint it lias 
a piece of labor news that Is well worth 
reprinting. In speaking of the iilgli 
(•o.st ot living tho Wall Street Journal 
sayi3: "An Investigation under the aus- 
pices of tho Sage Foundation, made In 
New York this year, dealt with the 
household budgets of 318 representa- 
tive families of working people, re- 
porting Incomes varying fronfi 5600 to 
$1,100, Less than halt these families 
wpre supported by the income of tho 
father. Above the $700 limit, in the ma- 
jority of cases mothers or children 
were contributors. It was the conclu- 
sion ot the expert Investigators that 
an income under 5800 Is not enougli 
to permit the malnti'uance ot a nor- 
mal standard of living for an average 
family of ll\e. In the ?G00 and .'5700 
groups, almost wltliout excejitlon, some 
deflclenc.N- in living was foinid. In three- 
lUths of the ininilicr the housing a('- 
commndations a\'erage(! one and a half 
persons to a. room. In one half of the 
SfiOO grouji and In oiie-third of the $700 
groii|i fuel was gathered on the street. 
OiKi-thlrd of tile JliOO group stinted 
their members to less than the mini- 
mum allow.'ince of 22 cents per per- 
son for food. In the $700 group ;10 per 
ceyt were reduced tn or below the 
minimum. These fi'.iiiilies did not aver- 
age an annual expenditure nf .'510 for 
health, and only one In ten nf the 
lowiu' group and one in six nf tin- $70(1 
class had ,a cent tn spend in the care 
of teeth. Expenditure for church, for 
amusement and recreation was re- 
duced tn nil, and provision for tlie fu- 
ture was Impossible. These figures need 
no comment. They are the common 
story of poverty. But It needs to be 
borne In mind that the impoverish- 
ment Is not simply of the present gen- 
eration. It is -an Impoverishment of the 
race, of tho. rising generation, who are 
to be the productive forces of the fu- 
ture. According to these inviistigators 
whose opinions have been confirmed 
toy others, a family Income of from 
$800 to $900 may provide the neces- 
sities, but it Is not until the $900 point 
Is reached that a decent .living Is at- 
tainable. A large proportion of tho 
population of the United States are 
now nnalilc to reach the $800 limit-. 
Every advance In prices increases that 
number. It tho advance in prices con- 



tinues the alternative Is Inevitable that 
wages and income must bo increased 
or family life and tho homo, which 
constitute the corner stono of society, 
must bo sacriiiced. This is tho problem 
of the cost of living."

If there is one tiling above another 
that stands out among the fcllow.i 
that I . know, it Is the fact tliat tlio 
day has goiio by which the chcij), 
short-sighted. Ignorant blatberskito 
of a "walking delegate" or whatever 
else yon may choose to call this kind 
of a so-called labor leader, can long 
curse the wnrklngm;in. His day is 
done. There Is a now type ot leader 
coming on. And the men who are 
going to help us most are tho men 
wlio have come up from the ranks, or, 
better still, who are yet in the ranks. 
Slowly, but surely, such men are 
emerging from among tho massci 
Sometimes unappreciated by tho vor.v 
ones whose battles they arc llghtjng, 
and whose destinies they are working 
out, they arc coming up just tho 
same, to take the places which belong 
to them by virtue of their, lltness for 
the Job. They arcn'tvthe '.men; who 
have tho gift of the eabi/ .Sbihe^otthe 
best men we've got today are.not ■great 
orators. We don't need the spell- 
binder as much as we .' need "men with 
patience and endurance. ' There- 18,1^0 
job which requires these vlrtuee move 
than that ot a leader of laboring 
men. For workingmen are an un- 
grateful lot, and they expect perfec- 
tion in the men that they elect as 
their leaders.

After all, there's lots of religion In 
the labor movement, take it just as it 
is. So tar as the practical side ot 
things is concerned, the trades-unions 
are making a fight which is about as 
religious as most anything can well 
be. Thcv don't go In for much of the 
psalm-singing brand of religion, and 
then throw up the job. They seoni to 
begin just about wiiere tliat Kind 
leaves off. .\nd niayibe. on the whole, 
thev nialo' just as few mistakes. In- 
stead of singing .ab.iiit "The homo 
over there." the fellows that I linow 
most about are busy trying to got a 
decent home rlglit here and now. And 
thev haven't much use for the kind ot 
religion wdilch says that their job Is 
not Christian. Some ilay the labor 
fellows will add to tlvdr creed more 
of the real siiiritnal Interests in life, 
and then the Chinch will have to 
bustle to keen in the prnces.slon. K 
ever workingmen get on tn the Church 
job, and really no-'au liusiiiess, there'll 
be something dniiig. for who know.s 
how to suffer and sacrifice more than 
the men and wannen in the ranks o£ 
labor'.' Once let them get started on. 
a geiuilne religious crusade, and 
there'll be a repetition of the days oC 
the apostles.— Rev. Charles Stelzle, in

Blessed with- some of the finest scenery in 
the world, possessed of country roads which 
. Mvith'.-recent' improvements cannot be beaten 
■ anywhere in the West, and boasting the finest 
climate in Canada, it is not surprisi;ig, th^t the 



indicatipns show that Vancouver Island is- to 
come intb'its own asV paradise for the motor- 
ist this summer. 

' The opening Avedgc may Ije said to have 
been inserted last summer when the desire to 
possess cars swept over Victoria like an epi- 
demic; this year the fine outlj'ing highways 
will be motored over as they never were be- 
fore, and next year — when, it is expected, the 
new government Mill Bay road will be com- 
plete and open for traffic through a district 
that affords some of the most charming scen- 
ery on the entire Island, Vancouver Island 
will be on its way to the place at the . head of 
the motor lover's list 'of earthly Edens to 
which it is entitled. ■ 

One of the features of the trade locally was 
the activity that was maintained throughout 
the winter season jusfpkst. During months 
when, in other places, the stiow-covered roads 
forbid air save those who drive willy-nill.v, 
Victoria motorists enjoyed many a ruh over 
highways as hard as flint, beneath the cheerful 
rays of the winter sun. And during those 
months the mountains take on a new grandeur, 
the forest, togged in rnid-season simplicity, 
looks fresh, the great stretches in the valleys' 
present different shades of color— all lost to 
those who walk with Nature orily in' the 
warmth of summer. 

To the agencies here of the various makes 
of cars, the interest in automobiling wiiich, 
awakened last summer, was maintained 
throughout the winter, came as something of 
a surprise. Spring, lipw here, finds them in 
more of less of a 'predicament, for, so fast have' 
orders been coming in^it is, next to f impossible 
to insure the delivery ' of- the' cars at the early 
dates desired. However, extra pressure is be- 
ing brought to bear on the manufacturers, 
most of' whose plants are. working night and 
(lay, and the local dealers expect to keep pretty 
nearly up to the demand. The garages in Vic- 
toria are .working now, at top speed putting 
£-,ars into shape for the season, and the pros- 
I)ect is tha.t]Some of them will have to material- 
ly increase "their storage space to accommodate 
the great growth of the business during the 
past year or two. 

One of the features of the busiricss here last 
summer was the number ov visiting cars 
brought in. The increasing volume of tourist 
travel onjthis lsland each.summer is:largeljr re- 
sponsible for t^iis, and in many instances 
wealthy travelers who have visited Victoria in 
the past brought their cars with them. LetteiG 
received by Secretary Ernest McGaffey, of the

Vancouver Island Development League, indi- 
cate that many more visitors will bring their 
cars this summer, and judging by the queries 
he has received relative to the conditions of 
roads for making extensive tours of the Isl- 
and, not a few of the intending visitors wih 
spend sonic time ni tiie many scenic beauties 
of this i)art of the country. 

Taking the license list of tlie provincial 
police department as authority, there are a 
K'v/ more than 600 cars m the province, rather 
there ^vel■e this nurr.bcr up to Fel)ruarv-, inn..-. 
Of tliis num',11'1 more Oian 20 • ri-.i owned in 
residents of smaller towns 011 the Island. Dur- 
ing the last month one V ictona agent alone 
has sold more than lorty cars; others have 
done almost as well and all of them declare 
that they have more additional orders in sight 
than they can hope to have filled for summer 
delivery. One feature of these sales is the 
growing tendency towards large and powerful 
cars. A few years at^o what automoliiles were 
to be feeen about the Island at all were cars 01 
moderate price and medium power. Last -sum- 
mer a few high-power cars made their debut, 
and in the orders booked for .this' present sum- 
mer there are several cars of the first grade, 
great six-pylinder giajits.with the last word in 
luxurious-'fitting about them. 
' This growth m the matter of automobile 
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o\vning,'is the direct result of two . things— the 
prosperity of the residents of this Island and 
,,thc wonderful natural .advantages the Island 
•?)offcrs to enthusiastic motorists. 

To say that Vancouver Island has the best 
roads on the American continent is to fill a 
pretty large order, for in portions of tlie East- 
ern States— in'; Ma^ for instance — 
there are some excellent roads built' up after 
/years of work and study and liie expenditure 
••'iof much money. Yet, of the roads of Vancou- 
ver Island, it may be said without fear of con- 
tradiction that it has roads that arc not to be 
surpassed anywher.e as natural automobile 
i.roadSi, Whei-ejith^ below the stan- 
dard btfoadbed excellence to' be found in Mas- 
sachusetts and in parts of the Old Wo.rld, -.they 
more than compensate for it by tlVeir Avbnder- 
ful scenic advantages. These roads are of na- 
ture's own make lor the most part, and, as 
usual, nature did a good job. In the few places 
where the effects of storm and weather, or the 
"lay of the land," have interfered with the gen- 
eral excellence the gov:ernnient lias taken 
pains to assist nature to the extent of rcpair- 
nig the defects. The maintenance of these 
roads is a matter of gomparativcly small labor, 
owing to the advantages of the Vancouver Isl- 
and climate. 

New roads arc Ijeiiig opened up now in 
many directions. These higliways will pene- 
trate into portions 'of the Island formerly ac- 
cessible only to the pedestrian or the canoe- 
ist, possessing a wild, rugged* beauty and 
grandeur heretofore enjoyed only by tlic trap- 
^per, the hunter, the prospector and the timlier 
cruiser. These, added to the roads alrcadv 
well known to lovers of the sport, will niaUc a 
network of roads offering varied scenery and 
charms that the motorist will not meet with 
anywhere else. i 

To the automobilist looking for easily- 
traversed highways offering views well, worth 
walking miles to see, Victoria as a starting- 
point offers a variety that is well nigh perplex- 
ing. Take, for instance, a short forenoon run 
out of town to Sidney. The roads arc of the 
best, the "going" is simply great, and tlic 
scenery is charming, You go out by the west 
road and return by the east. road or vice versa, 
you pass through Saanichton, Sidney and 
North Saanicii. through interesting country 
c\ ery foot of the way, yo« cover 'about forty- 
miles and you can do it in comifdrt in three 
hours. 

-As another instance, take the Ocean- Beach 
Drive. On this run you pass alongside the 
picturesque docks on the Dallas Road, you 
cut through famous, beautiful Beacon Hill 
Park and thence along the beach to Oak Bay, 
one of the finest residcntiaf sections in the 
country, where 'fine houses and wonderful gar- 
dens are common. ' This residential wonder- 
land continues fOr the greater part of the run 
back into town, for you pass tlirough the sec- 
tion of the city bordering on the nnuiici^jality 
-'.-pf Oak Bay and return along Rockland Ave- 
•.fnue, where some of the "show" residences of 
'(thev^y arc:^; located. The natural ; scenic 
lyeaiity tb be eii joyed on this* run makes it as- 
suredly one of the finest in North America, 
Passing through Beacon Mill "'Park, with its 
magnificent trees and shaded drives, glimpses 
arc caught of the far, snow-laden peaks of the 
Olympic range beyond the blue gleam of the 
Strait of Georgia. It is like a masterly back 
drop in some wonderful stage setting. It 
seems almost unreal in its magic beauty and 
grandeur, and'it is iiot surprising that exper- 
ienced globe-trotters, catching sight ,of the 
view for the first time, have caused the chaf- 
feur to stop the car while they drank in 'the 
wonder of it all. Seldom have they failed to 
pronounce it one of the finest sights they ever 
saw. 

Suppose you have only an hour at your 
disposal and you wish to brush the cobwebs 
from )-our brain and clear your think-tank out. 
You hop into the whirring motor and head 
out from the city into the famous Gordon. 
Mead district. The roadway, smooth and 
hard, lies through one of the most fertile 
fruit-growing districts in the world. Or- 
chards lie on cither lumd, a mass of color .bro- 
ken here and there by the brighter dots and 
splashes of house roofs or briglit-clothcd toil- 
ers, like touches in ai; impressionist painting. 
Alongside the road, wild and untended and 
stretching away in great patches on the hills 
is the yellow sea of English broom. Earlier 
in the season the orange of the gorse provides 
the road side color later provided by the 
liroom, and both arc wildly beautiful. ' Here 
and there the sea is seen between high hills 
and beyond its blue expanse the everlasting 
mountains rise in the dim distance. 

This run covers about twelve miles and 
may be made in an hour. 

Another short run is the trip to Gold- 
stream, which also covers abotit twelve miles, 
hut may, if the autoists wish, be extended into 
a ,15-milc run with many charming advantages. 
.■\t Coldstream — which has indeed been well- 
named— there is a waterfall which equals 
anything in any of the scenic show places of 
the world. Tumblinq; down the steep with 
the brilliant sun glinting across its silvery 
veil, .this bit of Vancouver Island's .stage set- 
tihg'never fails to win the love of the visitor. 
• A picturesque bridge is another featurc of this 
run. Then, at Goklstrcam, there is a very fine 
and well-equipped hotel, where the traveller 
may find rest and entertainment. To extend 
the trip past Coldstream the car is headed for 
the return by way of Colwood or out to.AI-- 
bert Head and back through Metchosin and 
Happy Valley. Here fruit farms, bits of wild 
beauty, glimpses of the sea, str^etches 6t ma- 
jestic forest and agaiivthc distant •'mountains 
veiled in mist, make a never-ending panorama 
of wonderful charm. 

On almost any of the runs the s|)orting 
autoist may take a fishing line with confidence 
of its ultimate usefulness; or, providing the 
season be right, lie may take a gun with him 
for good sport in .stream and forest is com- 
mon. For instance, the famous fishing reaches 
of Covvichan Lake and Cowichan Bay and 



River., are readily accessible to the niotoii^l,. 
while' Shawnigan Lake, Duncans and Maple 
Bay are only a few more of a list that is al- 
most endless and which is growing all the 
time. 

For the motorist who seeks a chance to 
make a tour of some extent, Vancouver Island 
again offers unparalleled advantages and it is 
safe to say to those who come' from a distance 
that there is scenery to he viewed on this is- 
land which cannot be duplicated anywhere 
else in the world on an auto roa<l. The prin- 
cipal offering for an extended tour and the 
only one which may be detailed here, is the 



leaves and . limhs. glancing along the white 
woods road, speech is forgotten, is useless and 
the visitors stand for minutes in the silence 
of little sounds, awed, overwhelmed and close 
to God.

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Now the motorist is near Alherni and again 
he passes through cathedral after cathedral; 
he has long since been lost in tiie grandeur of 
it all and his soul is full to overflowing. This, 
he realizes, is some of the most wonderful 
timber in the world; this is indeed; a fairy- 
land apart froin the rush of theoutside world.; 
this is the picture gallery of The Last Gi eat 
West ! • ' • ■ ■ 

it is surprising, after passing through so 
much of the wilderness, the wildwoods, after 
having apparenti}- forgotten that other men 
exist, to come suddenly upon a town so hust- 
ling and up-to-date as Alberni, Here the 
/;.visi tor finds an hotel which in point of com- 
fort and accommodation, cui-sine and service, 
would grace any city of civilization. Here he 
finds people who have learned the wilderness, 
who have overcome a part of it and who are 
proud of It and in love with it. He finds them 
enthusiastic and liroad-mindcd. glad to tell 
Inm about the wonders of tins country and to .; 
show Inm where to observe them best, • 
The tourist will not leave Alberni in a 
hurry. I-Ie will rest and reflect, he will walk 
and fish and maybe hunt. Then, making Al- 
bcrnt the base, there are many delightful: trips 
to be made into the surrounduig country. 




trip to Alberni. This tour takes the car along 
the Mill Bay Roacl, which the government is 
now putting into first class shape. Heretofore 
there Avas a grade running to the Summit, on 
this road, which avdraned aliout 2t per cent. 
This grade will be cut down to lo per cent, bv 
the work now m progress, and the road wdl 
be extended so as to take in certain scenic 
-features which otherwise, would be missed. 
From end to end this trip is a series, of de- 
lightful surprises, and the man who could re- 
sist the apjieal ot the views along the route 
would be elernallv blind to truth and beauty. 
The tour begins at Victoria. The driver need 
not. unless he desires to do so. load his car 
down with supplies, for along a major por- 
tion of the route fuel supplies and small re- 
pair shops arc to:* be found,- where excellent 
sefvice is given. Tiie course lies' throuq:li ilic 
Saanich Arm district and Mill Pjav. 1 his 
district ofTers a new series ol views, dilfenng 
from anv the visitor has seen ijcforc. 1 he 
car swings ])asi; o])cmngs in the road .side 
trees which f)|)eii on the blue writers of the 
Arm or which Iramc woiulcrlul pictures nt 
woodland and hill. It is all like travelling iii 
Little^ Nemo's airship in Wonderland. The 
driver, can scarce forbear to let his car steer 
itself that he mav the better take in all the 
points of the surrounding country. Now the 
car enters a lane ol trees so tall that they ob- 
scure the sun and shut out all save local 
sounds. Ihc people in the tonnca fall into 
silence, and one feels like, removing one's 
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head-gear in reverence, for the effect. is that ' 
of being in some magnificent, tall, dim cathe- 
dral. And this in fact is what it is, for this is 
one of Nature's grandest cathedrals. Many of 
these arc to be encountered on the lri|) to .\1- 
berni, many of sucli natural cathedrals where 
the immense, forest giants, kin to the Califor- 
nia redwoods, stand like monuments to God.^ 
The road; a w'hite, hard ribbon, winds in and' 
out amopg these monsters of the woods; now 
it makes a shar]3 turn, disclosing a long can- 
yon.- with here and there sj)lolches of gold and 
checkered shadows where the tree-tops have 
opened and let the sun come tlirough ; the 
odor- of the woods, of moss and wiUI (lowers 
scents the air; the chirp and peep and the 
cry and call of the wood folks sound from all. 
around ; the noise of the car and the smell of 
her exhaust seem so foreign as to be oppres- 
sive, and by common consent the motor is 
slopped and the party alights and walks 
around the next turn that they may Ijc alone 
with nature. And then, looking up at J,liose 
towering boles, into the massive canopy of , 



thriving towns with many interesting features 
to attract the visitor and'witli hospitality that 
will make the tourist feel at once at home ami 
comfortable. Then, bevoiul. lies the open 
road, the trail that leads tlir(iu,i;ii the Silent; 
Places, the route ih;\t exhausts simile .niid 
metai)hor and drains dry the reservoir of tles- 
criptive art. The world-famed scenery of 
Svvitzerland is far outdone by the glory that 
lies on either hand. Sproal Lake draw's near 
and ''the visitor dolls his cap a.gain. Some 
years ago one visitor called Sproal Lake "The 
Lnccnic of \''ancouver Island," hut a hi.gger 
arlisl .-md mure distinguished, -who followed 
after re-named. ikjI SjjnKit Lake, but L;dce 
Lucerne, and called it "The Sproat Lake of 
Switzerland." Grand Central Lake— that 
magnificent sheet of water beneath whose 
sheen the splendid trout swim in great shoals; 
by whose shores the deer plash in the lily 
|)ads ; on whose marge the u ild-fowl congre- 
gate ill flocks— -where could it be duplicated? 
Man's hand had no part in the rearing of this 
great monument; it is alone the work of God. 
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summer the. town will be busier than ever 
with thejbuiljding.of railroads and sights along 
the line, of 'Construction will ofler a novel ex- 
perience ; to- the visitor, from.."back east" - or 
even, from "down south." . Then there arc 
manv lakes and small settlements where the 
checkako Avili finrl feaurcs that he met onlv in 
the pages ot books. This is the last Ironticr, 
the story of the Cireat West ends here 

On this long tour to Alberni and on prac- 
tically all of the other trips the Island oilers 
the tourist will find traces of the redipan, will 
pass through reservations Avhere he still ii\ es 
and hunts'^ and fishes as he did in days past ; 
will see hiin using his native art in basketrv 
and totem carving, or paddlmg his dug-out 
canoe on the forest stream. 

And the feature which makes this natin-al 
beauty- the mrire eiijovable is the sercnitv of 
the climate ot \ aiicouvcr lsl;;iid. llctwccii 
June or October, ram or clouded skies are un- 
usual. The sun is not too warm for comlort 
and the evenings are always cool and fragrant 
'Ihe facilities offered for transportation ot 
cars irom the Mainland cannot be suriiassed 
and the expense is small. Lars coming in 
ironi the L nitcd States and owned bv tourists 
are admilted tree ol duly and there is evcrv 
facililv for rei)airmq- and caring lor them. 

'lakeii altogether, what with the magnih- 
ceni trips now open and what ;wuh the new 
and even more wonderful tour^ that are. being 
opened, Vancouver Island is indeed, the parar 
disc of the motorist, the tourisVs Eden. . •

MANY AUTOS NOW 11^ WEST ' 

Statistics show that close to 250 automo- 
biles of various styles and values will be 
owned in Victoria thjs.su,mmer^ arid this, taken 
in connection with the fact that the total num- 
ber of cars owned in the Canadian provinces 
west of Winnipeg is approx:mately about 
1,200, may be looked upon as a remarkably 
i^ond showing for this city. 

Jn the ])rairie provinces the newspapers are 
crowing over the great and sudden growth in 
the automobile business there since 1903, when 
only three cars were owned in the whole West, 
and the Manitoba Free Press prophesies that 
by 1915 there will be as many motor vejiiclcs 
in use as there are horse-drawn vehicles now. 

However, to use liie language 'of the im- 
mortal Chaucer, "they have nothing on IJritish 
Columbia." Judging by the present indica- 
tions, there won't be any horses at all in Brit- 



ish .Golunibia -by. 1915 ; automobiles will be 
used merely for commercial purposes, and 
pleasure-loving citizens Avill use aeroplanes.

Within a short time a new garage will be 
J completed; in Victoria , which i will have every 
"m'b'dem facility. This,' a.dded tb the garages al- 
ready in use here, will bring Victoria well iijto,i 
line. Brandon recently acquired one of the}; 
finest garages in Western Canada, while^gar-;;'- 
agcs are now building at" Calgary, Rcgihaj-tEci- 
inonton, Saskatoon .and minor towns. .' 

The effect of tlns,;growth is already mani- 
festing itself .in afmbveriient for better roads 
throughout the^entirfe est. It -will only i jie a 
question of tirne ''■u'litil great niain highways 
Avill be constructed throughout the Western 
country Avhich, Avith intersecting roads, will 
cover the Avhole of the W^est Avith a network 
of highways, thus bring a new prosperity to 
districts noAV shut out from the full enjoyment 
of progress; . The day. will nbt-.be long in com- 
ing when a summer tour from Winnipeg to 
the Mountains will be a pleasure trip, and not 
an endurance run. But, from the standpoint 
of pleasure driving, no other province Avill 
ever compare Avith British Columbia, and of 
British Columbia Vancouver Island offers, the 
greatest opportiinities. ' ^ > . :i 

YEARPF^REFINEMENT IN AUTOS , ; 

What is it" that has changed the attitude of 
the public toward the automobile? 

It is a conjunction of many- things, Avhich 
may all be embodied in a single Avord — refine- 
ment: refinement in construction and material. 
More cp.mfqtrti|;in5r riding: a ease of opera- 
tion. Less trbittile with tires and not so much 
diffieiilty with ignition systems. More mile- 
age on less fuel and pleasanter driving on long- 
er suspensions and vibrant springs. " 

In mechanical details the models of this 
year differ but little from the engines placed 
upon the market two years ago. Of course 
the sliding gear transmission has replaced the 
planetarj^ system on more than 90 per cent of 
cars and jump spark ignition through dry cells 
and magneto have overlapped the use of dry 
cells exclusively, or dry cells, and storage bat- 
teries. But these are minor details trending 
to ultimate perfection.' The engineering' prin- 
ciples adopted three years ago a:e still in 
vogue. The attention of manufacturers is now 
being devoted to the little things — innovations 
to add to the comfort of the tourist and the 
economy of travel. . ;- ■ 

The wheel bases are being stretched out as 
far as possible and these Avith elliptic, semi-el- 
liptic or three-quarter elliptic springs (accord- 
ing to the weight of the car) are conducing to 
the comfort of the car's occupants. Absence of 
vibration is another enjoyable feature Avliich 
is being more generally attained this year than 
ever before. The refinement has been carried 
,to'the lines of the body and to the upholster- 
ing, from the engine and the transmission. 
The apogee of automobile perfection of detail 
is the 1910 quest of manufacturers, and this 
year has certainly seen more improvement 
on these smaller but equally important things 
than, any previous year. ; :."/c.' . 

Larger Wheels and Tires 

Bigger wheels and larger tires have also 
been added to the list of refinements. Elas- 
ticity of the_engine, -which means a greater 
range of speeds on the one gear, ia nbw. m()re 
noticeable and most cars AvilLgo as^-sloyvly as 
lour miles an hour on the high speed clutch. 
Speaking of the clutch, the multiple disc has 
everything in its favor this year. 

In refinement of line and body the present, 
season has Avitnessed many changes. Grace of 
design is noAV a part of every good automobile 
and the ungainly is no longer s>alabl^; 

The most sti-iking transition from old types 
is the torpedo body which encloses both front 
and rear seats and brings all levers inside the 
car. Essentially a European idea, it has been 
readily converted to .-Xmerican and Canadian 
use, and its long, graceful, straight line effect 
appeals to those who want a large car with a 
swift appearance. In addition to its rakish out- 
line, the tprpcdo body has several advantages 
to commend it'. It keeps out the dust in- sum- 
mer and the cold in winter, thereby being 
doubly serviceable. 

The innovation of electric lisa;hts on gaso- 
line cars, made |)ossible by the Aviiolesale in- 
stalment of magnetos is also to be commended. 
.■ T-h.er.mere pressing of a button does the same 
work that the driver used to do by climb- 
ffig^f/put, opening lamps and eventually suc- 
ceeding in lighting a match and the gas. Gas 
is still carried in generators as an auxiliary 
power plant in case of accidents. ' • 

The Layman's View ' 
From the standjioint of the layman also, 
there has been a g;eneral tendency toward re- 
finement which has had its effect) upon the 
l)cdestrian. The distrust and contempt Avith 
Avhich the ordinary mortal once viewed the 
auto and 'its operator is changing to a feeling 
almost akin to covetousness. 

In the first place it is the refinement of the 
owner, or rather of the driver. He has satiated 
his lust which prbinpted hini to .scare, the, per 
destrian out of his clothes. He has, stopped- gof 
ing around the corner oh tAvd wheels to see; 
how close he could come to upsetting with- 
_^out actually spilling the content^ of the car, 
"human or otherwise.

Jeremy Taylor 
Coleridge, in summing up his criticism of 
this excellent moralist, thus expresses himscli: 
''Most eloguent of diy said 'of men,' 

C^cero"'w^)uld^forg^ add 
as'sehtl" Jertrtiy Taylpr(\vai a philos^^ and. 
a rhetbritician, thus hi^ works have 'a dbublc 
value. 

Me was Ijorn in 1613, of humble parcnlaj^c, 
his father being- a barber in Cambridge. The 
lad'sir mcnta^ were so strongly in 

'evidence that' lie was 'given the advantage of a 
iiniversity training, graduating from All Souls', 
Oxford. He was made rector at Uppingham, 
and in 1642 published his first book. He gave 
up his living during the civil war to act as 
chaplain on the field. Upon the conclusion of 
hostilities he undertook school teaching, and 
though the work was not wdioUy congenial, he 
. kept'at it for some years. His exceptional tal- 
ents were recognized by the Earl of Carbery, 
who offered him a home and his friendshij). 
Taylor very gladly availed himself of the no- 
bleman's kindness, and it was while he was 
living at Golden Groyc, the Earl's estate, that 
he produced some of his best works, l ie was 
ahviys a fearless thinker, and as fearlessly ex- 
pressed bis opinions, as may be gathered from 
the fact that he w^as three times imprisoned for 
jniblic ilttei-ances. He was something of a 
bigot, and wc find in his writings today not a 
few things to which we may rea.sonably take 
exception. I'or instance, he did not hesitate 
to claim that evil means might be cmplovcd to 
obtain good results, a (^angcrons theory,' sure- 
ly. But 'on the whole he was a broad-minded 
scholar, showing great patience always under 
criidl stress of circumstances, an unsurpassed 
courage, much kindliness' "to the needy and 
never-failing tenderness toward little children. 
He w-as married twice, his second wife being 
Joanna Bridges, who was said to have beeii.aii 
illegitimate daughter of Charles 1., 'wlijic'lie 
was Prince of \^'ales. ■' ' c ' 



The True Prosperity

\'o man is more miserable than he who 
hath; no adversity — that man is not trie<l 
Whether he be good or bad; and God never 
crowns those virtues which are only faculties 
and dispositions; but every act of virtue is an 
ingredient into reward. , . . Our virtu.cs 
are but in the seed when the ('.race of Goil 
conies upon us first; but this grace must be 
tlirown into broken furrows, and must twice 
feel the cold and twice feel the heat, and be 
softened with storifts and showers, and then it 
will arise into fruitfulness and harvests.

Let mair'and -yvifc be careful^ td stifle. little 
things — as fast as they spring, they^be "cut - 
down and trod upon; for if they be suffered 
to glow by numbers, the}- make the spirit peev- 
ish and the society troublesom'e. and the affec-.^ 
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tions loose and easy by an habitual aversion. 
Some men arc more vexed with a fly than with 
a hound; and when the gnats disturb our sleep, 
and the reason is disi.]uicted but;iiot., perfectly 
;iwakcncd. it is often seen that he is" fuller of 
trouble than if, in t!ie daylight of his reason, 
he were to contest with a potent enemy. In 
the fretpicnt little accidents of a family, a man's 
reason cannot always be awake; and when his 
discour'^ics are imperfect, and ;i trifliu"- trouble 
mak'cs hnn yet more restless, lie is soc)n be- 
travctl to the violence ol i^assion. It is eer- 
tani that the man or woman is m a state of 
folly then, when they can. be troubled with- a 
trifling accident ; and therefore it is not. good 
to tempt their affections, when they arc in that

Tower of Ivory 
If it is |)- '.-sibic for a woman to be .'-o .Ljrcat 
artistically, intellectually ami physically that 
she cannot be judged by the usual standard, 
and that the ordinary laWs relating to morality 
do not apply to her. Gertrude Atheiton has 
drawn such a woman in tlic singer Styr, the 
heroine of her book "Tower of Ivory." .As a 
story this novel disa])poiuls, as a character 
study il forces the admiration Khc reader 
almost in spile of his belter judgmeui. Tlie 
descriptions of some ol the scenes where the 
great artist becomes transfonned iiuo ihe 
characters she enacts are reinarkabl\- strong. 
Styr is something^^entirely .apart from the

fragettes. She is tl;e embodiment of a dozen 
women in one, with llie strongest traits of all 
predominating. W'c cannot picture the man 



her home for many years, and the mad kin.g 
Ludwig, the .chief of - wliose enjoyments is to 
hear jicr .voice in .song, has granled her .so ' 
many favors that shelias no desire to leave hci* 
adopted country.

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A PEN PICTURE OF RICHARD STRAUSS 

Those who have never seen "the most-dis- 
cussed musician in the world,'' but who luue 
heard some of his works — the opera "h'eucrs- 
not." for inslaiicc. which caused the German 
I'^mperor to say of its composer, "f have been 
wanning a serpent in my bosom"; of the 
world-famous "Salome," with itp crude colors 
and its crude emotions — are likely to have 
formed ..a wrong coflception of Dr. Richard 
Strauss as a man. 

Whether they dubbed him "king of sound" 
or "music's iconoclast,'' it is probable that 
they pictured to. themselves some ruthless 
and muscular giant, with the. furrowed brow 
and the bushy Inane of lieclhoven, the eagle 
eyes of licrlio?;, the sardonic smile of Wagner 
and the uncanniness of J'aganini. In .reality, 
the composer of "iElekt^a", is'uttefly.unlikeitbe 
music' he writes. , . ■ ■ . • ; .- 

-. ..IDr;^. 'Strauss is .tall>\btit of slight build.. Tic 
..h'as '-a . d'oijie-shapcd" head, with short, curly 
blond hair. His high and protruding brow ir, 
white and smooth, his face benign, pale, sensi- 
tive. T^herc arc boyishness and kindness in the 
lips, shaded by a ihin' fair muslache. The blue 
eves are thoughtful. .Mtogether, the ■ master 
gives one the impression pf'a poet, - unosten- 
tatious, tranquil, modest. " ' ■' •"; 

Those who have had the privilege of cbhiing 
in contact with htm in his home at Chariot- 
tenburg, near Berlin, have been struck by the 
clockwork re.gularity^of his habits, his dislike 
of all that is "bohcmian,' and his shrewd busi- 
ness spirit, in Berlin Dr. Strauss arrives with 
ei|ual punctuality at the Opera I louse, where 
he is one of the conductors, as al the K'aiscr- 
hof Cafe, where he indulges in a chat with 
friends, a glass of beer and a game of skat. 
Tliat he is not lackin.g in humor, howcvei-. his 
friends know well, and they often qtrotc as a 
typical cxaiiiple the fpotnote satirical of., exist- , 
ing. conventions . in composition appended to 
his farnous sorig; "Wenn." which runs: 

"Should some one think of- singing this 
song while the nineteenth century is still in 
existence, the composer bogs to ad\-isc him. — 
or her — to transpose il from this ])oint a half- 
U)ne lower, so that llie composition may thus 
end in the key in which il began."' 

Dr. Strauss is very human, lie has simjjle 
tastes and regular habits; he is devoted to Ids 
wife, and son .Franz; . he is an .enthusiastic pe- 
destrian and cyclii:.t; he believes in the. simple 
life, and a few. 3'ears ago one "could find him 
every afternoon during the summer months 
.smoking and playin.g cards — in a most un- 
geniiislikc manner — with country people in the 



meeting room of a small village in the Bavar- 
ian Alps, not far from his little villa. 

Of course, the composer of ''.Elcktra" was 
'bncc a child prodigyj-!ibul^hiS;|life' has'!:^ 
siiigularly- devoid df •■'adWht'ir^'^l/*';T 
.vaitc'cdi^;'':niusiciaii, Avho/accofdiiig'H'ptvfchejH^^^^^ 
writte'ii' laws which for xenturics-'decreed-tlfot 
any thiid<er or artist daring lo break away 
from the traditional forms and time-honored 
melhods should starve, and only be recog- 
nized several generations after his death — or 
not rccognizeil at all — was hailed, and paid, as 
a genius from the very start. 

The musie.of Richard Strauss may be called 
frenzied, pathological, eccentric, neurotic, cy- 
clonic, ba'rbai'biis, grotesque— or sublime and 
ahead of the tim&s ; there can be no doubt that 
the composer of "'Tod tind Vcrklariirig'' and of 
"Salome" is a creative gcniiis 'challenging at- 
lenlion. ' ' • ■

ENGLISH SOVEREIGNS 



■ ■■■Etiwiird' III. had four sons. Edward, ilio 
Black Prince who ; predeceased him and 'cfl 
a son who came to tlia tlirppe as Richard 11. ; 
J.ioncl, Duke of Clarence, whose daughter be- 
came the wife of Mortimer, Earl of March ; 
jolm, Duke of Lancaster, wliose son came to 
the throne as llcin-y J\'. : and Edmund, Duke 
of York, whose j^randson Richard asserted his 
right to the crown in tlic iciL;n of IJenry I\ ., 
claiming it by virtue of tlic descent frdui tlio 
Duke of Clarence, aitliout^ii to sonu' extent 
relying- upon his descent from !u1uuukI Duke 
of York, liis son became Kin.^- as Udwarci 
IV. The struggle between the descendants of 
^■o^k and Lancaster are known as the War of , 
tlic Roses. 

.After the insurrection of Jack Cade tlic gov- 
ernment of England was carried on practically 
by the Duke of v^onicrset, the mental equip- 
ment of Ilcury Lieiiig une(|iial to the task. 
He was very unpopular, and Richard. Duke 
of York, made every effort to ingratiate him- 
self with the people. He looked upon himself 
and \vas ])opularly regarded as the heir to 
the crown', but in 1453 Queen Margaret gave 
birth to a son, which event destroyed Richard's 
hopes, and two years later civil war broke out, 
York being resolved to assert his claims by 
force of arms. At first lie was unsuccessful, 
and Parliament declared him guilty of high 
treason, but in 1460 having gained a victory 
over the royal forces at Northampton, Par- 
liament was prompt to rescind its condem- 
nation, and it was agreed that he should be 
recognized as heir to the crown to the exclu- 
sion of the King's son. But Queen Margaret 
was made of too stern stuff to iicmiit licr 
boy's claims to be set aside in this way, and 
she endeavoured to crush tlie Duke of ^ ork. 
i^he administered a severe defeat to the York- 
ist forces at Wakefield when the Duke was 
slain. The King thereupon joined the Queen 
and his so doing gave the Yorkist part}- a 
colorable right to say thai tlic agreement was 
broken, and Edward, son of the Duke, tliere- 
upon reasserted his father's claim to the throne 
and declared his intention of winning it on the 
battlefield. 'Piie people of London were in full 
.sympathy with him and a sort of po]nilar 
election was held in that city at which he was 
chosen sovereign and formally crowned, lie 
at once acted with vigor against the forces 
of Queen iVlargarct and gained a signal victory 
at 'J'owton. Thereupon I'arlianient passed an 
ordinance declaring that the Lancastrian house 
were usurpers. .Margaret refused to submit and 
with help from Scotland and France was able 
10 put an cfticient force in tlio field, but it was 
not equal to that of I'.dward, and the battle 
(if llc-xham in 1464 put an end for the time 
being to all her hopes. The next year the de- 
])osed Iving was taken prisoner, and to all 
appearances ilie position of Edward was se- 
cure. 

Edward, active as lie was in the held, was 
not wise at all times. He had conin^issioned 
the Earl of Warwick, the celebrated kingmaker 
to whose influence and energy his position was 
"large!}' due, to negotiate a marriage for him 
in France : and short!} afterwards married 
h'lizabeth Grey, an iCnglisli lady belonging to 
the influential Woodvillc family, incensed at 
tilt; King's lack of good faith and jealous of 
the W'oodvilles, Wai'wick declared against 
F.dwai'd and, after si\- years of intrigue, con- 
fusion and civil war. drove him out of the 
kingdom and replaced Henry IV. upon the 
throne. Thereupon Parliament repealed its 
previous ordinance and declared Henry king, 
and his son the lawful heir to the crown. In 
the following year Edward returned. At the 
battles of Barnet and Tewkesbury, the forces 
of Ilenr\- w-ere ovi'illirov^'ii. Warwick' was 
shiiii ill ligiit as also was Fdward. llie son ol 
llenr}'. at iliis time a lad of cigluceii. .Sluirtl\- 
;ifter Henry, who had fallen into F.dward's 
hands, tlicd, duubtless assassinated, and the 
male line of the Lancastrian house becarjie ex- 
tinct. John of Gaunt. Duke of Lancaster, had 
iwo families, one of which was only legitimate 
by the grace of Parliament, which passed an 
■Av[ to that effect in his lifclime. I'l-om this 
lamily. which was cxtinel i,ii the iiiaU- line, 
-.Margaret, Coniitess of Kicliiiioiid- was des- 
cended and it was upon her son, i iarr}' Tudor, 
that the li(jpes ol ihc I .aucasl rians were uow 
eentrcd. Fdward 1\', died in 148,^ :ind the 
crown passed to his infant son Edward. 
Richard, Duke of Gloucester, was declared 
guardian to the lad, and he almost at once 
began to intrigue to obtain the sovereign pow- 
er. The validit}^ of the marriage of Edward 
IV. was (piestioned, and the claim was made 
that Edward himself was not in point oi fact 
the son of Duke Ivicliard of S'nrk. A gathering 
of the Estates of the J\calni was held, and 
it was declared tliat Richard of Glnucestcr was 
the rightful heir to the throne, and lie wa.s 
crowned accordingly. The death of lulward 
and Jiis .younger brother Richard soon fol- 
lowed. 'fThes their assassination in the 
ToiyerVjs too well ^k^^ to call for more than 
■ si 'passing^ reference. 

Harry Tudor thereupon asserted his claims 
to the crown. lii 1485 he landed in England, 
coming- from Brittany to which he had been 
banished. The battle of Mosworth i''lcld fol- 
hnvcd on .August 22nd, when Richard was 
slain, Harry took liic throne as Henry VH., 
and Parliament proceeded fortliwith to ratif}- 
iiis title and to declare tliafi the crown should 
thereafter belong to him and his ilirect heii-s 



and' to no other.s. The civikwar did not, how- 
ever, end. Lambert Simnel claimed to be Ed- 
ward, l.-'-arl of Warwick, and was crowned 
J-Cing in Ireland, only to lie overthrown shortly 
after he landed in England, Then Perkin ^Var- 
wick declared himself to be Richard, Duke of 
York and sou of I'.chvard W. This was a 
somewhat formidable rebellion, but it was 
brought to: an end by the subniissipn of Wai- 
wick- to.the .King in 1498.." This etkled the 
Wars of the Roses. Henry VII. had married 
Elizabeth, daughter of Edward IV., and there- 
fore a representative of the House of York. 
Tlieir son 1 1 cnry was thel'cfore possessed of 
such title to the crown as came by descent 
through both these branches of the family of 
Edward 1 IL, and when on his father's death in 
1509, he came.to the throne asl lenry VlII,, he 
reigned by undisputed right of hereditary suc- 
cession .as 'well as by parliamentarj^ sanction 
He was"ifie only King pf Engla^^^^^ Hundred 
ycar.s A\>liOse title i- to .the thi-one was undis- 
puted. , - ' . ' ,' 

The effect of the Wars of the Roses was 
two-fold. The baronage of England was almost 
exhausted by the long continued ;iii(l fierce 
struggle. ?ilucli of the best blood in the king- 
dom was shed for either the AVIiite or the Red 
Rose. Whole families became extinct. Titles 
lapsed, estates changed hands and it may al- 
most he said with truth that the old order of 
things cpiite passed away, Thc'.secdnd result 
was largely in coiisequence of this. By the 
the death of so many po-werful barons, as well 
as by . its . vacillating course. Parliament be- 
came greatly weakened, and thus the way was 
preijared for a reassertion of absolutism w hich 
continued with more or less interruption un- 
til Charles 1. was beheaded and the right of 
the jieople to self-government placed forever 
beyond cjuestion.

THE JEWS 

.\fter the destruction of Jerusalem by the 
Fmi)eror Titus, the Jews began to scatter into 
the nearby parts of Asia, Europe and Africa. 
.\s a rule they were everywhere well received, 
and if it had not been that the remnant, which 
remained in Palestine, w-erc very overt in their 
efforts to preserve the jjeculiar features of their 
nationality, they might have been permitted 
by their Roman conquerors to continue in 
peaceful occupation of the lan^. But the na- 
tional spirit died hard, and as it was coupled 
with a revival of the strict observance of re- 
ligious ceremonies, the emperors saw in the 
movement a menace to their supremacy. Se- 
xcrc rei)ressive measures were adopted, and 
there was a general exodus of the people to 
liabylon, where the descendants of those, who 
had not returnrd to Palestine after the Cap- 
tivity, were living in peace and prosperity. 
The movements of races which took place in 
the early part of tlie Christian Fra and the be- 
ginning of ■\lahomniedanisni continued to drive 
the Jews even fiirtlier afield, and about .A.D. 
700 they had become a people without a coun- 
try, yet inhabiting all countries and everv- 
where setting an example of industry and 
thrift. As Christianity grew in power, and the 
Church became identified with jiolitical poli- 
cies, the iiersecution of the Jews began, and it 
has cmitinued, in some places, without inter- 
ruption until the ]n-eseiit da}-, ."v Jewish writer 
expresses the opinion that this prolonged 
])criod of Iiersecution has \ er}- seriously affect- 
ed the jdiysical characteristics of his people, 
while it has in certain respects sharpened their 
intellectual activity. The modern Jew is the 
]iroduct of centuries of wrong. «tiid no greater 
proof can be asked as to the splendid inherent 
(pialitics of the race than is afforded by the 
manner in wdiicli, given the slightest oppor- 
iiniit\. its modern representatives arc able to 
force themselves to the front in any line of 
liuniaii endeavor. 

It was proposed to close this series of arti- 
cles with .some mention of the great Jews, who 
during the last two centuries have laid man- 
kind under tribute to their great mental pow- 
ers, but the task is too great to be undertaken 
here. .\ mere list of llie names of the Jews, 
who lia\-e been ^•ery eminent in art, science, 
business, war, adventure, and ])olitics would 
fill more than a column, ;iiid to recouiU tlieir 
achievements would retpiire many pages. Suf- 
fice it to say that distinguished as Jews have 
been in music, ihey have been equally distin- 
guished in scienoe ; that their ,skill with the 
iirush has been no greater than their prowess 
with the sword; that in the domain of physical 
science and in that of geograjihical explora- 
tion the}- lia\-c pushed llieir researches far and 
well ; that they have enriched literature by their 
contributions and nations''by tlicir statesman- 
ship. The unhappy Russian Jewish peasant, 
who lives hourly in dread of the loss of prop- 
erty and life, the haggling petty trader, the 
Jew of the so-called comic papers may not be 
\er}- heroic figures, but they are represenla- 
ti\-es of the most heroic race of which we 
K-now anything. If their ancestors had been 
less heroic, less devoted to their faith, less. in- 
spired with racial pridJ, there would have been 
no Jews toda}', for they would have been 
merged in other nationalities. We read of the 
Visigoths, the Vandals, the Huns and other 
nations, who came down upon ICurope a thou- 
s;in(l and more years ago. 'i'licy were wonder- 
ful i^eojiles in many ways, and strong enough 
to sweep everything before them. But they 
were not strong enough to retain their . racial 
individuality, and they bccamev .assimilated 
with each other and with the hatiOiis, whoin 
they, overthrew, to make the modern Euro- 
peans ; but the Jews have remained di.^tinct 
during- the three thousand years of storm that 
swept over the lands around the Meditc'-ra- 
nean, like .some great rock, which the waves of 



a tumultuous 
not destroy. 

Rome, Alohammedanism and Christendoni 
have failed to extinguish this wonderful peo- 
ple, or to blend them with. other 'bya.uchcs of 
the human race so as to destroy -their identity. 
Perhaps there is nothing in all history that can 
be compared with this. The story of the Jew- 
ish people is one of strange viccssitudcs. it: 
tells of great achievements and of almost in- 
finite littleness, of wonderful progress and of 
almost indescribable retrogression, of phe- 
nomenal strength and of astounding weakness, 
of loyalty tO tradition and yet at times an in- 
explicable abandonment of the jirinciples lying 
at the base of national .existence, it is a story 
of glory, and a story of shame; a story of tri- 
umph and a story of utter defeat; a story of 
sublime courage and a story of amazing cow- 
ardice. .And yet through it all tlie Jew has re- 
mained the same, aiui, dismissing from con- 
sideration the fact that Jesus of Nazareth was 
a Jew, and therefore eliminating . from the 
subject the effect of Christianity, it may be 
claimed that 110 race has done anything like 
as much for humanity as that wonderful peo- 
])le who look to .Abraham as tlieir fatliei-. 

.At present there are estimated to lie about 
10,000,000 Jews in the world, but in this num- 
ber only the descendants of the tribe of Judah 
and Benjamin, and of such representatives of 
the other tribes as were dwelling in "the cities 
of Judah" at the time of the rupture between 
Judah aiul Israel. They .are probably more 
numerous now than ever, and their numbers 
are stcadil}- increasing. . How- many descend- 
ants there are of the Ten 'I'ribes and what na- 
tions represent them today, are among the tin- 
solved questions of the time. Israel was a 
much greater nation than Judah, and its fu- 
liiie is not accounted for by an}' of the ordin- 
arily received explanations, 'i'he people of 
Israel, who were carried awa}" by Sargon II. 
into the mountains, which lie south of tlie Cas- 
pian Sea, vanished absolutely from sight. 



THE TRUE OLD WORLD 

l^reconceived ideas are hard to oS'crcome,. 
and possibly in no line of research is this iriorc 
difficult than in matters relating to the early 
history of mankind. .Antiquarians ha\-e looked 
to P.g-ypt, Babylon. China, India and elsewhere 
in the Eastern Hemisphere for the origin of 
civilization, and have rejected all suggestions 
that possibly it is to the: Western Hemisphere 
we must look for the first evidence of human 
pro.gress, Plato wrote that, when he was in 
iigypt, he was told by the priests that a long 
time previous to his visit an island existed be- 
yond the Pillars of Hercules, whose jieople had 
attained a high stage of civilzation. This 
statement was promptly labelled a myth, and 
even to this day the man, who avows his belief 
in the Lost Atlantis, does so Avith some Httle 
hesitancy. AVhen some years ago Dr. "le Plon- 
geon and his wife, after-.years spent in explor- 
ing the ruins of Yucatan; suggested that these 
might be I'ound the somxe of Egyptian civilixa- 
tion. "the self-constituted authorities," as 
Comyn i5eaumont calls them, received the 
suggestion with ridicule. .And yet these ex- 
plorers brougin to light facts explainable on no 
other explainable hypothesis, as far as is now 
known, than that the' Nile "X^'alley derived its 
primary impetus from the people on the shore 
of the Caribbean .Sea, if, imieed, the former 
country was not colonized Iiy the latter. f,ack 
of space makes it impossible to give here more 
than a mere outline of the facts, which .Mine, 
le Plongeon has collated in a recent article. 
One of thfc interesting features of them is 
the remarkable similarity between the Egyp- 
tian and .Mayan alphabets. So marked is this 
that Dr. de Plongeon. who was familiar with 
the former, found no difficulty in reading in- 
scriptions in the latter. Another point of re- 
semblance between the two races was found in 
the sacred character ascribed by the Mayans 
to the mastodon and by the Egyptians to the 
elephant. The association 'of the serpent with 
the royal families was also characteristic of 
both countries. Osiris was a great Egyptian 
dcilv, whose priests wore a leopard skin, and 
in hi.s worship the skins of leopards plavcd a 
lirominent ])art. Dsiris had tw-o sisters,' .Man 
or Isis and .\Mke. In ver}- ancient tl:iys there 
was in the .Mayan country a great' prince, 
whose name )vas Coh, vvhich means the 
leopard, and he had two sisters. Moo and Nike, 
On Ctdi's tomiy there is a sphinx, or leopard 
with a liuniaii head. In .Ma}-a, as in J'-gypt, 
brotiiers married sisters in order that the roval 
blood might be i>rcserveii undcfiled. The 
-Mayan goddess Moo was w(.irshiiicil in the 
form of a bird of beautiful plumage, and in 
''-gypt- 'Man, or isis, was frequently so repre- 
sented. One of the titles of Osiris "was "King 
of the West," The more ancient Egyptians 
burned the hearts of the <lead and placed, the 
charred remains in funeral urns; so did the 
ancient. .Mayans. Roth races looked n|)on the 
crocodile as sacred. The Fgyptians ascribed 
their civilization to .Meiics, and said that be- 
fore his time twelve gods ruled the land. On 
a building in Yucatan' of ancient Ma3-an origin, 
whereon the Creation is symbolized, there arc 
the totetiis of twelve kiiigs, and in the Mayan 
tongue "menes" stands I'or law-giving. E.gyp- 
tian chronology had ;i ])criod of four years so 
had Mayan chronology. The I'.gyplians were 
accustomed to represent man as being formed 
from clay on a potter's wheel; so ' did the 
Mayans.; Descent was reckoueil in ligypt by 
the female line; so also was it in :\laya. "Afany 
Other points of resemblance can be mentioned. 

It may be asked wiiy the claim should be 
made that Egypt derived its civilization from 
Maya, and not Maya from Egypt. In this the 
answer seems to be that Egyptian records 
J suggest the former, but in AJayan records 
there is no hint of the latter. 
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Washington Irving ; •

irviiig's was a delightful iier.sonality, and 
one can read his best qualities in his strong, 
mobile face. There are geniality there ami 
sympathy, kindliness and courage ; a whim- 
sical little twist, of the mouth that betrays his 
love of ftin; ah alertness iti , his eyes that be- 
sjieaks his ready wit, 'wh.ile his whole broad- 
benevolent countenance expresses the gentlt; 
optimistic i-)hilosopher. 

Washington Ireing was born in New York, 
in 1 78,?, while the iiirilish troops were still in 
])osscssion of that city, and he died just before 
Lincoln was made president. His [larents lunl 
lived in .\ew York for twenty years prior to 
his birth, ills father, U'illiam Irving, was a 
Scotsman, a native of the Orkney Islands, 
who first met his wife, a very beautiful and 
a.cconiplished girl, when ; he Avas serving, as a 
petty officer on hoard a packet. Washington 
was the youngest of a family of eight sons, 
and from his' earliest years showed a roving, 
romantic dis])osition. lie was delicate until he 
reached maturit}', stifl'eriiig- frotn pulmonary 
affection which necessitated his living, as far 
as possible, out-of-doors. This sort of existence 
exactly suited .the tastes of the young lad, who 
cared little for hard study but wdio loved to 
■wander about the environments of his town- 
especially on the wdiarves where he could 
watch the ships come and .go, and dream of 
the lands from Avhcnce they came. He loved 
to read' books of adventure and to go to the 
jila}' house. He Ii\-c(l in a world of his own 
imaginings nearly all through his boyhood, 
.As he grew to manhood he made endless 
■friends. He loved his fellow-kind, and he was 
the -jollicst sort of a comiianion. i iis disposi- 
tion he inherited from his mother for wdioiii 
he felt an affection little short of worship, iie 
judged all Ayomen, by the high standard she 
set him; and h'is reverence for the oiiposite 
sex is very evident in all his writings. His love 
story was .{ii sad, but sweet one. He fell in love 
while quite a young man with a charming girl 
who returned his affection. She lived, however, 
but a few months after their eng-agement and 
her premature death nearh- broke her lover's 
heart. She was the one love of his life. He 
never married, but remained faithful to her 
memory until his death. 

]r\-ing's first occupation was stnd}-ing fcu" 
the law, but he had no' taste for such a voca- 
tion, and . soon gave it up. He could not, and 
would not attend college; but, being a vora- 
cious reader of the best in literature, he trained 
his mind instinctively by the books with which 
he was familiar. This education was fiu'ther 
advanced by his travels to England and the 
c(jntineiit. where he went in search of the 
health which he had failed to iind at home. 
.Amid scenes of historical romance and trage- 
dies lie revelled in vast deli.ght, hiaking friends 
among the artists of the day wherever he went. 
He returned home after two years, his health 
entirely restored, and with a deep fund of in- 
formation from which to draw for ' the con- 
struction of his own romances and sketches. 
His first work of note was the Knickerbocker 
"History of .\'ew York," which immediately 
made him soiiiet liiug of ;i cclebrit}-. .After this 
he dcv(.)ted most of his time to literature and 
produced many ,'iiid interesting work's. He 
tra\-elle(l abroad again several limes, and w-as 
once connected w'ith the diplomatic service in 
Spain for several years. While there he wrote 
one of hjs best .stories dealing with the Moorish 
invasion and occupation of that country. Au 
cxtcndcfl trip in the Northwest of America 
gave him an insight into the life of the ex- 
plorers, fur-traders. Indians, trappers and hun- 
ters of the mountains and the prairies, and 
some delightful volumes from his pen was the 
result. 

Mis last \\-orks were in the form of bio- 
gra|)hies. "The Fife of ( loldsmith," "The Ivif.; 
of Washington" and "Mahomet and his Suc- 
cessors," 'File Life of Washington is an im- 
mense work, a little too full of detail to make 
popular reading, and of the three "The Life of 
Goldsmith" is ?by far the most entertaining 
and charmingly Avritten. 'i ^

Irving was thfc first American ilian of let- 
ters whose writings -contain the vital spark. 
No one would venture to say that he possessed 
a creative imagination of the highest^; ''brdeii*7 
such as Hawthorne for example was giltetl 
with. The tragedies of life, the more strenuous 
lirobleuis that arise to torment mankind had no 
attractions for him. But he had nevertheless 
imagination of a rare .sort, and the creative 
faculty Avas his also.

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SWEET PEA CULTURE 



At this time of the year with the lengthen- 
ing of the days and the increasing warmtli of 
the sun, when verdant life is soon to be 
, a.rou§edyf^pni its long winter sleep, the lover of 
the -Beautiful in nature begins to make, plans 
for the beautifying of the home surroundings 
in the way of boulevards, green swards and 
flower beds. It is difficult to conceive of a 
pastime more healthful and recreative mental- 
ly and physically; more elevating intellectual- 
ly and morally, than-:the. cultivation of flo;w.er$ii. 

To assist nature'^iii'miriistering to the wants ' 
of this new creation, to watcli it grow from an 
apparently inanimate seed into leaf and 
branch and develop into the full grown plant 
crowned with magnificent bloom awakens in 
ones bosom sentiments, the purest conceivable, 
aspirations the loftiest imaginable, such as can 
be appreciated only by those who have experi- 
enced ;!,them. - 

Good Seed Necessary 
»' A history of the, sweet pea from the ; year 
A.D. 1700, when it waS first introduced into 
England from Sicily, on down through the 
years to the close of the last century when the 
Eckfords and Burpees gave us the present 
grandiflora type would be of interest. But 
much as we may.be tempted, time and space 
compel us to restrain our desire in that direc- 
tion, and confine our attention to the cultiva- 
tion of this most beautiful flower. 

The first essential is good seed. Last year 
several persons drew the writer's attention to. 
the fact that their sweet peas did not grow, and 
inquired the cause. Clearly the cause lay in 
the fact that the seed was no good. Those 
who buy sweet pea seed that has no other 
known rnerit than being cheap, cannot expect 
tO'get seed of the highest germinating quality, 
or,;th_at ..which will produce tlic finest type of 
blooin". " 

■Many ways of growing this flower during 
the past two decades have been advocated. A 
few years ago in the Southern and Middle 
States, what is known as the trenching sys- 
tem struck the sweet pea enthusiasts; and it 
struck many .of them hard before they were 
through with it; Trenches • two 'or three feet 
deep were dug, with six inches of stone placed 
in the bottom for drainage, the balance being 
filled with alternate layers of manure and rich 
soil." This method had not been in vogue many 
years when a, great cry arose. .Blight had 
struck the sweet peas — something never heard 
of before. Rev. W.,T. Hutcheson, the great 
pea expert, vyas the first to direct attention to 
the cause. He declared^ that the trenching 
system, which Avas nothing short of ia hot bed, 
had so debilitated the successive generations 
of the plant by forcing it into an unnatural 
growth,, that it was susceptible to attack from 
disease ,and had not sufficient vitality to with- 

■Si^hclUt. .. , .^ 

We in Canada^were niore fortunate as- our 
sumiiiers are "^copier than in the Southern 
States. Nevertheless', even in this country, if 

trench-grown sweet peas were to propagate, 
their own kind, the time would soon come 
when the sweet pea as we know it today would 
be known no more forever. But as this sys- 
tem is , not now in vogue among commercial 
grpwers, those who-buy their seed may safely 
practice it on a limited scale here in the cooler 
cliftiate. ' , ■ ' 

Preparing the Trench 

As early in the spring as the ground can 'be 
worked select a part of the garden affording 
good drainage and plenty of sunshine (but 
not on the south side of a liigh board fence or 
wall), and there dig a trench about 18 inches 
wide and as many deep. Into this put a liber- 
al quantity of well rotted manure and an 
equal quantity of earth, and mix well together. 
Alix until it looks like earth, after which tramp 
it down firmly with the feet. Repeat this un'- 
til about two inches of the top. If bonemeal 
can be obtained it is preferable to manure for 
mixing with the top layer of earth. 

Having prepared the bed, run two drills 
through the centre about four inches apart and 
two deep. Sow the seed evenly but rather 
thickly, say, one ounce to every fifteen feet of 
drill, in order to ensure a good stand, and when 
the young plants are well started, if quality is 
preferable to quantity — that is if the very lar- 
gest and finest type of iiloom is desired, thin 
out the plants to stand one in a ])iace and about 
three inches apart in the row. Cover the seed 
with two inches of fine soil, firming (not 
tramping) down well with the foot or the flat 
of the hoe. 

The Early Period 
■ The first six weeks of the sweet pea's exist- 
ence* from the time of germination is largely 
taktin up lyith root formation — the building of 
that firrn foundation upon which the magnifi- 
cent superstructure is to be reared. Herein 
is to be found tiic reason for the vine not grow- 
ing more than four or five inches in almost as 
many weeks after it first appears, above the 
ground. 

At this time do not give any water, as there 
is usually a sufficient amount in the ground to 
supply'^all the moisture necessary during this 
period.' After the plants have been' above 
ground for four or five weeks water may be 
given with a lavish iiand, always thoroughly 
soaking the ground, but not frequent enough 
to make the ground so.ggy. Keep tlic surface 
soil loose to a depth of several inches by fre- 
quent hoeing, which prevents evaporation and 
allows the air to penetrate to the roots. 

When the weather becomes hot and dry 
spread about the vines a layer of grass clip- 
pings (if you rake your lawn), to a depth of 
two inches, or half rotten manure, pine, needles 
or anything that will conserve the m6isture„by ' 
excluding the hots rays of the sun while/ a:t' 
the sarhe time admitting the air, will answer 
the purpose. 
' Give support to the vines very early. For 



this purpose ordinarv. brush is the most satis- 
factory as it allows the vines to grow in a more 
open way than is possible by any other method. 
Poultry netting four feet high makes a very 
good support. But'in the hot days of summer 
the wire is liable to become- so. heated that it 
will burn the tendrils. Stakes : driven in the 
ground every four feet with stout twine run- 
ning from one to the other ever six inches is 
preferable to wirei netting. ', 

The Sweet Pea's Enemies 
. . ; The sweet pea.;has: butufew. enemies, the 
'two ! worst being'.theired^spi^er' and the green

aphis. The former feeds on the under side of 
the leaves-, turning them a dull grey color. It 
is such a minute thing that it can scarcely be 
detected by the naked eye. A fine spray from 
the hose applied with considerable force to the 
under side is the best remedy. Soap suds may 
also be used by those who" have no system of 
waterworks. 

The green aphis feeds by sucking the }uice 
from the tips of the young shoots and .as' they 
multiply very rapidly will soon destroy all the 
young growth unless measures are taken to 
prevent it. A good stiff spray from the hose 
whenever the peas are watered will keep them 
in check; or they may be. killed by spraying, 
with suds of ivory, whale oil or kerosene soapi 

The cut worm is another enemy of the 
sweet pea. In fact it is tbe enemy of almost 
every plant that grows. It cuts its victims off 
near the ground as though done with a sharp 
knife. Poisoned bran will rid your bed of 
them. Take half a teaspoonful of paris green 
and one quart of bran, mix thorughly in the dry 
state then moisten with water and sprinkle 
around the bed where the cut worms are 
known to be. An early morning hunt with a 
sharp stick will discbver'him about two inches 
below the surface of the ground near the scene 
of his destruction. 

The sparrow may also be iiuniijcred among 
the enemies of the flower. When the jilants are 
first coming above the .ground these birds will 
pull them off by the luuulred in their effort 
to get at the seed below. The writer had a 
whple, row almost totally destroyed before the 
cause of the trouble was,: ascertained. Cover 
the row with a strip of thin cotton or cheese- 
cloth for a few days, after which they will 
leave them alone. 

"Rotation of Crops" 

Do not plant sweet peas in the same place 
two years in succession. This plant is a gross 
feeder and certain elements necessary to its 
proper develoi^mcnt ijecomc exhausted. Vn\t a 
year's rest will restore these needed elements 
• so that the ground may be used for this pur- 
pose every alternate time. 
- The best time to i)rcpare the sweet pea bed 
is in the fall. Prepare it in all respects the 
same as in tiie spring except that a liberal 
quantity of wood ashes may be mixed in the 
soil along with the fertilizer. The potash in the 
ashes helps to make a good firm stock. iM'e.sh 
ashes should never he put on the bed in the 
spring as the lye is liable to burn the plants. 
Do not tramp the soil as is done with the 
spring prepared bed. It will settle itself suf- 
ficiently during the winter months. Instead 
of leaving a depression of a couple of inches 
fill the bed level or have it slightly rounded, sn 
that it will not fill with water, and will dry 
away early in the spring when all that is neces- 
sary is to make the drill and put in the seed, 
which can be done much earlier than would 
be the case if the ground had to be thoroughly 
worked. 

Many people will say that they have s,i^,own 
sweet peas — beautiful sweet peas — witfiout 
half this trouble. And so they have. The 
sweet pea is a beautiful flower, no matter 
where it is found. In its original haunts in 
Sicily, long before the hand of the hybridizer 
began its work of transformation, when it 
bloomed only for the wild bees of its native 
land, it-was:.a beautiful thing. And those who 
are satisfied with the sweet pea in its original 
beaut)' may have it with very little trouble. 
But they are living in a past age. However, 
this article has been written for those who are 
anxious to obtain the best that can be pro- 
duced — the highest possibilities of the grandi- .

PRUNING AND TRAINING DWARF 
FRUIT TREES 

Last week notes and ilkistrations dealing 
with standard pear trees were given; but, in 
the present instaiice, it is desired to call atten- 
tion to the pruning and training of bush trees, 
a forin, of .fruit trees that is most popular with.- 
owners of "small ,gardeiis, ' and deservedly so. 
It is not everyone that has the necessary space 
to grow many standard . fruit trees satisfac- 
torily; but most lovers of the garden who arc 
interested in fruit culture can find accommo- 
dation for a fairly good number of trees of bush 
or p3'ramitlal form. 

Readers should distinctly iinderstand the 
difference between trees. of bush form and 
those of a pyramidal character^ The -latter are 
most attractive in appearance when properly 
pruned and trained, but considerable care and 
attention are neccssar}' if really symmetrical 
trees are to be brought into effect. Bush trees 
usually produce a good yield of fruit without 
taking up much space in the garden, and their - 
chief difference from trees of pyramidal form 
is that they do not have a central leading shoot, 
the centre of the tree being kept open. "By 
adopting this method of culture the side 
branches become strong and erect. Apples 
take more kindly to this method of pruning and 
training than any of the other equally jiopular 
hardy fruits, although they — plums, cherries 
and pears— *not seldom succeed v.ei'y well un- 
der similar treatment. 

There are simple rules of pruning which 
every be.ginner should be most careful to ob- 
serve. The first is to cut back the weakest 
shoots the more sevcrel)', as by so doing th| 
new shoots that subsequently develop will 
break away stron.ger and lar.ger as a conse- 
quence. Readers who are at all observant may 
have noticed that when .Aveak shoots are only 
topped or cut back lightly, the shoots that sub- 
sequently evolve arc of a very weSk character, 
which means laying a batl foundatipn for fu- 
ture work. In the second place, remember, 
when pruning, to leave the bud on, the outside

of the shoot, so that as it develops its growth 
an outward turn may be ensured. 

The trees portrayed in the present instance 
were photo.graphed in the garden of an enthu- 
siastic amateur fruit-grower, whose trees in- 
variably bear heavy crops of fruits. The gar- 
den is within five rniles of the metropolis. In 
Fig. I a young tree that is well established is 
shown. It is growing in good soil, and gives

those shown in ;Figs. i and 2. This shows 
the method of training bush apple trees. 



piromise of making a shapely tree as time pro- 
gresses. There are not as many side branches 
as one would like to see, hut it serves .the pur- 
pose of illustrating the pruning and training 
of a bush fruit tree in its earlier history. The 



great thing to remember when pruning" is to 
keep the centre of the tree open; cut back 
branches that cross one another unduly or that 
turn inwards. Light, air and sun can each then 
contribute its share towards a successful issue. 
Always use a sharp knife when pruning. 

Fig. 2 is a good representation of a bush- 
trained.- apple tree. Varieties of apples differ 
in" their "character of growth, and should be 
pruned accordingly, 'rhe four leading shoots 
in this illustration will give the reader a very 
good idea how a tree of bush form can be prop- 
erly developed. The pruning-knife has to be

used to shorten back the leaders to within, say, 
15 inches of their h.nsc. If cut just above an 
outside bud in cacli instance, the growths that 
will subsequently evolve will go to make a 
shapely tree and also ensure the shoots being 
well ripened. By observing this method of pro- 
cedure there should be a good number of main 
shoots in the succeeding season, which, if 
treated in similar fashion when winter pruning 
is again necessary, should' bring iritjj^ being a 
bush tree of good form. • ' 

In order to illustrate the evolution of a 
tree growth in bush form, a specimen a year or 
two older than the one seen in Fig.;2 is. shown 
in Fig. 3. ' It Avill be observed that tlie method 
of training advocated earlier in' these notes 
has been continued, and that, as a result of 
careful pruning on the lines laid down, a '•cally 
excellent little tree has been brought into ex- 
istence. The leading shoots will be cut back 
almost immediately, and. a shapely specimen 
bie. thereby ensured. It is from .these le.Hders 
that the shape of the bush trees and their prog- 
ress are made. • ■ j 

Fif. 4 gives a fairly good representation of 
a bush apple tree. This is a specimen of .good 
proportions, with numerous fruit-spurs indi- 
cated freely along the matured branches, and 
with the leaders not yet shortened back. From 
this picture it is* easj' to see how, by a system 
of progression, a large specimen trpe may be 
trained, and how easy it is to grow quite a lot 
of fruit even in a small garden. — D. ]J. fc. in 
The Garden, 



SOWING GARDEN SEEDS 

The success of our seeds generally depends 
upon hpw. we treat them for germination. 
Failures and complaints of bad seed are quite 
common. We are too apt to lay fault on the 
individual who furnishes the seed, condemning 
his seed as rubbish. I would not give the seed 
trade immunit)' altogether, but the non-germ- 
inating of seed is often due to our own negli- 
gence. 

For flower seeds good, clean pots and boxes 
are essential. Boxes three inches deep with 
several holes bored in the bottom for an out- 
let for water, and made a convenient; size, are 
first-class for seeds or plants. « A good layer 
of rough leaves, rotted manure, pieces of bro- 
ken flower pots, oyster shells or rough ashes 
should be at the bottom of the pots or boxes, 
then fill up moderately firm with fine soil to 
within an inch of the top. A mixture of loamy 
soil, sand and leaf soil make- a suitable com- 
post. 

We have failed as yet to procure sieves 
from any of the leading seed firms for the pur- 
pose of grading or sifting the soil for seed 
sowing. .For this purpose a fine mesh of mos- 
quito netting , will do by nailing a two-inch 
board round a square of it. Chicken netting, 
half-inch mesh, will also make a gpod sieve 
for sifting soil. With boxes, a flat board will 
make an equal level for the soil ;' for pots, any- 
thing round and flat is sufficient. 

For very small seeds, such as begonia, glox- 
inia, lobelia, antirrhinums and coleus, water 
the seed receptacles with a fine rose can an 
hour prior to sowing. A mere dusting of fine 
soil is sufficient covering. The size of the seeds- 
will almost determine the covering of the soil 
required. Begonia seed does not require any, 
coleus requires very little, while castor oil 
plant and sunflower want half an inch of soil. 

A piece of glass should be laid over the seed 
pot or box, also a piece of brown paper be- 
fore the .seedlings appear, then gradually with- 
draw it when the seed receptacles become very 
dry.:! OQoi^npt apply, a shower; bath., ove 
biit hold the seed pot half way dowir^ih a pail 
or tank of tepid water The water will thor- 
oughly saturate the soil from the bottom, find- 
ing its way to the surface. This will be suf- 
ficient for a good many days, and better than 
daily dribbles on thq surface. Seedlings like 



to be kept tolerably dry before they gain 
strength. With a good sunny window, many 
fine plants can be raised, then- remove to- a 
fra!me outdoors. , ^w-i;'^,^ 

Any haphazard or slipsh6d''fashion " with 
vegetable seeds will only result in disappoint- 
ment. The ground is best forked over the day 
it is to be sown. A fine open mould, neither 
too wet nor dry, is best. Gardeners on a small 
scale should prepare a fine tilth of soil, raked 
level. 

The alert gardener will take the first op- 
portunity of a good day. to;^^so;^ii;pnions^^^^^^ 
snips, :carrots, beets, turnips^^^iiliflpwei^'^^ 
bage and parsley. All",these .w half 
an: inch'' of covering. The^culinary peas and 
flowering sweet peas require very early sow-' 
ing, three inches deep. Lajjel all seed correctly 
and give date of sowing. 

Before we convict the dealer of bad seeds, 
let us consider if we have done justice in the 
preparatipn of the soil and the seed bed, having 
climate and 'price of seed duly noted. Buy from 
reputable seel firms. — Canadian Horticulturist. 
o 

APPORTIONING YARD MANURE 

A point of importance in connection with 
the application of farmyard manure is its lim-. 
ited quantity. There are, it is ' true, several 
sources of bulky natural manures, such, for ex- 
ample, as accumulations of weeds, haulm, road- 
scrapings, pond and ditch cleanings, composts, 
and the like, rich in organic and earthy mat- 
ter, which may supplement the manure heaps. 
By this assistance several acres may receive 
a dressing of fertilizing matter of great value, 
but this must not be confused with the regular 
output of farmyard manure, which is practical- 
ly Ihnited by the areas of straw, hay, and fod- 
"der generally, from which it is derived. 
^ Incidentnllj' the quantity is closely related 
to the number of li\'c stock maintained, but any 
calculation as to the actual amount produced 
is beset with difficulties. It has been com- 
puted that one ton of straw, when trodden 
down by cattle, saturated with moisture, and 
supplei-nented by food .residues, will" produce 
four tons of fresh manure,, and as an acre of 
corn will yield oh an average one ton of straw, 
it is evident that 200 acres of corn will on this 
assumption give 800 tons of fresh manure. This 
is about tht proportion of green fodder to dry 
hay or, straw, and has-been accepted as a basis 
■for estimation, but must vary considerably, 
and in some measure must; depend upon the 
amount of straw ciit iip "into chaff and used as 
food, which, on many farms, is considerable. 
It is also affected by the degree of fermenta- 
tion and consequent loss of weight from rot- 
ting, and each qualifying circumstance seems 
to reduce, rather than increase, the amount. 

; The/point does not allow of a rigid conclu- 
sion, arid' the principal use' of ..the ;estirriate " is 
to show how limited is the.'.m^xiinum produc- 
tion of dung on a farm ; for'^ 800'' tons would 
only supply two tons per acre over the entire 
area of arable land, and leave none for mead- 
ows. If farmyard manure is only applied once 
in four years, eight tons per acre is all that 
could be available, which is a very moderate, al- 
lowance.. It is, therefore, evident that ■jpnly 
one-eighth of "the arable land can recei've'' a 
dressing of sixteen tons to the acre In any one 
year, and this points to tlie necessity of up- 
portioning the amount available to the best ad- 
vantage. 

Of late years there has been a tendency to 
reduce the dressings to ten; or twelve tons to 
the acre, and as a single horse load of partally 
rotted manure weighs about I3cwt, -this im- 
plies dressings of fi-om fifteen to sixteen loads 
per acre. Taking the former weight, the total 
amount would serve for eighty acres of land, 
and the question is, where should it be be- 
stowed? The two crops which most decidedly 
seem to need this manure are roots and wheat, 
100 acres of each on a four-course, and eighty 
acres of each on a five-course system of crop- 
ping. The longer rotation, hpweYer, inyplves 
a smaller area of- corn and roots, and conse- 
quently less dung, so that the four-course is 
more consistent with the assumption of 800 
tons of farmyard manure produced per annum. 
It i.s, therefore, evident that either the roots or 
_ the wheat must to some extent do without it, 
arid on this ground it is; incumbent on the far- 
mer to apply it where it is most wanted. In 
the first place potatoes, . mangolds, and any 
root crops wliich are meant to-be carried off 
the land ought to be dungied ; while more dis- 
tant fields, on which the roots are intended to 
be eaten on the land by sheep, may be treated 
with superphosphate and other artificial maij:- 
ures. 

As to wheat, it may be unnecessary to ap- 
ply yard manure when the land ha.s been pre- 
viously thus treated for roots, but clover lairs, 
especially when they have been mown, ought 

to receive it as far as possible If one-third of 

the root land and half the land intended for 
wheat get fifteen loads per acre the supply 
will be exhausted, and this seems to agree fair- 
ly with the practice of the best farmers, who 
manure the root land near the building, or 
wherever it is inteiided to strip them off the 
land, and as much wheat land as possible, 
where it has not been close-foliled. 

Another consideration of importance aris- 
ing from the limited supply is the necessity 
of employing artificial manures in order to 
make up the deficiency of home-made material. 
Disparaging comparisons between yard man- 
ure and artificials are quite out of place when 
both are not only necessary, but are also mutu- 
ally helpful. There can be no doubt that ex-.^ 
cellcnt root crops can be grown with super- 
phosphate and other fertilizers, and if these 
arc consumed on the land by sheep the soil is 
bi-ought into very good condition;. for ^. corn. 
Examples could be readily given of wide- 
lying fal-ms in which the fertility , of; more dis- 
tant and inaccessible fields has been kept up 
for many years by this system.

Secondly, it is tlic rcfiiiemcnt of the car it- 
self, and perhaps this is the most salient 
feature of tiic culture of the automobile and 
its hiunan accessories, in the first place the 
system of exhaust has been improved so that 
the nauseating emissions of gas which for sev- 
eral yeays formed the standard recipe for johe- 
smiths haVC; almost vanished, and wiien the 
driver has his "oiling devices properly regulat- 
ed this nuisance is reduced to a minimum. The 
rattle of planetary transmissions and scrap- 
ing of ill-adjusted gears has passed away. 
Jungle horns are growing scarce, and unless 
the owners of machines see the folly of such 
devices the auto club will probably take steps 
to secure legislation regulating the use of these 
sundries. 

THE DOMINION SHOULD REGULATE 
SPEED 

In the l.'nilcd States at the present time 
aiitomobilists are fighting for a piece of legis- 
lation, which sooner or later will be sought by 
the motorists of Canada, a federal license for 
all cars instead of the provincial regulations as 
now enforced. 

In Canada where (as the auto trade men are 
su fond of putting it) "the industry is still in its 
in fane V." motorists have not yet been favored 
with the kind of roads necessary for touring, 
but yearly this condition is being rapidly rec- 
tified, and as the ranks of auto owners become 
augmented so will the mileage of good auto 
roads increase, and long distance touring with 
it. Even now the more daring spirit.s are en- 
joying long distance tours and are being ham^ 
])eVed bv tlie necessity of procuring licenses in 
each province through which they pass and 
by municipal speed regulations. 

When these promised good roads come, 
touring in Canada will grow In like propor- 
tions. The enjoyment and exhilaration of the 
auto is not tasted' on the city streets. It is only 
on the swift jaunts through the open prairie 
with occasional sights of wood, that the auto- 
ist reaches the inecca of pleasure. , 

The auto in business has reached a perfec- 
' tion that in many cities is relegating the horse 
to .the background, but with Western Can- 
adians the chief incentive in the purchase of a 
motor driven vehicle, is enjoyment. Enjoy- 
ment in the real automobile sense of the word 
means touring, and touring is dependent upon 
roads and accommodation. The latter is al- 
ready very acceptable in the West, and when 
the roads'are brought up to the requirements 

• of the sport, jaunts from Winnipeg to Calgary 

• ahd.Edmoirton will be a regular occurrence. In 
the East touring now has the autoist by the 
throat. Week-end club tours, individual par- 
ties and speed runs are pc.rt of the season's pro- 
gramme. 

All this has been written to show that auto 
touring is comingj and when the fever grasps 
the^Westefn car owner, and he is continually 
bothered about provincial licenses, a general 
protest by the autoists of the country will be 
made to have the federal government regulate 
all licenses so that a man may undertake a 200 
mile trip with.out spending a week in prelimin- 
aries over licenses and such trivialities that 
can be as easily handled through the federal 
government as by "provincial authorities. 

The agitation in the United States to se- 
cure a measure has grown to such an extent 
that a number of representatives haA'e been 
instructed to introduce a bill into congress to 
make this provision. 'IMie bill is now before 
the Mouse and has so strong a support that its 
jjassage is anticipated without strenuous oppo- 
sition. 

In addition to the benefits to be derived 
from the single license, the bill provides that 
the federal authorities make all speed regula- 
tions, thus doing away with the municipality 
re.!,mlations, which are in many instances to- 
tally unfair to the autoist and impossible to 
observe. 

Canada will be the next country to be 
struck by a similar movement. 

Makes Bright Prediction 

Congressman W. W. Cook, of Xew "N'ork, 
s])caking on an automobile measure which was 
before the Ilnusc, said; "I think the automo- 
bile is a powerful engine for good ; the time will 
come when we farmers will not have to depend 
upon the railroads to ship our produce, but use 
our own auto tracks. Automobiles will becori; 
common carriers and will beat the interstate 
commerce commission in regulating freight 
rates." 

ORIGIN OF SIGNAL^HORN NOW POPU- 
LAR 

Some inventions are due to luck, some to . 
accident, some to careful analysis of the need 
■ and the means of fulfilment. It was by analy- 
sis that Miller Reese Hutchison developed the 
automobile warning signal called the Klaxon, 
>which produces a noise that can be heard un- 
' : der favorable conditions, for more than a mile. 

Mr. Hutchison first tried an electric horn 
with a soft iron diaphragm and an electro- 
magnet. The diaphragm acted as a vibrating 
armature, on the principle of the electric buz- 
zer. It produced a note of fair volume, but 
the platinum contacts burned away too fast. 

Next he tried a larger diaphragm and fric- 
tion drive. A lobed wheel, driven by a flex- 
ible shaft, ran against a hardened steel Inil- 
ton in the centre of the diaphragm. The re- 
siilling noise was diabolical, a deafening up- 
roar of harsh metallic quality. As a' warning 
signal it was a complete success; but it 
was too violent, and I)csides there was the 
troublesome friction wheel, hiacket and flex- 
ible shaft to be specially installed. 

Then the question' arose: Since power 



must be used, why not have an electric motor? 
'J'he electric motor is far more efficient as a 
con^■erter of currciU into work than any sort 
of electro-magnetic buzzer, and it does not 
brealc the Cyircuit: several .hundred times a sec^ ■ 
end iike^the latteir; 

A miniature motor was made on the ■lines 
of best power practice. A toothed wheel was 
keyed on the shaft. Ivverything was made 
practical!}' non-wearing, and suit;dile protec- 
tion from water was added. A projector was 
made of such sh^pe as to spread .the sound 
waves laterally while ^sending thcin ahead. 
The completed apjiaratus, after many tests an'! 
refinements, was the press the button of totlay, 
not so loud as the fh'wlieel affair, but claimed 
by its in\'entor to be the most efficient convert- 
er of ])ower into continuous noise in the world. 

The peculiar metallic note is said to be due 
to the diaphragm being very slightly buckled, 
like the bottom of an oil can. The amount of 
this buckling is very carefully regulated, and 
it results in each individual vibration having a 
sort of explosive crack. The motor runs at 
3,000 revolutions per minute on a six volt stor- 
age battery and produces 500 complete vibra- 
tions per second.

STARTING A GAR , 

In the improbable event of a motor handle 
being lost or bent so as to make its use impos- 
sible to start a car without great diffictdt}-, the 
operation is thus described: Jack up one rear 
wheel, put the high speed gear in mesh and let 
in the clutch. Get out and turn the rear wheel 
by hand until the motor passes over comprea- 
|ion and it will' start. ' v 

The car will nof move from its position be- 
cause one wheel is jacked up and the differen- 
tial will not permit it to move. After starting- 
get in your car and put the transmission in 
neutral, which will -allow }-our n-iolor to run 
and your rear wheel, which is jacked up and 
running, to stop. Then get out and take away 
your jack, letting yom wdieel to the ground ; 
put the jack a»vay, get in the car and go on. 

NEW ITALIAN LAW 

-According to the new Italian automobile 
law, a speed limit of nine miles an hour in 
towns and cities and tw<;!ity-fi\ e miles ;ui Innir 
by da}' and twel\-e b}- nighl in the cmuitr}- are 
specified. The use of exhaust icut-outs and 
sirens is prohibited within the limits of the 
kingdom. Two powerful headlights mttst be 
carried, but brilliantly glaring Jamps will not 
be tolerated. Special provision is made re- 
garding drivers, who must secure a certificate 
of proficiency jjronouncing them sound in both 
mind and health. 

DOGS AS POLICE AIDS 

"Let nic explain," writes Majoi' i',. 11. 
ivicliardson. "that the object I ha\-c in \iew is 
the night ])olicemen on duty in the suburbs of 
the Metropolitan area and in those of all big 
towns throughout the country should he pro- 
vided with dogs. The object of these dogs is: 

"i. To give the constable cognizance of 
anything unusual. (N.B.— .\ dog hears 400 
yards further than a man and besides has Ids 
keen scenting powers to aid hini.i 

"2. To ]M-otcct the ])()lici'nicn from attacks. 
The dog is on llie lejid .'iiid muzzled, hut b}' a. 
mechanical contrivance I have .'irranged that 
holh lead .'ind muzzle can he slipjied ,.'it the 
discretion <.)f the conslahie,. so !h;it if he is at- 
tacked, the dog can innnediately be released. 
It will be seen that innocent people arc con-i- 
])letely safe from attack, but the knowledge 
that he has- if necessary, an efficient aid against 
muredous assaults gives the policeman great 
confidence in carrying out his duties. The 
muzzle also prevents the dog from taking tip 
I)oison. 

"3. To ])ursue and hold escaping criminals. 
Darkness is no olist;icle to ihe dog. .Ml his 
senses are most acute at this time, and il is 
easy for the dog to follow and overtake a man 
running away in the dark, when the constable 
might be much hampered. ; ' , 

"4. As deterrents to crime. Eighteen months 
ago I went abroad and made a study of all 
systems at the training cstablishmcji.ts. in. Bel- 
gium, France, and Germany. Here! 'found "'tli at 
practical experience i)oints tn the fact that the 
effect of d(5gs with the police is to immensely 
decrease crime. Berlin, Paris, Brussels, as well 



as six hundred other towns on the Continent, 
testify to the fact that the drippjin. crime has 
been^on an average 35 per "cent^rsincc the iii- 
troductioii of policy dogs. Only, last week the 
iliunicipal authorities in Berlin" voted a sum, 
of 27,000 marks for the increase of the training 
establishment in that town, and I also quite 
recently heard from the Chief of Police in New 
A'ork of the success of the scheme in that city 
as well. 

"On mv return 1 began experimenting 
largely in testing various breeds, and have 
;:foiind that crossbred sheepdogs, Airedales, and 
'reti-ievcrs are first, rate for the purpose. 1 have 
been fortunate in obtaining' pejcmUsion to isay 
that during the past year thfe/admifalty'^^^ 
asked me to supply them%iih a number of 
these dogs for purposes of ''defence. 'Phe; re- 
sults ha\ e proved exceedingly satisfactory. 

"I ha])pcn myself to live in a suburb, and 
J find that vce are greatlv under-j)oliced, and 
that the inhabitants are constantly and increas- 
ingly being raided by burglars, who n-iost of 
them escape scot-free. This exiiericnce is much 
the same in all suburban districts of large 
towns. Tjierefore one may say that one is 
Ijractically at the mercy of these marauders, 
and very little, if anything, is being done to 
meet the seriousness of the situation. I can 
speak from personal experience of the confi- 
dence I felt in some towns abroad when I saw 
the policeman patrolling my street at nighl 
accompanied by his sagacious dog, which by 
its mere presence was a menace tr) the skulk- 
ing criminal. ?^Iy experience is that ihe inhabi- 
tants of the cities would gladly welcome this 
police assistance. The average man knows the 
invaluable intelligence of a well-trained dog, 
and recognizes the immense superiority of the 
honest, faithful canine nature over the skulk- 
ing, low, and oftentimes murderous ruffian, to 
whom his property and his life arc a prey, and 
would gladly welcome the help that the dog 
is so especially fitted to give. 

"I am in correspondence witTi Chief Con- 
stables all over the Kingdom on the matter at 
present, and the general opinion is complete 
ai)pro\''al of the scheme, but a certain nervous- 
ness to take the iintiativc and doubts as to 
permission from higher authorities. ! would 
ask the general public to bring pressure to 
bear on their local authorities. The first- exr 
pense and upkeep of these dogs is not great, 
and a municipal grant from each city would 
not recpiire to be large; while the economy to 
thc_ police authorities in pensions to mutilateil 
policemen and the reductioii of the number of 
l)olice re(|uired at night will be greatly in- 
creased, not to mention the preservation to the 
public of valuable life and propcriv. 

"1 w(udd ask the i)ublic to put away sickly 
sentimentality and to remeniber that doors and 
windows present no dbstiicles to the modern 
burglar. I woiild-aik W public co-operation 
at the present' ni6ifieiitVV' making a stand for 
enlisting the.:ef¥e6tiye and ever-ready help of- 
the 'friend of man' in assisting the iwliccman^ 
in his ever-increasingly dangerous and arduous 
wovk of protecting our lives and homes."

WOOD CXRVING is" AN IMPORTANT 
INDUSTRY 

Wood carving for centuries an important 
national industry in Switzerland, has suffered 
a crisis during the last year which threatens 
to affect the business permanently, following 
upon practically a monopoly and a long period 
of prosperity. These carvings have been 
especially popular with tourists, hundreds of 
thousands of' whom visit SAvitzcrlaind every 
year, and- a large export business hds . been 
established with other countries. This is 
especially true as to church emblems and ar- 
ticles re])rescnting historic scenes and events. 

:\n important Swiss wood carving centre 
is al h'insiedein, a liistnric village in the 
mountains in the canton of ."-^clnvvz ; where 
there _is a celebrated pilgrimage, a wealthy 
Benedictine monastery, and a splendid churcli. 
The industry centres in the Bernese Oberland 
where wood carving is the chief occupation. 
The church emblcn-is of Einsiedein, the bears 
of I'.erne. the lion of Lucerne, the St, Ber- 
nard dogs, cows, and the quaint Swiss ch;dots 
are all reproduced in wood and sold at the 
curin shops, 'i'lie ohjects li;i\-e found their way 
iiUo pr;iclica!l\' ;ill conliiieiUal towns. . and 
Swiss wood car\ iiigs are ;ilni(ist as well know-n 
in oilier !'',urope,-in cuuitrii's as lunue. 

\'arious circumstances have contributed to 
the present crisis, among which is the increas- 
ed cost of raw material, much of which is im- 
ported, making it necessary to advance selling- 
prices without increasing' real values. This 
has invited competition from 'ither countries, 
especially Austria ;ind Germ.uiy. h'urthermore 
.Austria recent !}■ iil;u:ed ;i hea\-\- import dutv 
on sou\-enirs. undei- whicii wood carvings are 
classitied. and in fraiice \hcy must be stamped 
"imported." which It is ,-dleged, has affected 
the sale to such an extent that the inqiorts 
from Switzerland have been greatly reduced. 

The passing of ibc Swiss vv'ood carving 
industry is further evidence that industrial 
progress is gradually eliminating from the 
commercial world rural industries built up and 
maintained when wages arc si-nall and the 
expense of living low. Modern machinery and 
methods, increasing competition and the in- 
exorable laws of trade are rlriving out primi- 
tive concerns or forcing them into combin- 
ations. This is cause ff)r regret ; as many of 
the ]U'0[ile living in the llernese Oberland have 
for generations depended ui)on wood carving 
for , maintenance. They have required great 
skin in -this, and being slow to accept inno- 
vations, it will be difficult for- them- to radopt 
new methods.

In its review of Dr. Grenfcll's book on 
Labrador, the London Times said : Labrador, 
accoi-ding to Jacques Cartier, who saw only a 
portion of its southern coast line, was "the 
iand.whiclv. Cain"; there was "not 

one. cartload'" df\ earth on the whole of it." 
.•Many a visitor to Canada in these latter days 
whose steamshij) enters the' St. Lawrence estu- 
ary by the Strait of i>elle Isle (beautiful only 
because it is the landfall on that route) thinks 
the same as he watches its desolate grassless 
mountains, blue as the hills of ■.Tirnc;.and. hold-;, 
ing ageless snowdrifts in thcif" cold '.Shadows, 
pass by on the starbo.ard side in a fugue of 
silence and solitude; ' From 985, when Bjarni 
llerjulfson had' a glim])se. of its rock-bound 
shores during hi.s voyage from Iceland to 
Greenland, down to 1700 this forbidding 
"11 elluland" I flat stone land) was left to its 
Indians, Cain's jiosterity according to Xew 
England divines; and 'its history is nothing 
more than a pageant" of tlie c6ining and going 
of disappointed explorers. 

The most interesting point in this early 
history is the explanation of th.e origin of t!ie 
name Terra del laboratore, which has hitherto 
been sui)po.sed to mean "l^aborers' Coast" or, 
as one might say, "Slave Coast," and to have 
gained that dismal desigation from the kidnap-, 
ping in 1500 by Gasi)ar Cortc-Real, a Portu- 
guese cxj)lorer from the Azores, of a band of 
Nasquapee Indians hi one of the Labradorian 
inlets. In those days the African slave trafle, 
which was carried on chiefly from Lisbon, 
with its huge profits, had taught the Portu- 
guese to look upon all natives as fair spoil ; 
and the arrival at Lisbon of sixty of these un- 
fortunate peoi^le was regarded as a proof that 
an "excellent deposit, so to s])cak, of good cheap 
labor had been opened up as a result of the en- 
ergy and enterprise of the adventurous gen- 
tlemen from the Azores. I!ut, as Mr. W . S. 
Wallace points out in his admirable "Histori- 
cal I ntrc^duction," this slave-hunting episode 
docs not really supply the key to the problem 
in nomenclature.. In the first, place, the words 
"del' Laboratore" are in the singular ;' secondly, 
the Portuguese "llavrador" does not mean a 
laborer, hut a kind of yeoman farmer; and, 
thircll}-, the land originally called Labrador 
was not ^vhat we now understaml by the term 
— in point of fact, it was Greenland. The true 
explanation is to be.,found in the Wolfenbuttel 
map of 1534, which bears along the coast of 
Griecnlantl the legend -Country pi Labrador 
which was discovered by the 'English- of the 
Port of Bristol, and, because he who first gave 
notice of lundng seen it was a farmer ('llavra- 
dor") from the Azores, this nan-ie became at- 
tached to it.''. In all piobability this seafaring 
farmer was one Joao Fernandes, who accom- 
panied Cabot'pndiis second voyage. The point 
is noteworthy ' if only beicause it shows how 
carefully the revision of the historj'- of British 
Xorth America is being carried out by those 
who liave the help of that far-reachiiig organi- 
zation for historical_ research established by 
the ]n-esent Keeper of the Canadian Archives 
and his ubiquitous coadjutors — among them 
the Beit Lecturer in Colonial History at Ox- 
ford, who has assisted Mr. Wallace in his dif- 
ficult task. ■ . •• 

It is fitting that the prei^aration of this lit- 
tle encycloijaedia of trustworthy information 
rc,garding l^abrador and its inhabitants shoidd 
ha\-e been entrusted to Dr. Grenfell, a mem- 
ber of Oxford I ■ ni\-ersit\' "in iiartibus," who 
has done more than any other colonist or ex- 
plorer, living or dead, to advance the dcvelo])- 
ment of a land which, though it lies at the very 
door of the great Dominion, has been gener- 
ally neglecteci until recent years even by tiic 
makers of geography, the forerunners of those 
who make the history of a new country. Dr. 
Grenfell. confesses that he has fallen (lee])ly 
in love with the country to udiich he has de- 
voted his life, and, fm- other reasons than the 
allurement of this wondrous wilderness, has a 
firm belief in its future. "Some day," he be- 
lieves, "a railway will come to export our 
stores of mineral wealth, to tap our sources of. 
more than Niagaran power, to bring visitor,^ 
to scenery of X'rirwe.gian qmdity, yet made pe- 
culiarly attractive by the entrancing color- 
play of Arctic auroras over (he fantastic archi- 
tecture of mount ains the like of which can 
.seldom be matched- on earth." For generaticms 
the eastern coast; which is a dependency of 
Newfoundland, -the colony of a colony, " has 
been the resort of the fearless fishermen of that 
awakened island, more especially of the

Now (ha( Labr.'idor can be reached in a com- 
fortable steamer, thanks to th.e enterprise of 
the Reid-Xew foundland Railwas- Coiupariy, 
the American ttnu-ist (wlu) is alwa}-s looking 
out for a long-range investment, by the wiiy ) 
has discovered its fascinations; and it will not 
be long before his summer cam])s grow into 
summer, hptels. thpuglKpne. is inclined to hope 
that Dr. Gj-enfell's dream of a secdirid Atlaatic 
City in one of its long fjords will nevei' be 
realized. The h'ast Coast mail steamer makes 
about a hundred calls on the round trip, so 
that the tra\-elei- can learn much that is inter- 
esting about the country and its people with- 
out plunging into the complexities o.f the I'sin^r 
pie life", in, the .vvilderncss, which is cotiifcirl- 
ablc only for thpse.; who have servecl an ap- 
prenticeship to the art of dispensing with the 
comforts of civilization. Should he decide t j 
forsake his cabin for a time — (here'is good fisVi- 
ing and shooting to be ha^d everywhere along 



the coast — he nmst take his own tent and 
light boat, and all supplies save the plainest 
necessities of living — flour, sugar, hard tacic, 
salt meats, and the like. The ways of Xabra- 
do'r are those of the wilderness, and everybody 
— the Moravian Brethren, those in charge of 
the hospitals of the Royal National Mission to,. 
Dcep-Sea Fishermen, the larger "planters," the - 
humblest "ii\-yeres" or settlers — is glad to of- 
fer accomn-.odalion and assistance to the vis.- '■ 
itor. . Llospitality is the first and the last of^'. 
the, Labradorian virtues. But these utterly. ' 
unworldly folk, though willing to give all, haye- 
but little to spare, and it is the visitor's duty. . 
to be self-supporting. Of course he must, 
make careful preparations and work out every 
detail of his ])lans if he intends to explore the ;; 
interior, which still appears as a white patch 
on the map of the world, being an area of close 
on half a million square miles, full of alluring ' 
problems for the geographer and the geologist/^ 
Oiu- Lady of the Wimerhess has xio mercy 611 
the explorer of these northern' fastnesses wlio 
leaves anything to chance, as, indeecl; the fate 
of a recent expedition warns us.

Labrador"), and/i 
his contributions are" as 'deliglilfiilun nianiier 
as they are admirible - in ;^ matter.'* 
could be more charmihgf, for exaniipie, than his 
chapter on the manners and custorns of. the 
people of the coast, Newfoundlanders, Labra-- 
dor settlers, Eskimo, Americans from Massa- ; 
chusetts and Maine, and a few Canadians from, 
the Maritime Provinces. Jean Jacques ancl 
Antoine Perrault still fish along the shores 
owned by New Foundland, but they have lost 
all their French and speak the stiffest Labra- 
dorian English, just as on the "Canadian Lab- 
rador" Rob Roy AIcGregor and Angus McNab 
know nothing but the French dialect of the 
habitants whose farm is the sea. Of certain 
old-timej^occupants of the Labradorian "holes 
in -the 'wall," the wall that runs from Cape''- 
GHarles to Cape .Chidley,' only ^stray vestiges 
ribvv- remain. A few-^tiled "flBbfs^^^^^^ 
mentary bones Of the 'whales they took show' 
where the Basques' 'lived long ago ; Biscoyans' 
and Bretons are represented by a wild and';; 
wayward growth 'of the sm'all leek, fi 'CoIRy/i 
vegetable .which once flourished in their well-': 
kept kitchen -gardens. Fishing and furring are ' 

. their staple ihdiisitri'es. They are a simple'folk,, 
asking for nothing but fine days for. ;'maki.ng-'.' 
or curing their "fish," by which •is'''hieat)f'dbuVS 

more cod, still more cod. So valuable are fine 
days that a certaii; medicine was advertised 
along the coast as sufficient to "cure all" "an-d 
to "gjve eight fine fish days" to anybody buy-t' 
ing five dollars' worth, and there is no'doubt, 
that this cunning jadvertisement helped tlie- ■ 
siVe of the stuff. On the whole, the "livyeres" ^ 
are a healthy and contented race, living to. a; 

.green eld age "without a kink in them," ami 
generally returning to Labrador after a little 
cxpc- •'•■ncc of the hectic life and jerry-built civ- 
ilization of industrial America. Of the Eski- 
mo ami the landward Indians Dr. Grenfell has 
much to say; until the ravages of fire which 
have destroyed the ancient forests — the white 
"man, not the Indian, is responsible for thiside- 
struction — have been repaired by"?the, efflux -bf 
time, game will be scarce in the iriterior; aticl 
.-^tarving on rabbits, a diet but once removcrl 
from vegetarianism, will be a frequent experi- 
ence for hunters and trajjpers and for the care- 
less explorer or ]n-ospector. liowever, it is 
alre.'Kly clear that Dr. Grenfcll's experiment of :■ 
introducing reindeer, the first cousins of.:.the 
caribou of the barrens, is destined to be as b,ril- 
ii?.-.-itly successful as in Alaska. The reindeer 
thrivr and consort with the caribou, and ap- 
liear to Inive no objection whatever to alliances 
between first cousins. The experiment should 
eventually solve the problem of a satisfactory 
food supply and a transportation system for 
th'c interior, and then it will be possible to ex- 
amine and exploit its. mineral resources, llntij 
that is done, the Canadian government ■ cjiu 
hardly he expected to build a railway into the 
peninsula. In any case, Dr. Grenfell, if he 
were not too modest to say anything, of the 
sort, has added a Lapland to the Empire.' 



THE' CHRIST OF THE ANDES 

On the mountain frontier between the' Ar- 
gentine Republic and Cbili,,..nearly^- 13,000 feet 
above the level of the sea, at"6umb're Pass, is a 
piece of statiuiry absolutely unique in history, 
"The Christ of the Amies." 

Cast in the bronze from the canhoni of op- 
posing Chilians and Argentines, it was placed 
(jii the boundary line of the two nations in 
i\Iarch,_i904, says the Bulletin of the American 
Republics, as a symbol of the perpetual peace 
which should thenceiorth obtain between 
them; , 

It stands a colossal figure, twenty-six feet 
in height, placed on a gigantic column sur.-. 
mounted by a globe on \vhich the configura- 
tion of (he earth is outlined. C)nc hand holds 
a cross and the other is extended in blessing. 
/ At:; the;t)ase;;a^e^ one inscril)ed with 

the' history-'of *Hie^- m and the other 

bearing in Spanish' the following legend: 

"Sooner shall these mountains crumble iiito 
dust thai: the ])eoplc of Argentina and Chili 
break the peace to which they have pledged 
themselves at the feet of Christ the Redeemer. 
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The nature of most birds seems so full of 
•vitality and gladness that the, nocturnal habits 
of certain' species make a more melancholy 
impression than is their due. The nightingale's 
song is essentially stron;;' and spirited ; but 
the bird lias acquired a lastinc;- reputation for 
dolorousncss partly owiiii^ to the innuencc of 
darkness and solitude on the mind of the mid- 
night listener, but largely because of its ap- 
parent preference for night over day. Half the 
impression of melancholy vanishes from the 
nightingale's nocturnal song, once the hearer 
has ieaTnt-to reco^^ Tnusic in the 

confusing micl-day chorus. The owl's reputa- 
tion, which is sinister rather than merely 
mournful, is equally little deserved. We do not 
set down the jackdaw as a maleficent fowl for 
haunting churchyards and ruins, or the jay 
for its harshness of voice ; but both these 
qualities have been enough to excite an his- 
toric prejudice against owls. Yet. if once the 
associations of old superstitious arc dispelled, 
owls are recognized as among the most com- 
panionable of birds, and their cries in the win- 
ter nights as some of the most heartening 
sounds in Nature. 

A considerable minoritv of birds are awake 
and active even in the long cold nights of 
January; but no others have the owl's perfect 
adaptation for a nocturnal life. The brown or 
wood owl is nowadays the best known of its 
family in most districts^ though the white or 
barn owl is once more gaining ground, as the 
recognition of its utility increases. The long- 
eared or "horned" owl, as many country folk 
call it, _is also increasing with the spread of the 
dark fir plantations which it loves to haiint ; 
but when a rustic first sees a' horned owl re- 
garding him from the shadows, he is still apt 
to identify it as the devil. It has an uncom- 
fortable way of becoming visible upon a bough 
not gradually and reassuringly -like the 
Cheshire cat, but instantaneously and com- 
pletely and with a highly, disconcerting air 
of haying had the evil eye well focussed upon 
the ijitruder for some time beforehand. .T^ipre 
is'undoitbtedly something Uncanny about such 
a meeting with the long-eared owl .in the deep 
shadows of the pines : and there 'sQcms some 
latent possibility of mischief even in the wood- 
owl caught sheepishly blinking in' the sim- 
])icrccd ivy bush, amid the screams of an in- 
dignant mob of blackbirds and finches. I!ut 
when darkness releases their dormant faculties 
the^.,,^n.er;t;,Suggestion of evil is dispelled, and 
tIieV6wlS;Sfir;forth into the free exercise of 
%§l*i'je.niafl<able .powers. Most night feeding 
birds, such as the; various species of wild duck 



' ahd"\vaders, depend mainly on tli'e ,serise..of 
touch ; and although an extraordinary v Schsi- 
tiveness must be developed in their bilKv. to 
enable them to distinguish what is edible: as 
they probe or dibble in the ooze, tliC process 
is largely mechanical. Owls, however, require 
the keenest and most mobile perception in 
order to capture the .same prey of mice and 
birds in the darlc which 'kestrels and -.sparrqw- 
havvks hunt by day. "' ', , 

It is probable that they depend even more 
upon hearing than upon sight. The tufts ot 
feathers which distinguish the short-eared and 
long-cared owls, and are df'vel'-><>'^d still more 
imposingly in the .great eagle owl of Xorthc; n 
luirope. are of course no more cars than thev 
are horns ; but the true ears of the owls are 
most remarkable organs. The facial disc of 
feathers, which gives them their' most char- 
acteristic appearance, serves as a kind of 
sounding-board or car-trumpet to concentrate 
the slightest sounds and transmit them to the 
orifice of the true car, which is con- 
cealed in the small feathers behind the 
eye. Kvcu in the barn-owl, which pos- 
sesses the least complicated arrangement 
of this kind, the orifice of the car is 
covered by a remarkable flap of skin ; while 
in the other species there are striking differ- 
ences in the size and shape of this orifice and 
its covering flap on the two sides of tlic head. 
The exact way in which owls utilize this elab- 
orately s])ecialized apparatus has still to be 
discovered; but it is a natural inference that 
two ears of widely different structure must 
give the owls which possess them a power of 
localizing sound which is of the greatest use 
to them when hunting small creatures in the 
dark. It is, therefore, all the more surprising 
that the barn-owl's ears have not this differ- 
ence of structure, although the ])ower of in- 
stantly locating the rustle of the running 
mouse must be almost indisiiensable. FoV 
catching small birds, which are the especial 
prey of the wood-owl, keenness of sight rather 
than of hearing must be necessary, since they 
are chiefly caught when at roost; and the 
large nocturnal eye is developed in. most of 
the owls almost as remarkablv as the ear. In 
the short-eared owl, which 'is a day-flying 
species, the eye is correspondingly reduced. 
It has also a far less conspicuous facial disc; 
and this might also seem to be naturally ex- 
I)lained as a result of its diurnal habits, with 
the consequent reduction of the need for acute 
hearing, if it were not for the marked differ- 
ence in the structure of its two ears, which is 
even greater than in the case of the wood-owl. 
In the study of such complex problems, wc are 
soon forced to realize how inadequate is even

.elite's: The equilibrium of Nature is.^l^o.^sin^ple 
thing, like the balance of a pair o(''scalesf it' 
inorc resembles the complicated, equ'ipm^^^ 
an acori)lane among air-currentg'' pliyjng in 
three dimensions. 

Owls have a great variety of nocturnal 
calls and cries. They range from the hissing 
of.theiyqung white owls as thcjr^wait, for foodi. 
and the low snapping note which often falls ' 
■from the darkness round the tree-tops on silent 
nights, to the brown owd's full-throated "tu- 
white-tu-whoo" and the white owl's wild 
screech Brown owls hoot more persistently 
in autumn and winter than in the summer; and 
the long-drawn cry sounds louder and rnore 
resonatit' from among the naked aislSs than 
when it is softened and half stifled by the roof 
of verdure. The wdiitc owl's screech is heard 
more seldom, but the bird itself is usually more 
conspicuous than the brown owl, in a district 
wdicrc they are equally common. Its pale 
plumage often makes it visible in flight by 
night, wholly apart from the disputed question 
of its occasional luminousness. It sometimes 
flits abroad in the earliest dusk of evening, or 
even in full daylight, while in the nights of 
spring and early summer it has a characteristic 
way of flying low above the standing hayfields, 
as if it were a large white moth seeking the 
clumps of glimmering moon-daisies. Though 
it glides past like the very spirit of silence, a 
few moments later its yell may ring through 
all the valley. Then the light sleep of the 
summer night is stirred In the voices of many 
of the more wakeful birds , 

The nightingale's song may be heard at 
almost all hours of the night as well as of the 
clay during the six or seven weeks after it 
comes in April ; but the bird sings hut little 
between about half-past five on, a May after- 
noon, when the sun begins to decline and the 
dew to gather, and half-past nine or ten, when 
night has fairh' set in. There is another con- 
siderable cheek when the sense of the new 
d:iy begins to stir, a little before the actual 
dawn. The song of the thrushes ushers in 
cool daybreak; and though the nightingales 
join in the universal burst of .song at sunrise, 
they do not sing much more until the morning 
gun grows hot, between 9, and 10. But 
throughout the heart of the night their voices 
are supreme, when the air blows .soft through 
the leafy landscapes which they love. If the 
stray cries of other birds are heard, they arc 
too negligible to appear as interruptions; or 
sometimes the cracking.underion'Q of the land- 
rail provides a moiiptonous foil. A song 
thrush singing late into the dusk and the OCt 
casional nocturnal song of the sedge warbf^V 
and reed warblgr are-often mistak-cn for the 



song'bf ' the nightingale itself. Both birds are 
- far, more widely distributed than the night- 
ingale, and both sing a good deal later into the 
summer. The blackbird will often fling out a 
strain o.' song some time before the May" 
dawn begins to part the sky and earth, and in 
wide tracts of i)lain and fen, where the birds 
have uninterrupted vision of the elements, 
skylarks., often rise and sing long). before the 
"riiglit ' seeriis- over to human senses!' Tn': late 
May anil early June the cuckoo often sjiouts 
late into the dusk, and begins at the first lift 
of dawn ; and since one cuckoo incites another, 
in districts where they abound light sleepers 
have little peace. In the half-veiled nights of 
midsummer the birds Ithemselyes sleep, very 
lightl)', and the night' is fuirof'their vague and 
fragmentary cries. In many, of the southern 
and eastern counties, which 'are the stronghold 
of the nightingale, for some pears past the 
corncrake has bedn growing steadily scarcer; 
but its untiring double note is still familiar in 
many valleys of the west and south, where it 
measures the passage of the night beneath 
the wheeling stars. 

Two drowsier and even more monotonous 
voices complete the list of the nocturnal songs 
and cries which are typical of inland regions; 
for the nocturnal booming of the bittern is 
now heard no more in this country, and the 
wild and peculiar night-cries of the stone- 
curlew are familiar only in a few isolated 
haunts. One is the long, low whirring of the 
grasshopper warbler, which sounds from over- 
grown and marshy places far into the summer 
nights. The other is the reeling of the night- 
jar, which is much akin in character, but 
rather louder and more varied. Both of these 
vibrant murnnu's, like the corncrake's endless 
iteration of its twofold note, seem deeply 
/attuned to the earth's light slumber under the 
summer darkness, in which the day's full ac- 
tivity is stilled, but the powers of growth are 
never wholly at rest. 

The night-jar is the only other English 
bird which is as strictly nocturnal as the 
conunoner owls; and its familiar local name of 
fern-owl marks the superficial likeness of its 
habits and appearance to their own. But it 
belongs to a totallv distinct tribe of birds, 
which is widely distributed in warm' climates, 
but has no other representative, or even near 
relative, in Britain. It is essentially a bird 
of the warmest summcir weather, which 
brings forth the nocturnal insects on which it 
feeds ; and with a few other insect-feeding 
species it forms, the- lates.t? group of summer 
migrants to arrive aiid' the first to go. Though 
a brown owl will not disdain to pick up an oc- 
casional beetle, their ty])ical tlict of mice, rats' 
and small birds makes them wholly indi^pend- 



cnt' of 'the restrictions which climate imposes 
on the life olinsect-eating birds. Owls seem 
merriest at xhidwinter, whereas the fern-owl 
dare seldom come untii May; and it is owl-like 
only in its nocturnal habits, in the stillness of 
its flight, and to some extent in its softly pen- 
cilled plumage. Its mottled 'markings' of grey- 
ish-brown give it ample protectioa in the bare/; 
heathy places .where it sleeps by day, and nests;; 
As happeihs with many other l)irds, even when;' 
they are much more boldly and strikingly 
marked, the pattern of the night-jar's plumage 
seems to break up the outline of the bird, and 
to blend it with the surrounding litter of dead 
bracken, dry sticks and leaves, and straggling 
heather-sterns. ; ,The • color of the bird is often . 
"more protective' tliah that 'of the eggs; for/' 
though the eggs arc much like a pair of round- 
ish, "mottled hints, and are thoroughly well 
hidden when they are laid in stony heaths and 
woods, they become fairly conspicuous when 
they lie on dry leaves or in thin heather. The 
male night-jar does not lack his toucti of mas- 
culine ornament, for all the necessity of pro- 
tective inconspicuousnessiii,'- His ; outspread 
wings and tail are marked 'with striking, white 
spots: and it is .surprising what a 'conspicuous 
bird he bceonies when he rises almost under 
our feet from the bare heath, on which, a mo- 
ment before, he lay unseen and unsuspected. 
Occasionally he will utter subdued snatches of 
his characteristic reeling 'murmur when 
crouched upon the ground in broad daylight, 
just as birds sing at night; and in woods where 
night-jars abound, as in some of the heathy 
]Kirts of Surrc}', they will often provoke one 
another into general discourse long before it 
is dark. But the strange jarring note, with its 
catch and change like tlie whir of a threshing- 
machine, is usually delivered when dusk is al- 
ready deepening, and the bird has mpunted^in- 
its shadow to crouch along sdine' sttimp^'o'r 
bough. Other arresting sounds of bird life in 
the summer woods by night are also caused 
by this strange, secretive bird. One is a sharp, 
petulant call or alarm note, much like an owl's 
cr}' of "Quick, quick," but some tones clearer. 
Another is a loud clapping of wings, much like 
the wood-pigeons, but without the same im- 
pression of size , and,.' weight. , Both these 
sounds come from 'the night-jar as it flies, and 
are heard most often in May and early June, 
before the twin young arc hatched. The Jarr- 
ing note is prolonged far into July, and may 
still be h.card, evening by c\'ening, when most 
of the day birds of the garden have grown 
silent. When.; the- jiight^'jar isi heard ,np more 
from the darken';^d wood, its-silence marks thc' 
end of the year''s' cycle of song; and in a few 
days more the robms .will begin their. autumn 
music in the cool.ness.of the Augustdawns. 



TminstoRun at High Altitude 



In a very few weeks—probably towards the 
end of this month — will conic to fulfilment a 
feat of, modern engineering which is described 
by one of our most pragmatical reference 
books as "one that will rank among the most 
remarkable achievements in the world.". 

This is nothing less than tlie construction 
of the first railway across the Andes, linking 
fur the first time the whole South American 
continent from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
Buenos .-Vyres to Valparaiso. After more than 
thirty years of labor, under conditions quite 
as romantic as those of Hannibal's crossing of 
the Alps, and through difficulties even more 
Stupendous, the line itself is now practically 
complete. An opening ceremony, wliicli it is 
lioijcd will be graced by the presidents bpth of 
Chili and Argentina, the rival states on either 
side of nature s majestic barrier, is already be- 
ing arranged. 

What this latest engineering achievement 
means to the civilized world may be better 
imagined, perhaps, when one notes that it will 
shorten the distance between Western luirope 
and Australia by 1,000 nules. It will bring the 
verdant Chilian'coasl— and what does Valpari- 
so mean but the "Valley of Paradise" ?— near- 
er to England by over, a forlni.LjIn's journey. 
Instead of sailing round the Straits of Alagc'l- 
lan— a three-weeks' voyage— the traveler will 
be .able to cut across from Buenos Ayres in 
three tiays. 

It will ojien up huge tracts of splendid 
ranching grounds, and vine and corn country 
— a land, according to some verdicts, "flowing 
with milk and honey." .Above all. it will liclp 
to do away with those feuds between the vari- 
ous South American states that have been for 
so many generations the curse of South Am- 
erifca.'and a blight upon every enterprise. 
" , ■ Triumph Over Obstatles 

§0 must for the vista of the future! The ro- 
ihance of the achieveincnt itself is hardly less 
appealing to the imagination, as a Standard 
representative found, who. called at the new 
railway's London office and had a talk with 
Air. Rimmer, the secretary. 

"It would be difficult'" said ;ui official of 
the road in a recent interview, "to give you 
anything like an adequate idea, cither of the 
difficulties we have had to surmount or of the 
romantic circumstances of the work, without 
taking you to. the country. The actual moun- 
tain railway is, of course, between .Afcndoza, 
the last important town on the Argentine side 
of the Andes, and Los Andes, on the Chilian 
side. Already for some years railways have 
run from Valparaiso to Los /Vndes and from 
Buenos Ayres to Mendoza. 

"To link these two- tow.ns — some 150 miles 
away from each other — has been our adven- 
turous duty. Wc have had to cut and tunnel, 
and climb and wind our Way through scenes of 



awc-nispiring grandeur, quite beyond my pow- 
er to describe. We have had to work in per- 
petual fear of avalanches from the eternal 
snows, and to defend ourselves at every turn 
against torrent floods. 

"From .Alcndoza, which is 2,35011. above 
sea level, the line goes iq) to La Cunibre (the 
'summit' of the passj at a height of 12.800ft, 
—some 4,oooft. higher than the great St. Ber- 
nard. In the course of the climb — with a 
gradient in .some places as high as 8 per cent — 
wc have, of course, to use 'cogs' and 'racks' 
pretty extensively. .As for ])recipices, you may 
perhaps guess what they are like from the fact 
that there are 118 bridges necessitated in 
thirty-two miles. At -one point we have to 
back-shunt round a whole spur. 

"At the top of the pass we enter the princi- 
pal tunnel, not in itself very long — about a 
couple of Miilcs— but costing well over fp5,ooo,- 

000 to make. Like other mountain tunnels, it 
was bored from either side, the two bands of 
workers meeting in the heart of the motnitain. 

1 was there when the 'heading' came through 
on -Vovcndjcr _'8, and there were great jubil- 
ations, and mutual cheers for Chili and for 
.Argentina — which .says much for the future 
goodwill between the two states that the rail- 
way will inculcate. Each side had heard the 
others working for almost a month. 

"It is at the ])ass itself, of course, that the 
most su])erb scenery of the route is to be 
vieweil. Towering right above it is Acona- 
guc itself, the monarch of the .Andes and the 
loftiest mountain in the whole Western Hemi- 
sphere, raising its walls of glistening ice be- 
tween 23,000ft. and 24,000ft. in air. Tupun- 
gato, jmother giant of the Cordillera, 21,451ft. 
high, is hardly less impressive. But the rocky 
wildernesses of the lower ranges, with their 
torrent rivers, have their own peculiar splen- 
dor. I'or vivid and varied coloring they af- 
ford the most remarkable panorama in the 
world. 

Pacific Breezes 

"The descent into Chili — a good deal steep- 
er than the ascent from the Argentine — is, of 
course, not unlike that from Sinai .into the 
Promised Land. From the bare mountain fast- 
nesses one drops down through glorious for- 
ests into a land of flowers and orchards and 
balmy Pacific breezes. Whether the new rail- 
wa)' will develop Chili as a iileasurc-resort — 
as a sort of Monte Carlo of the future — I can- 
not tell. Certainly there seems no reason why 
it should not. 

"One thing I can say with suret}', and that 
is that.1:he to>vns of the ::^,ndes,- with their dry, 
pure air--^such as Mehcloza— should be al,>so- 
lutely unrivalled as refuges for consumptive 
victims. 1 know a man who was so far gone 
that he had to be carried out of the train at 



Mcncloza. He is living there now, vigorous 
and well. ' ■ ' 

"So far as general emigration is concerned; 
there is, of course, any amount of ranching and 
corn and winc-growing to be done, and skilled 
workmen are welcome; but it has to be re- 
membered that the place is already supposedly 
peopled by the Cnilians and the Argentines, 
w ho arc not always well disposed' to outsiders. 
They are curiously different from each other, 
t(K), though both talk Spanish, and both have a 
mixture of Spanish and Indian blood in them. 

"Thus the Chilian is a fierce romantic fel- 
low. He is a born miner, lie dreams of' the 
precious metals. For that very reason he is a 
capital workman for tunnelling purposes. Rut 
he is an awkward customer when he is roused, 
and very ready with the knife. 

"The Argentine, on the other hand, tends 
to quiet, agricultural purstuts, and is {or the 
most i)art thrifty and peaceable. 

"One other little matter niii^dit interest you, 
and that is that wc found ourselves on the very 
track of the old Incas, who in the days of that 
wonderful civilization that Pizarro extinguish- 
ed, used to use the very same pass through 
which we have run our railway. One huge 
natural bridge is still called 'the Incas' Bridge,' 
One one occasion, too, we came across a large 
stone, inscribed with strange characters. Un- 
fortunately, a Chilian got hold of it, and broke 
it up in the hope of finding gold inside."

The most perfect city I have ever seen or 
heard of is the famous garden city of Bournc- 
ville, a suburb of Birmingham, England, says 
a writer in Country Life in America. I was 
simply transported by the healthfulness, hap- 
piness and beauty of the place, and I believe 
it gives the people more for their money than 
any other city on earth. Any one who has 
cherished some noble vision of a glorified hu- 
manity would be intensely interested to sec 
Bourneville, for part of Bellamy's "Looking 
Backward" is here realized. 

Can you imagine yourself living four miles 
from a city the size of Pittsburg in a suliurban 
town of about 5,000 inhabitants, where there 
are no saloons and never can be any slums, 
noise, dirt, crowding, factory smells, bill 
boards or streets torn up for gas lighting or 
sewers? Wouldn't you like a chance to play 
golf, tennis, cricket, bowls or hockey under 
ideal circumstances at a cost of a' few cents a 
day? 

Would you not be satisfied with the social 
life of a community that has splendid schools, 
churches, baths, gymnasium, meeting house, 
and CHie-tenth of its whole area given u\) to 
paries and ])la}'grounds ? Wouldn't yoii feel 
safer in a city where the national birth rale has 
been doubled and the death rate cut in two? 
And what would you say to a handsome brick 
house of seven rooms and a bath, with an 
eighth of an acre already planted with fruit 
trees, vines and lawn, at the rental of .'j? 12.30 a 
month ? 

llow can such superb opportunities be 
gi\cn at so low a cost? Tliere .are three vv.'iys, 
each of which is exemplified by a different gar- 
den city in England. The first is the plan of 
Lever Bros., soap manufacturers, Avho built 
Port Sunlight, a suburb of Liverpool, at a 
cost of .'1^1,700,000. It is the most beautifhl of 
all. has the greatest variety of buildings for 
social purposes, and the cheapest rents, but it 
has two serious drawdjacks. 

I-'irst, the social life of a. community having 
onl\' one interest is not as healthy as that of :i 
mixed comnuniity. The renters at Port i-^un- 
light are all employees of the same factory, 
and the magnificent social features prov'idecl 
for their coin fort and pleasure are not used as 
much as they ought to be. Second, the city 
has never paid its makers any direct dividend, 
although it is practically self-supporting. The 
Levers firmly believe that they have received 
an ample financial return in the increased effi- 
ciency of their employees. 

But we cannot expect that the city life of 
the world will be revolutionized by kind-heart- 
ed manufacturers. Port Sunlight is' superb, 
but its I plan., implies too great an investment 
for the drdiiiary manufacturer, and the returns 
are too indirect to appeal to the average busi- 



ness man. Both of these defects are remedied 
in the plan of Bourneville,- wjiich . was founded 
by George Cadbury, the cocoa' manufacturer. 

In the first place only 42 per cent of the 
renters at Bourneville arc employees of the 
factory. The others came from anywhere and 
c\-cry\\dierc, and many of them spend their 
days in Birmingham. Consequently the social 
life is that of a nornial, mixed community— not 
merely industrial or suburban. 

In the second place Bourneville really pays.; 
The city's chief source of income is rent. 
Everybody pays 8 per cent on the investment 
actuall}' made in his house and lot. The city's 
income doubles every five j'cars (it is now 15 
years old ) and in 50 years at this rate it will 
'have an annual income of about $5,000,000. 
And since it will never have to pay back i\Ii-. 
Cadbury's gift of about ?775.cjoo, Uie city will 
have a large sum available for building other 
cities like Bourneville. . v; 

The most important' idea iii all these garden 
cities is that represented by Letchwoi-th, a 
suburb of London, 34 miles north of the me- 
tropolis, but reached by the best trains in less 
than an hour, for Letch worth has shown h.ow 
we ni;iy Iniild cities fully up to the Bourneville- 
standard without depending on gifts. W'hen 
I saw 1,,'etchworth in 1908 the city was less 
than five years old. Yet it had a population 
of 6,000, and there were 21 factoriesi It com- 
prises 3,818 acres, 2,500 -of them,' or 65 per 
cent, being perpetually reserved for an agricul- 
tural belt. 

Thus the people of Letchworth willalways 
be sine of a broad country scene, even if lA)n- 
don should build up solidly around it. Alore- 
over, they will receive profits from this lami 
because it will be rented to market gardeners 
and dairymen. This-is' in addition to the regu- 
lar park system, for 260. "acres .are ;devoted' to 
public parks and playgrounds,' including an 18- 
liole gofl course.' • • ' ■ ! ' ■ ' " • ■ ■' 

Letchworth can never be crowded. The 
population is limited to 35,000, an average of 
nine ])crsons to the acre for tiie wdiole tract, 
or 23 i)er acre for the lownsite. Twelve fam- 
ilies to the acre is the maxinunn, and even in 
this case every family has a lot equal to 3G.3 x 
100 feet, which gaves the poorest residents a 
fair sized garden, and is 45 per cent better than 
the typical city lot of. New. York.

He grappled, 'as it" were,- 
withji^atiurp as Jacob grappled with the angel 

. iintil she delfvered up to him her closest and 

• most holy secrets. Just think of the changed 
condition wliich had been brought upon the 
world, by such men as Sir William Ramsay. 
Think of* the dense ignorance of, say, a trifle 
of 309 ,years ago^ and tlien think how that ig- 
norance, "bit, by bit, had been' dispeilecl! the 
touch of the magician's wand of such- men as 
their guest. For instance, 300 years ago al- 
chemists were at work. They were following 
their great quest of the transmutation of met- 
als and the making of base substances into 
precious gold or silver. They followed it 
earnestly. They had that dream, and they be- 
lieved in it. Tiicy spent all the money that 
they could borrow and then consulted astrolo- 
ger's as to how they could get more. Tiiose 
men failed. Their dream came to nothing, but 
they had with them that night the real al- 
chemist — the man who had actually fulfilled 
the dream of several centuries ago, and who 
had transmuted metals, he having actually 
transmuted radium into helium. So it came 
about that what was the imagination of one 
age — and that not so very long ago — was the 
realized fact of another. The spirit went be- 
fore, and the substance followed. Perhaps he 
might take a very humble instance. 

The Novelist's Xmaginacion 
Twenty-four years ago an idea — that rather 
rare article — entered his mind, or what he was 
pleased to call his kUind. A sort of notion came 
to him that there must be in the universe some 
.secret power of which Science had no knowl- 
edge, and rnankind no grip, something that 
made, as it were, the wheel go round. He 
thought this thing must be an unknown ele- 
ment — a fire which was no fire, which did not 
burn, and which was yet a fire. It must be, he 
thought, .snmething which threw off emana- 
tions that meant life, genius, health, radiance, 
beauty. Such a thing he conceived, and he 
j Avrbte of it in a book, of which they might have 
■heard, calle.d "She:" That was twenty-four 
years ago, and witiiin the last six years an ele- 
ment had been discovered called radium. Now 
that element did all those things that he, as an 
imaginative person, had attributed to his ele- 
ment. It did throw off these healthful eman- 
ations. It was a mystic siibstance from which 
very much indeed was hoped, and which pos- 
sibly even explained the energy of the sun. -It 
might, for all they knew, in the future cure 
cancer. It might driv.e battleships — in fact, 
there was nothing, apparently, it might not do, 
even to prolonging existence, and if .Sir Wil- 
liam Ramsay had distilled sufficient of it 
through his Radium Institute he would sug- 
gest that, he should take a bath in it and try. 
He had only quoted an instance to show that 
what was the imagination of one day became 
more or less the ascertained fact of the next, 
and it was owing to such men as their guest 
that that was brought about. Tiiey persevered, 
they searched, they ascertained, and then at 
last they tabulated their results and gave them 
to the world for the benefit of the world. Only 
that day they had read in the newspapers an 
appeal with which Sir William was closely 
connected for re-building the laboratories of 
L'nivcrsity College, and he was sure they all 
hoped it would be extremely successful. They 
greeted in Sir William one of the world'.s fore- 
most exponents of progressive thought. They 
greeted in him and welcomed in him a great 
chemist — one who brought imagination in its 
highest sense to the help of science. And last, 
but not least, they greeted in him a most 
charming personality. 

Sip William Ramgay, who was heartily 
cheered on rising, began his address with a 
definition of the terms concentration and en- 
ergy, thus preparing his audience for tlie state- 
ment he subsequently made that radium in 
some of its manifestations represents the most 
concentrated form of energy yet known tp 
man. • He also traced briefly the discovery of 
radium by Madame Curie, and how this sub- 
stance is extracted from uranium ores. Then 
came a brief description of the cathode rays 
and the peculiar proi)erties of the emanations 
uranium salts, as discovered by M. Racquerel. 
lie further pointed out how all material hu- 
man progress really consists in the first place 
in the concentration of energy, and, in the sec- 
ond place, in raising what was termed the eco- 
nomical co-efficient. 

Radium Emanations 
Having tjius prepared his audience, Sir 
William Ramsay then proceeded to deal with 
the subject of the evening, radio-activity. Rc- 
(lium, as already mentioned, was discovered by 
Madame Curie in the course of experiments 
which she made with minerals containing ura- 
nium. First Madame Curie discovered a sub- 
stance which she named polonium, in honor of 
her native land, Poland. From this substance 
iraclium, or rather uranium salts containing it, 
*were afterwards obtained. M. Becquerel found 
that tiiere were three different kinds of rays 
given out from radium. First, there are rays 
which can be easily kept in a glass tube, whicii 



are known as Alpiia rays. Then come- a sec- 
ond kind, called Beta rays, which can pass 
through glass, and which turn out to be the 
same as the cathode rays of Lenard. The third 
kind, of Gamma rays, arc very penetrating, 
and appear to have some analogy to light, ex- 
cept that, unlike, light, they caii pass through' 
non-transpareiit substances. These rays can 
pass through abo'ut.six inches of lead, and pos- 
sess the power of discharging an electroscope. 
Lead, in fact, is moderately transparent to the 
Gamma rays. It was not quite clear whether 
the word "ray" was quite applicable to these 
rays or emanations, as there was a doubt as- to 
whether they were really particles given off,' 
or were simply undulations or waves in the 
ether. He should say that the Alpha and Beta 
rays were something like minute particles shot 
out from the radium, wiiereas the Gamma rays 
corresi)oiuled more to waves in the medium 
which surrounds us, and which is termed ether. 
As regards the Alpha rays, Professoi" Ruther- 
ford was the first to point out that these were 
due to a gas ; but he might remark- that a sim- 
ilar observation w.ts made by a German, Dr. 
Schmidt, i!i connection with thorium — another 
element discovered by himself to be capable of 
discharging the electroscope when placed near 
it. The fact remained that radium was con- 
tinually giving out gas. That was why the 
Alpha rays could get out of a vessel containing 
radium. The Beta rays were also particles of 
small — smaller than the Alpha rays, and trav- 
eling at 'an enormous velocity. The Gamma 
rays were not particles at all, but waves or un- 
dulations in the ether. These latter rays were 
still being investigated, and he. would not say 
any more al)OUt them at present. 

Beta Rays 

It was possible in some degree, by means of 
calculation, to measure the mass of the parti-s 
clcs of the Alpha and Beta rays. He could give 
them some sort of idea how this was done. 
Suppose they had a cannon pointed horizontal- 
ly and loaded with a certain known charge of 
powder and a shot, if the cannon was fired the 
shot would not go in a straight line, but would 
describe a parabola, and the distance to whicii 
the shot , would travel would depend upon its 
mass, upon the explosive force of the powder, 
and upon the attraction of the earth, wliich was 
a constant factor. If they could measure what 
was analogous to the attraction of the earth in 
dealing with the Alpha particle, ,and find out 
how much it was deviated from a straight line 
by the attraction of the electric field, and ascer- 
tain the rate at which it was propelled, they 
could calculate how heavy it was, and what its 
mass was. Professor Ruthprfprd .and Sir J. J. 
Thomson made .such an experiment,' and found 
that while 'the Alpha particles — that is the gas 
which escapes from radium — have a very con- 
siderable mass, something about twice that of 
an atom of hydrogen, the mass of the Beta par- 
ticle was exceedingly small, and was only equal 
to about one-thousandth of the mass, of a hy- 
drogen atom. 

He would discuss chiefly the Alpha parti- 
cles. The Beta rays were being investigated, 
and it had been found that they play an impor- 
tant part in the composition of matter. If mat- 
ter was not made up of Beta particles revolving 
round each other like the planets of the Solar 
system, these particles were revolving round 
something or other, or, according to Sir J. J. 
'JMiomson, like small suns or planets revolving 
round each other. lie would, however, only 
deal with the Alpha particles at present. When 
Radium emitted these Alpha particles it lost 
energy. It was always losing energy, and it 
could not be stopped from doing that. It was 
true it went on very slowly, and it was an in- 
teresting question how long it would take to ■ 
emit all the Alpha particles which it contained. 
The first question was, What were these Alpha 
particles? The second was. Into what did radi- 
um change after emitting these particles? The 
third question was, "How long did it take to 
undergo these changes? 

The Changes in Radium 

The first change appeared to be into this 
gas — the so-called Alpha rays. Quite two-thirds 
of the energy of the radium was transferred to 
the gas which it gave off. This raised the 
question of the transmutation of an element. 
It was long believed to be possible to change 
one element into another. He was not going 
to' throw cold water on the ancient alchemists, 
because it was possible by the addition of small 
quantities of certain substances to change alto- 
gether the appearance of certain metals; for 
instance, by the addition of a small quantity of 
arsenic you could change copper into a white, 
brittle sulxstance altogether unlike the malle- 
al)le c(jpper \vhich was there before, and by the 
addition f)f a very small quantity of yeast you 
could change a large quantity of sugar into 
alcohol. These were changes of an alchemis- 
tic natiu-e, and radium went on continually do- 
ing what the alchemists of old tried to do when 
they attempted to clian,ge various elements 
into gold and silver. Radium went on chang- 
in,g, and yon could not stop it. Professor 
Rutherford gave the name of emanations to the 
rays given off by radium because he did not 
recognize them as gases, but it really was or- 
dinary, gas, or rather quite an extraprdinary 
gas. It came off radium at^a regtilar rate, and 
that brought him to the .question, Plow long 
would radium last? His answer was, for ever. 
The amount of gas was always proportionate 
to till; amount of radium present. .Suppose he 
took a slice of bread and cut it in two, taking a 
minute to do it, and then he cut the half in two 
again, and so went on continually cutting each 
piece in half, how long would it take him to cut 
that bread enticely up? He could never do it. 
He would be always halviiig in infinity, and 
the operation would take hhn an eternity to 
perform. That >vas the case with radium. The 



amount of .gas produced., was always propor- 
tionate to the amount of radium .there, ancl it 
was always being produced. There was, how- 
ever, h point easilyVsdiBf inedivs > '. ,,. 
I A Safeunvestment 
W would radium be half gone?- They 
had just measured it in his laboratory, and it 
would take 1,750 years, so that if 'anyone in- 
vested in radium he would retain at least half 
his' capital at the end of 1,750 years. The Aus- 
trian Government some time ago entrusted 
him with about half a gramme, or one-fifty- 
fifth of an ounce, of radium fo.r:ipriv^^^ It 
did not belong to him, but its value was about 
£g,oop. It was not insured — he could not get 
it insured; or, at least, he could not afford to 
pay the premium, it was too high, so he would 
not tell those present where the radium was. 
Less 'than a year ago. Dr. Gray and himself 
performed the e.xpcximent of isolating the Al- 
pha emanation of radium, and they enclosed 
it;ir| a;;,fine: glass tube — much finer than the 
finest' thermometer tube that ever was madei 
They compressed it and liquefied it. When 
liquefied it shone with a purplish light, though 
it was quite transparent, like water. It shone 
with a light of its own. When reduced to a 
temperature of minus 60 centigrade, it .solidi- 
fied, and then it glowed with an extremely bril- 
liant light like a miniature arc-light. The 
quantity they had was extremely small, but 
they ascertained its boiling point, its melting- 
point, and its specific gravity, and all this was 
done with a smaller quantity than the point of 
the finest needle. Of course, they used a micro- 
scope. And now came in the point with whicii 
he started. 

This substance was the most concentrated 
form of energy known. It was a substance 
\yhich went on changing into other things to 
which various names were given. These sub- 
stances were named Radium A, Radium B, 
Radium C, and so 'on up to Radium F. Some 
of them had a very short existence, lasting only 
half an hour or three-quarters of an hour, and 
he had never seen them. He had seen Radium 
D — a substance which would be gone in about 
forty years. That gave one time to look at 
it. It was a.substance rather dull looking, like 
lead, and that' was nearly all he could *ell th6m 
about it. There were other substances- prob- 
ably like the polonium discovered by Madame 
Curie. Durin,g these emanations radium gave 
a great deal of energy, generally manifested as 
light, but, as a matter of fact, radium kept it- 
self hot. .There was a great deal of heat gen- 
erated! It could be calculated, and it was 
found that it gave off about 3,500,000 times as 
much heat as would be, given off by the oxy- 
hydrogen blowpipe, which gave a temperature' 
of over 2,000 degrees Centigrade. There they 
had surely the greatest concentration of energy 
ever known. He doubted if ever they would 
get anything greater. Scientifically one should 
always be in.a state of doubt, and- he doubted 
his.own assertion the m6ment it was made. 

• ' Terrific Energy 

'What did this energy do? It sent out the 
Alpha rays at a velocity of about 40,000 miles 
per second, and these particles naturally car- 
ried a great deal of energy. The Beta rays, 
although only about one-thousandth the'size, 
also carried great energy owing to their enor- 
mous velocity, which was still higher than the 
Alpha rays. There were plenty of things they 
could do with this cncr,gy. They could decom- 
pose water and metallic sub'itances, and in 
these decompositions they found elements pro- 
duced which they did not imagine to exist in 
the substances so treated. For instance, in 
decomposing ordinary copper sulphate they 
were surprised to discover lithium in what re- 
mained and no trace of the copper salt. He had 
repeated this experiment five times. 'J'hcsc ex- 
periments were still .going on. The phenomena 
which he had described were hardly capable of 
explanation. He had nothing to do with it. 
He could only describe it as an act of God. An 
act of God had been described by an eminent 
lawyer, who was a Scotsman^ as an act which 
no sensible man would believe Cod would have 
performed. 

Raidum as a Healer 

Sir William Ramsay then proceeded to deal 
with the therapeutic properties of radium, aiul 
remarked that it had been said that radium 
cured cancer. Did he believe that? He did in 
the sense that one believed what had been said 
by others, but he did not believe it to he by any 
means certain. It was exceedingly doubtful, 
though it had never been rightly tried, and ali 
one could say was that there were things which 
had been favorable to that suggestion. In this 
week's Lancet there was an account of Sir 
Lander Brnnton of a case of cancer whicii was 
at least ameliorated and life i)rolongcd by ra- 
dium emanations. The Radium Institute' was 
making inquiries of that kind with lart,'e quan- 
tities of radium, and under efficient control. Mc 
thought they might postpone their decision as 
regarded the cure of cancer, but there was no 
necessity to postpone it with regard to the cure 
of rodent-ulcer. It was a dead certain cure 
for that. If any of them could pass on a knowl- 
edge of that they could prevent great miseiy. 
There were many practitioners in London who 
knew how to use radium for that purpose, and 
unless the disease had pro.nresscd to an enor- 
mous extent before being taken in hand it was 
possible to cure it by means of radium.

It is apparent that the world will never . 
have done with this question of opera and 
what opera ought to be. And it is well, for 
there should be no truce in the threshing out 
of,,;the question until opera is driven to the 
place which it should ideally hold— if, as some 
are inclined: to doubt, such a place exists at 
all. One is sometimes almost led to think that 
the chief trouble with opera is its existence in 
any form, and that the only solution of the 
problem would be opera's total extinction, 
llowevcr, oj)era exists and will continue to 
exist, and since this must be, it is well that 
so excellent a searchlight of thought should 
be thrown upon it as that which was recently 
contributed to the Philadelphia Record in an 
article by Agnes Gordon Plogan. 

Miss Hogan!s sketch of the situation, which 
is simple aod idirect, 'is in brief somewhat as 
follows : • ■ ■ 

The idea that music might be instrumental 
in picturing- scenes and passions has been 
seized u])qn with almost irrational avidity by 
Italian composers and public. This faculty of 
music in its dramatic relations, developed by 
Wagner toward certain ideal ends, has been 
detached from this ideal and misappropriated 
by the Italian writers, who, by their nature, 
have interpreted "drama,' not in its largest 
sense as understood by Wagner, but as sen- 
sational realism. They have debased music by 
compelling it to follow scenes and passions of 
the most bestial sort. 

The function of music, from the most prim- 
itive man to the highest civilization, is to give 
pleasure. In primitive man song springs from 
a spontaneous impulse of happiness, or, in the 
cas.e of .-the expression of painfu' sentiments, an 
effort to convert painful experiences into 
something-.beautiful and pleasurable. The same 
principle animates art in its highest reaches. 
If music does not give pleasure, and inspire 
and exalt, it cannot be said to be valuable a'iid 
abiding contribution to real art. Music is in 
no sense realism, but in every sense idealism. 
The attempt has been made in Italy especially 
to make the expression of music subordinate 
to acting and scenic eflect. Wagncr> whose 
real purpose was misconceived by the Italians, 
is responsible ' in the first instance for the at- 
.tempt. His ideas, thus misconstrued, were 
carried to a vulgar and impracticable ex- 
treme. - • ; 

In the future, acting and scenic effect niust 
be made supplementary to and cdmiJlementary 
of music. Music must be the dominating force. 
In proportion as operatic music undertakes to 
supplement acting and scenic effect, it be- 
comes no music. The operatic stage, if it sur- 
vives, must adopt themes as lofty as the 
human .mind can conceive. The highest ideals 
of musical expression must embody and en- 
force those themes. Then, and not until then, 
will operatic music have accomplished for 
mankind its utmost possibilities for good. 
There can be no temporizing with that form 
of realism, in Italy or elsewhere, which turns 
the art of music from that lofty place which 
it occupied in the minds of the Greeks, later 
in the heart of the church, and still later in 
the souls of great masters, 

Such, in condensation, is Miss Hogan's 
presentation of the matter. Those who are in- 
clined to think hastily .that it is trite, over- 
idealistic, or wrong, will do- well to take a 
deeper look at the matter. Miss Hogan places 
her view of the trend: of musical art upon a 
deep and solid foundation when she affirms 
that it must be primarily pleasurable and 
cxallin.g. Art enhances human life and in- 
creases the pleasure to be derived from it. 
Were it otherwise art -would long since have 
ceased to exist; for, as Herbert Spencer has 
shown the_ sensations of pleasure prompt to 
increased life, and life rejects that which does 
not ultimately give pleasure. Expected pleasure 
IS a necessary element in growth, and that 
which contributes to it is a central factor in 
thc^ maintenance of existence, as the absence 
of it lics^ at the basis of the negation of exis- 
tence. Whether one's musical pleasure be in 
the love of a merry tune, or in experiencing 
tl'.e transcendent exaltations of ' a 'Wagner, 
matters little or nothing at all. 

Richard Strau.ss and the Italians are taking 
ojicra farther and farther from the field of its 
real human value, and usefulness, until a re- 
action is absolutely inevitable. Wagner, could 
he behold tiicse latter day efforts at ^. music, 
drama, would hold up his hands iti horror aifd' 
say of then- composers: "If these- be- my dis- 
ciples, pray deliver n-ie from 'them." 

It may be supposed by some persons tlmt 
the principles being exemplified by the modern 
Italian opera composers are identical with or 
similar to those of W^agner. To conceive that 
would, however, be to harbor a dangerous 
fallacy, inasmuch as it would sanction' a de- 
plorable thing upon the apparent authority of 
Wagner. It is ti-ue that Wagner wrote of 
.earlier opera that "the error in the art-genre 
of opera consists herein, that a Means of ex- 
pression (Music) has been made the end, 
while th.e End of expression (the Drama), has 
beeij made a means." 

ff Wa.gncr had said more than this, it 
mi,L;ht he justifiable to assume that he felt that 
drama might be anything which it pleased, 
and that music must serve it at every point. 
Such an understanding of Wagner would jus- 
tify certain moderns, and constitute them 
disciples of Wagner. But it is ftecessary tp'go 
farther, and remember that with Wagner the 
subject of music drama was not to "be any- 
thing capable of dramatic presentation upon 
the stage, hut was to be a dramatic concej)- 
tion of such a nature as woidd necessarily call 



forth music's most exalted powers— a drama 
conceived out of the music spirit. ' 

Wagner, in order to make clear his mean- 
ing., expressly said that, did it not sound too 
pedantic, he would like to have called his 
music dramas "deeds of music become visible" 
a name which would exactly explain them. To 
conceive, on the one hand, a drama primarily 
in the spirit of music— to eliminate from it 
everything which does not essentially conduce 
to musical expression— and on the other hand 
to look for any available sensational dramatic 
scheme and then try to force music to support 
its expression, are two totally different mat- 
ters. In this fact lies the whole falling away 
of the modern Italian operatic method from 
the ideal which Wagner announced, followed, 
and exemplified. ■ - •^ , 

Beyond question ni'iisic hiust come again 
to the aid of opera, but in lid"; Such superficial 
way as is involved in a mere' change of siyle; ' 
The quitting of inchoate emotional musical 
realisms for a reversion to the loosely strung 
together tunes of old-fashioned opera will not 
accomplish the needful revolution, nor will the 
setting of any casual text to music supposed 
to be "Wagnerian." The remedy must reach 
deeper and affect the very sources of music 
drama. It must again be conceived first of all 
in the spirit of music, and all elements of the 
dramatic conception eliminated which drag 
music down from being its highest self. Opera 
must cea.se to be an orgy of melpdramalic-'. 
realisms accompanied by tortured niusic. an(i;. 
must become again the "deed of music made., 
visible."

CAREER IN MUSIC 

"My sister and I are not musical geniuses, 
but we have manage;! to buy a home in New 
York and another in the mbimtains, besides 
supporting a family of four by accompanying 
aniatcurs in their- songs and by practising 
with them on the violin and piano," a young 
woman said when asked to talk about her siic-' 
cess. "You see, it was something like this : 

"We knew we had to earn our living, and 
iDcing fond of music, we made a specialty of 
it. As neither of us developed either remark- 
,able voice or touch on the piano, the choice 
was between' teaching and becoming ac^pm- 1 
pariists; We elected to see' what we could earji?{ 
by accompanying amateur vbcalists. 

"As we had no influence and very few ac- 
quaintances in the cit}^ we had to depend, on 
ourselves. Through our piano, teacher 'we. 
learned of a church singer who knew next to 
nothing of the piano. He was a business man, 
with a beautiful voice, and he had to depend , 
on some , one else to accompany him when he 
practised. He was our first employer. 

"Besides being, considierate,-. he was kind 
enough to intere.st hiniself in our getting other 
singers. .Through his influence we made .two- 
steady engagements that gave us work two - 
hours a Aveek for one whole season. By that ' 
time we had gained experience enough to be" 
sure of ourselves and we began an advertising 
campaign to get patrons. 

"The day after the appearance of our first 
little advertisement we had three bids. One I 
remember was from a woman who was very, 
anxious for her daughter to become a violin- 
ist, but the child refused to practise without 
being accompanied on the piano. * ; . ; . " 'ii'.J "■■ 

"We found a most wonderful little ' 'glt^i, 
musical to her finger tips and all nerves. We ' 
practised with her for seven months, my sis--'' 
ter playing the second violin and I the piano, 
then the mother took the child abroad. The 
next autumn the mother returned alone, and 
since then has been one bf our most he.i^lifur 
friends. ' ';'_.■ '-^y '' 

"Step by step — or rather I shpuld. say .ama- 
teur by amateur— we have pushed our way on 
until now there are few amateur musicales that . 
we arc not called on to assist in some -way. 
Besides this, we have regular engagements, 
with both amateur singers and violinists. i-V'- 

"In puldic we prefer to accompany the 
sin.gcrs who practise {heir vocal lessons with 
us, though often we arc called on by people 
we have never seen before. This is the time 
when we find it necessary to keep in touch 
with all the latest niusic. That is one of the 
chief requirements of a musician who wants 
vtoibecpme' . pppular.^a an accompanist for 
:'anVatetirs.''— New Sun. *

All BlEThts RCSMTOd. 

Some years ago it was my lorlunc K) liavc 
lo spend some few days in tiic month of May 
at tiie month of I'owell rive;-, ahout ninety 
miles- nortli of V;inc(inver on the mainhuul 
coast. Several fishinq- friends liad told ontlni- 
siastic- talcs of the fish that were to be canglit 
in the river> whose numbers were said to be 
legion and whose appetites for feather and tin- 
, sel were always keen, so that T took good care 
to go provided with my best fly-rod and a 
plentiful supply of flics. Fisherinen do noi 
always lie, even when relating, their o.\ploils 
to brothers of the rod, and 1 found on putting 
my friends' information to the test that they 
liacf not even exaggerated, and a certain 
amoimt of exaggeration is always .allowable 
and allowed for in recounting and discounting 
fish-stories. 1 followed the log chute t(j the 
bead of the fall,'^, and soon found a sixjt where 
it was possible to get out a line wiibonl lujolc- 
ing a giant cedar or n<.nigias |)inc. ami I speetl- 
ily discovered that there was only one draw- 
back, or possibly two, to the fishing in this 
part of the river; it was too easy, and the trout, 
though very numerous and apparently hungry, 
and; as we very shortly afterwards proved, of 
a most excellent flavor, were tif a very ])roi)er 
and convenient size for the pan. but of a uni- 
formity' in size which was a cause of greater 
satisfaction to the cook than it was to his pa- 
tients, the anglers who provided him Avith his 
material. 

Anyone but a fish-htig, who comes armed 
with bags of salt and "yanks" bis fish from 
the water to the salt barrel, will speedily tirt: 
of the monotonous slaying of (juartcr-pound 
troutlets of suicidal tendencies, so that, after 
the first day or so, when wc had abundantly 
proved to our satisfaction, or rather our dis- 
satisfaction, that, though the small fellows 
were there to be caught in quantities wherever 
it was possible to get out a line, there seemed 
to be no big ones in any fishable water abdx e 
the falls (and it was above the falls that we 
had been told that wc must go, if we were to 
catch trout), the numotony brought satiety. 
AVc caught as many as wc could use ourselves, 
. and. we. shipped a few boxes .away by the Co- 
mox to friends in Van Anda, Sechelt and Van- 
j. couver, ami then wc cried halt. ^Ye had 
struck a place which many would have called 
an Atiglcr's Paradise, and were no more con- 
tented than was Eve in the (larden of Eden. 
Any fool with a line and a hook at the end of 
it could catch those fish, and when they were 
hooked thej' were not big enough to cause the 
thfills of excitement and appieheiisimi \'dnch 
follows the hooking of a '"whopiiei ." 

■The friends who ga\-c us the tip about ihis 
fishing had all told ns that we mu.U fish .•ibnvc 
the falls, and we were new to the coast .;nd 
followed instructions: but. if these same 
friends knew nothing of the fishing below the 
falls, they must either have been much more 
easily satisfied than we were, or else were 
telling "the truth and nothing but the truth,"' 
but not by any means the "\\ hole truth." The 
mouth of the river Idoked \ er\- fishy one of 
us, so that one day, when the other was sweet- 
ly drcamin.g beneath the shade nf a maple 
tree near the beach. 1 rigged up a cast wiili a 
couple of large-sized sea-trout flies, and 
strolled down along the sandy bank, wiiich was 
exposed at low tide on the south side of the 
river. I did not feel as keen as I slujyld ha\ e 
done when I cast, but the lisilessness s])eedily 
gave way to excitement as 1 Inul a rise at 
almost the first cast. a)id realized that this time 
at any rate 1 was into a good one. The reel 
screamed for the first time on that trip as a 
fine two-pounder rapidly tfiok out line in the 
swift current, and was not brought to bank mi- 
til after several swift runs and many a bold 
lea]) from water to air. The \ery next cast 
])r(.Kluced a double, and then I tlid what I sb.all 
always consider a most self-denying and cun- 
siilerate actinn. I laid ihiwn my nid deliber- 
ately and I hasteneil lo where the slothfid one 
was snoring and as deliberately kicked him 
into consciousness. After I had shown him 
the three beauties I bad l.inded, he was by no 
means deliberate in his .actidus. lie grabbed 
his rod, lied on twu tlie> wiihoiil waiting to 
soak the gut or do anythin.L; as it should ha\ e 
been done, ran acro.ss the ^aml tn the river, 
cast, hooked — and Inst ;i fi inr-p( lunder ( hi.- esti- 
mate). W c had siriick a run of sea trout, and 
Ave certainly took advantage of it. The Co- 
mox was due that evening, and when she left 
ns it was with a box of the prettiest large trout 
1 had seen since I first struck the couiUr\. If 
the receipt of the fish (ndy .ga\'e our friends 
half the [ileasure the c;itc!iiiig of ilu-in .L;a\e 
ourselves, the_\- mu>l have been ticlck-d. to put 
ii mildly. l'.\'en that k-iml of fishing woidd 
have grown monotonous. I sui)])o.-e, if we had 
kept at it long enough, but our stay was cu'm- 
ing to an end with the next trip of the old 
Cumox, and in the intervening time we had 
some splendid sport. 

On the last e\-ening of oui- holiijay wc nat- 
urally wanted to make a last catch to take 
back- lo town with ns, and we were anxiou.^ to 
lia\c a \c\\ of the \cry choicest and biggest 
to show the friends who had directed us to con- 
fine our efforts to the ivalcr above the falls, 
where the fi.sh were .so nuniprnus, hut alas! .so 
small. With a view to this end, I had taken 
thc''b6at with a long line on the anehdr, antl 
was working in the middle of the river cur- 
rent, nianoeuvring the boat by means of the 
anchor line to within casting distance of where 
:I spotted unmistakable big ones rising. The 
tide Avas in flood, but even so the current of 
the river was A'cry strong. 1 had a few tvvo- 
poun(lhrs"in the boat, and the other man, who 
Avas fishing from the .shore, had hooked and 



landed a fish Avhich almost Avcnt four pounds, 
when subseqiiently ./iveighed; j.when ; ^ iiotsced- 
the repeated rises of what seMfcd to be'a i-cal' 
giant among his lesser brethren. The fish was 
rising some distance below, so that, by gradu- 
ally letting out roi)e, I was able to get the 
boat down within safe distance without much 
disturbance. A cast or tAvo, and he took it as 
a dog takes a lump of meat, and I was fast in 
the biggest trout I ever hooked either before 
or since. .Six pounds if he was an ounce (my 
estimate — the other man said four, |)erhaps, 
but he is a poor judge of fish weight). 1 
played him as carefidi}- and skilfidly as 1 
kmew how, and gradually he tired, until at 
last with a feeling of deep satisfaction I beheld 
his vast breadth as he lay lifeless on his side 
reeled up short to the side of the boat. I 
. reached for the landing net, I put on not an 
ounce more strain, I SAvear it, and, as I leant 
over the side to di]) the net underneath him, 
he ga\'e not a kick or a struggle, so long .and 
carefully had I j)layed him to utter exhaus- 
tion, but — the iiook came away, and he was 
borne by the current from the gaze of the 
maddest angler for the time being in British 
Columbia. I could not swear, I knew nothing 
that Avas strong enough : my friend who had 
witnessed the struggle from the baidc, sym- 
])atliized enough to keej) a respectful silence. 
There was still time \o try again, though little 
chance of nKd<ing connection^ Avith such an- 
other magnificent specimen fish. Mowcvcr, 
at it again I went Avith resignation and hope. 
Not getting another rise for some time, I de- 
cided to change my j^osition ; 1 laid down the 
rod with the flies trailing behind on the citr- 
rent while I went to the bows to haul up the 
anchor. \N'hile so engaged I heard a rattle 
ill the stern, and, turning round, Avas just in 
lime lo see the whole bag of tricks, rod, reel, 
line, and everything disappear over the end of 
I he boat. In that current it was impossible to 
catch it before it disappeared, and I«saw a fish, 
the twin brother e\ idenll}- of tlie one T had just 
lost, make one or two leaps as he fought to 
siiake the hook out of his mouth which he had 
seized while my back \\^as turned — and the rest 
is silence ! 



^A SEA TROUT DAY 

The principal topic of conversation in the 
farmhouse and out of it in .August was the 
weather. In ordei" to catch sea trout in that 
month yon want water, so that the fish may 
come up, but you want it in moderation. .A 
succession i>{ floods may bring up the 5- 
pounders, but they are of no use, even in the 
rivers, Avhen Avorms and mice and minnows 
and small brown trout are washed down to 
ihem in thick Avater. ,-ind there is not a solitary 
rise to a fl\- in a xvhole tlay. 1 lowcvcr well you 
know the river and however diligently you 
fish, disaijpointmcnt results . 

We grew accustomed to waking in the 
morning to the .sound of the never-ceasing 
ilrip-drip from the caves and the sight of 
heavy clouds filling the valley from end to 
end. W e had relays of mackintoshes sent 
down with the lunch: we wore uncomfortably 
large waders and monstrous hats, and in order 
to wrench a bare subsistence from the river 
we descended to the worm ; but during a whole 
week we caught very little. We decided to 
go away for Sunday to rencAV our zeal by A'isit- 
ing a glacier and rubbing shoulders with C.er- 
nian tourist.- in a hotel. This plan succeeded 
vcvy well, and we went on board the local 
steamer in the early morning of Monday Avith 
high hopes and energy completely restored. 
.\ftcr a run of a couple of hours we reached 
the mouth of our river, and were glad to find 
that the water had fallen considerably. Carts 
were waiting for us, and we drove up the val- 
ley lo breakl'asl in the best of spirits. \Ve an- 
ticipated a grand day. and Avere not disaj)- 
poiiited. h'or the previou.s ten days our aver- 
age hag was only ii\H- fish a <la\- to two ro(l>, 
anil this included two da_\s u|)on each of which 
wc killed five brace. 

W'e started for the river about jo a.m.. un- 
friend taking the most direct route, to a favor- 
ile spot near the house, while I walked along 
the road to the next bridge, which was h;df a 
mile lower down. The most reliable fly (ju 
this water is tlu- Silver Wilkinson, and 'l al- 
w;iys begin with it. The jock Scott. .Alexan- 
dra, liutcher, Silver IJoctor, Alarcli llrown. 
and others generally get a turn. On this oc- 
casion, however, the flies Avilli which 1 began, 
a Wilkinson and a reddish-brown pattern 
something like a Butcher, remained unaltered 
all day. 

.My first pool was below a wooden bridge, 
and. so far as water went, was in perfect order; 
but it could oidy be fished from the briilge, 
where, I fancy, the fisherman is too easih- 
seen by the fish, for though I have tried it 
many limes T do not remember to have killed 
more than one fish there.. Crossing ihe river 
at this point, I threaded my AA'ay amongst ald- 
ers, along a high b.anlc, fishing Avhercvcr pos- 
sible, unlil I came to a deep ])ool which always 
h;ts to he cart' full}- fished, because the S|)(-)rts- 
nnin ;ifter wlKun it is named once killed a big 
fish there. I did my duty, but nothing came of 
it. and a horrible dread seized me lest, after 
all, it was one of those diiys when, everyiliing 
being most favorable, you catcli no more than 
you would in 3'our mother's pail. If the river 
had been new to me I should have changed mv 
fly, hut there was a little grassy lawn just hc'- 
yciiid the next cojjse where I expected to enjoy 
myself, so 1 held (Ui my Avay, rejoicing that it 
was not raining. 

At the lawn, which is simply a small mead- 
ow ihoaami very early, and coming down close 
to the Avaler's edge, I rose a fish in the b.-iclc- 
Avaler below a pile df rocks, lie \\-ould not 
coiuc again, but at tiiti tail of the pool, in a 



very shallow rippl.c, 1 felt a tug, and a beauti- 
ful pptinder jumped out of the water;' Fish un- 
der sib. ai-e the liveliest of all,.''ahd I was re- 
lieA-ed Avhcn ihis one dashed up' the backAvater, 
and, after a feiv short runs, subsided into the 
net. Aly companion passed me on the other 
l.iaidc with a half-pounder, and 1 repassed him 
to fish Slipiicry Bridge Pool. The present 
bridge is wide and safe, and not slippery, but 
when the pool was named an' old bridge 
spanned it which was very narrow, and so dan- 
gerous in wet weather that ladies were iidf al- 
low.ed to use it. I Avas standing on it many 
years ago when I hooked and lost the levia- 
than, the great fish which has never been 
caught, an S-poundcr m- more, which dashed 
off down stream with such a rush that a strong 
trolling line parted like tOAV. .. . . 

The chief advantage 'of fishing from the 
bridge itself is that, notwithstanding the trees, 
which here grow close to the Avater, you can 
get out a very long line, and on this occasion 
1 made the most of the op|)ortunity. As the fly 
swung out <.if the stream into the right-hand 
backwater I hoicked a 2-pounder. To net it 
1 had,- of course, to get off the bridge, Avhich 
could only be done on the left-hand side, reel 
up the slack, and get the fish across the stream 
and into slack water. The 9ft. rod was equal 
to the occasion, and number Iavo AA'as soon in 
the bag. 

The next pool was .-mother of the disa])- 
j)ointing ones; it ntns straight and deep' bc; 
tAvecn an island and a gigantic rock, and I fish 
it because once I caught a 6-pounder. Neither 
before nor since has it yielded anything. Half 
a mile further on there is a very lar.gc jiool be- 
low a ncAV bridge, from Avhich few fish are 
caughr, but there is a small jiool a little fur- 
ther down Avlierc an old bridge used lo staiul, 
and, fishing frotu the roclcs which formed one 
of the buttresses, 1 caught a good fish and lost 
another. The river here takes a sharp turn 
into a long, straight reach, consi,sting of" a 
huiulred yards of broken water and about the 
same length of "pool," division being made by 
a \ ery large rock about a yard from the bfink, 
which is A'cry steep and' barred by-au'' ugly 
fence. 

I had just caught sight of mv i)artner iish- 
in.g the pool from the other side (where he got 
a brace weighing nearly 41b.), when, against 
all experience, I hooked'-a fish about halfway 
down the rough water. It was impossible to 
sto]) him, so 1 had to: hustle doAvn the bank, 
giving line, scranibI(;.oyer the fence, and guide 
him round the i-(.)ck. 'nicn the stream slack- 
ened under the near bauk, and I netted the 
liveliest fish of tl.ie sea^dn.. So to lunch, Avith 
seven fish bclAvee'n u?''^six of Avhich averaged 
ah(jut jII).), and no rain. The ladiqs joined us, 
and we took the road lo a quiet, easy pool half 
a mile lower down, where wading is unneces- 
sary and lessons in casting- can lie given. I 
gave one. hut regret to say that the fi.sli Avliich 
I caught immediately afterwards refused to 
leiul himself lo a demonstration, and declined 
the same fly from a lady that he willingly ac- 
ceiJted from the tutdrl^. The death penalty 
was enl'oreed. In the next pool I lost a good 
fish, and so, Avith var3'in,g fortune, wandered 
on doA\-n. catching a pounder and losing a 
brace of short risers in one jdace. and killiiig a 
larj^er fish in another, all mi the same flies, 
which, hoAvcvcr, J carefully relied to the cast. 
The' old Silver Wilkinson was partly unravel- 
led, but tl)is seemed to be an advantage. 

At last I got to the sea, and as the tide 
served it seemed worth while to Avade out and 
put a fly over the last of llie river, ft is not so 
interesting as fishing between the banks, but 
I cannot licl]) remembering the day when near- 
ly all niy line u-as taken by a monster of the 
deep which I never saw, so' I still fish for him 
now and then. In a few minutes 1 secured a 
brace and a half of small ones, and then, well 
pleased with ten fish, returned to the first 
bridge, lightefl a fire, and made tea. The bag 
was duly s|u-ead oiu on the grass, and as w'e 
were rather tired of carrying so much dead 
weii^ht w c gave away half of ii to some of the 
neighboring farmers, who arc alwavs grateful 
for such gifts and then raise the rent. 

The beauty of the day was over, the sun 
disappeared behind the mountains which shut 
in the narrow- valley, and it began sadly to 
rain. The ilay cio.'sed with the usual heaA'y 
dow n|)(.>ur. and we reached home .soaked. In 
the meantime. howe\er. the fish continued lo 
I'l-^e. I got ;i brace ihoit. ;iml ;i small one 
which I back, while my c(nnpani(jn great- 
ly enjoyed himself Avith a' brace in one pool 
and three in another. Two cif the latter were 
taken at one cast, .nul the fish weighed nearly 
lolb. 

We met in tne farmhouse, sinuiltancously 
ilemandiiig baths ;nul exchanging con'gi-atula- 
lioii.-, on a record day, our IwentA'-one sizeable 
ii>h weighing .-gib. Owing t,/ihe incessant 
ram and floods our average bag for the avIioIc 
trip was but half a dozen a day.— Bradnock 
Hall in The Field. 



BREATHING SPACES IN CANADA 

I I'y Harold Havens in Field and Stream) 

The call of nature has never been heard 
more distinctly than it is heard todav. Uack 
to the country, back lo the farm, back to the 
wild! .And this national — this universal hun- 
ger for the open has set men thinking on how 
best to conserve the forest resources of this 
continent, on Avliich game and hsh so com- 
pletely depend. . 

In Canada .much has been Avasted- but so 
vast is, t|iis p.oirli.nion. that nuich remanis -if 
only it can be' saved front' those Who wantbiiiy 
waste. Quite early in her career Canada began 
to sel aside large areas of forests. 

The Tcmagami forest reserve in Ontario 



contains 3.750,000 acres. Lake Temagami alone 
has -a shpre;line of 3,000 miles. In the Tema- 
gami' 'distHct 'sho6tin,g is alloAved in season, 
and fishing as Avell. This is a famous- country. 
During the fishing season, and before the 
shooting- season opens, moose may be seen 
daily wading about in the shallow of the lakes, 
feeding on the floating lily jiads, 

.Algonquin National Park is al.so in On- 
tario. Here is a perpetual reserve, Avhcrc 
nothing is killed. Four or live, of the largo 
rivers of .the north-country flow out. of this 
• Aviljderness of lake and Wqod.^Algo'nqtii.n' Park 
cbycfs"'i,&66jo6o acres of land 'and watei*. It 
is one of the most iutefesting . places ori the 
continent for the real nature, student Avho does 
not hunt to kill. Dr. Wta. J. Long has spent 
a good , part of the two past winters here in 
this hushed wilderness, Avutehing the wild 
things as they go about their business. 

At this writing the Doctor, b}' permission 
of the ProA-incial Government, is camping in 
.Algonquin Park, trying to outwit the avoIa'CS 
who slaughter the deer Avhen the .snow lies 
tlcej) in the wood. When a light cr'iist forms 
a crust Avhich will carry a Avolf- but .through 
which the sharp feet of the deer breaks, the 
latter arc at the mercy of these gaunt i-na- 
rauders. 

Every year we hear of organized "Wolf 
Jluiils'' in the highlands, but so far the avoIacs 
have not been embarrassed by them; in fact 
the only occasion upon which a wolf was seen 
Avas one moonlight night Avhen a pack Avas 
attracted to the camp by a, strange noise ooz- 
ing from the main tent. It' was a' new voice 
in the Avild, deep, penetrating and peculiar. It 
Avas James ' K. Hackett, the actor, reading 
"Three Weeks," the dramatic rights of which 
he had bought by wireless from the Avilder- 
ness. Since that no wolves have been seen in 
'that locality. 

Down in old Quebec there is the Laurentian 
Xational J'ark, the Gaspesian Forest Reserve, 
and other Government reserves, having a total 
acreage of 2,000,000 acreS.^ Fishing and shoot- 
ing under special licensies in.fiie oiien seasbiiis; 
is permitted in tljcsc reserves, but an effort 
is being made to secure the cnactment-6f laws ' 
Avliich Avill prohibit shooting here'altogether. 

Out in Alberta, on the line of the Grand 
Trunk I'acilic, the Dominion Government has 
set aside 156 square miles. They have built a 
fence :iroitnd this reserve 12 feet high, and here 
in this IjufTalo Park they propose 'to pasture 
the great herd secured from the States last 
year. This herd was seciired by the.Hqn. B'rank 
Oliver, Minister of the Interior, from' under- 
the very nose of that mighty hunter then in- 
habiting the Government Reserve known ~as 
the "White House." This is by far the largest 
lierd of Buffalo left on the American Contin- 
ent. Ill this ncAV park alone they Avill have 
some 700 animals. Of course, there will still 
be a small band left at Pianff, and at Lamontc. 
in Alberta. 

This is pretty far north for Buffalo, but 
the deep grooves still visible in the unploughed 
l)lain shows that the buffalo did frolic and Avax 
fat in these far flung fields in the golden days 
Avhen only the Indians roamed in the Wiest, 
and it Avas not necessary to cache your chat- 
tels. 

Anolher A"ast reserve has just been set 
aside by the Dominion Government at the foot 
of the Rockies, where the Grand Trunk diA'Cs 
into the hills, and threads its Avay through 
Ycllowhead Pass ■ Avithout climbing the hill. 
This park hoId.s 500,000 acres. 

There will in all probability be set aside 
in northwestern Ontario another immense for- 
est preserve. In this good Avork of saving to 
l)osterity a part of this last Avilderness, the' 
Canadians should have the encouragement, at 
least the full appreciation- of the great .Ameri- 
can [vepublie, whose playing ground is being- 
stripped of its lorest and Avhosc open fields 
are being furroAved by the farmer. 

The Provincial Government has set aside 
in British Columbia a grand sanctuary for the 
mountain goat, mountain sheep, elk,, mule 
deer, and other important wild animals of the 
Ea.st Kootenay district of that province. The 
initial act, as published officially in the British 
Columbia tjazette, takes the form of an order 
]u-ocl;iim ing an absolute close season for .leu 
years from X'ovember 1=,, 1008, throughoni an 
area, the licnmdarics of which are sj)ecially 
defmetl. Its southern lii-ie is sixiy-threc miles 
iKH-th of the Internationa! boundary, and its 
eastern boundary, l'"lk RiA-cr, is fifteen miles 
from the Avcstern boundary of Alberta on the 
summit of the continental divide. 

The total area of the region which thu.«i 
becomes an absolute game preserve is about 
450 square rriiles. It is reasonablv certain that 
in the whole of the grand mountain regions 
of .southern British Columbia, there cannot 
be found an e(pial area which it at once so 
fmely ecptijiped Avilh picturesque mountain and 
\-alley scenerv and so richly slocked As-ith 
gr;md game. It is undoubtedly the centre of 
alntndanee of the White Mountain goal, the 
number of which is estimated by colnpetent 
sportsmen and guides at about t,ooo head. 

Of the many attractive resorts, I'or an alb 
round outing place, Temagami is perhaps tlie 
most popular in Canada. Tl^e endless .variety 
of scenery, the thousands of iftileis of inter- 
esting shore line, the great variety of beaiUiful 
reaches of pure, cold water, all combine to 
make •Temagami exceedingly attractive.

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DEPRESSION 



• -I Perha])S it is owing- to the ru$h and bustle 
■"in which man)- of us live, nowadays- that avc 

•hear so niucli aljout "nervous depression." 
P.c that as it may, some of us do talk too 

inucli, and think too much, thereby puttint^ 

too great a strain upon mental and physical 

tissues, ^vhich stxffer accordingly. 
:■' Oil the other hand, idle people are just as 

susceptible tb melancholy as those i\yhp ■work 

hard in the purstlit of business or pleasure, 

or both. 

.•Attacks come as frequently to those who 
llrt: extrcmcl}'- (juicl monotonoijs lives, so, 
after all, it seems well-nigh impo.ssible to say 
u hat really is the cause. 

And, as usual when a definite cause is un- 
known, it baffles medical science to prescribe 
a definite cure. 

Unfortunately the microbes of depression 
have not been discovered ! 

That depression often assumes the im- 
portance of a real malady will not be disputed 
!)y those who are unfortunate enough to live 
with anyone subject to it. or who have suf- 
fered from a serious attack thcm.selves. 

It is distinctly a mental disease. 

The mind, for the time being» completely 
loses its balance and correct sense of the pro- 
.portion of things. * 

The patient takes the lowest possible view 
of surrounding circumstances and the trifling 
disagreeables of everyday life are magnified 
into very serious Inisfortuncs. 

Their interest in things going on round 
ihcm evaporates ! nothing is worth while. 

The worst form of depression leads to a 
state of inertia, and the patient who does not 
struggle vigorously against it frequently 
spends the greater part of the day in bed. 

In consequence sleep at nig'ht becomes dif- 
ficult, and complete nervous prostration fol- 
lows. 

There is no doubt that mental depression 
is frequently allied with some physical weak- 
ness, although this is by no means always the 
case. 

"A healthy mind in a healthy body" is a . 
well-known a.xioni. 

If the mind is in an unhealthy state the 
•body will probably not remain for long in a 
' healthy one, and vice versa. 

Whether it is the physical state of ill-health 
that produces the mental collapse or vice 
versa, which is cause,' and Which effect, is an 
open question. 

i'robahly it differs in different cases, since 
with some persons mind i.s subservient to mat- 
ter, i.e. body — and with others matter to mind. 

The influence of the mind oveh the body 
was neVer better understood than at the 
present time, and most doctors realize its 
enormous importance when dealing with, a 
nervous patient. 

If the patient thinks she is ill, she will 
soon be ill, even if there is really nothing amiss 
to begin with : if, on the other hand, she can 
l)e induced to think that she is better, she will 
probably .soon be quite well again! 

What- we expect is that which most often 
comes to us, as regards our health as well as 
other details of life. 

Who has not heard of marvellous cures 
affected with bread pills, and- colored watet? 

.And, as depression is frequently a nialadv 
of the imagination, so it will often be cured 
through tiic imagination. 

fn bad cases of melancholia' v.'licn the 
patient absolutely refuses to be roused or 
diecrc(l-up, and collapses into a state of scnu'- 
invalidism. we sometimes see the physical 
state of health so impaired that he becomes 
a ready prey to any infectious illness that may 
be hanging about. 

.\ serious illness is thus the result. 

And in nine cases out of ten it is the very 
best thing that could bajjpen, for when the 
ailment has run its cfuirsc, and the patient rc- 
_co^■c^s from it. his mental l)alance is frcquenl- 
1_\- (]iiite rc-torerl also. 

As health and strength return the jovs rif 
living seem to return with them also, and de- 

l)rc.ssion beconics — for the time at anv rate 

a thing of the past. 

Nervous depression is considered by many 
to be a feminine ailment, particularly, but 
most of us know that some of the other sex 
arc i)ronc, at times, to a serious fit of the 
"blues." 

.\n(l wlien they do have it, they generally 
ha\-e it pretty badly I 
I'.veryihing is wrong ! 

Xo one cares tor tlien-i. cvei-yonc is trving 
to cheat and defraud them, they are about to 
have serious illness, bankruptcy is staring 
them in the face the poorhouse is their ultini 
;ite goal ! 

.A \yoman, wdien she is depressed, will some- 
times—not alway.s— manage to keep the fate 
to herself. 

.\ man. usually, like the .Ancient .Mariner, 
linels a melancholy pleasure in relating hi.s 
woes to everybody whom he can get to listen 
• to them! 

' . With otu' sc.\, tile little dailv domestic 
; worries which seem to be the inevitable lot 
' bf liousekecpers. save "the lucky few who have 
a really efficient staff of servants, or a cap- 
able housekee]>er, v/ill sometimes "get on our 
nerves," and produce a temporary depression, 
Avliich it requires real strength of will to grap- 
ple with, and overcome. 

TliC' Chinaman is tiresome, or the maid, as 
the case may be> our "Lord and Master" is 
livcr-ish, and finds fault ^yitll our best endeav-- 
ours, or some domestic catastrophe occurs, as 
jin accident to our favourite (^hina, a. frozen 



pipe, or the "upsetting of sonic ' ink" over the 
new carpet, whiclii,t- fot; a time, quite casts a 
gloom oyer oiiir'' nientar horizon. • !' • ' 

"Life" is made of Httje things," and it is 
the home-loving woman who feels these 'little 
contremps most acutely. 

She is apt to brood over them until she 
almost begins to wonder whether it is any use 
trying to keep the house nice, and everyone 
in it happy. •. ^ ' • ^ 

The .young, housekeeper can generally 
throw 6fF the annoyance caused' by such oc- 
currences more lightly, and we h6ar her gay 
young voice' describing the incident to her 
fellow-guests at some tea-party, next- day, and 
laughing over her misfortune as if it were the 
best joke in the world. 

.After we have reached malurer age. the

The man or woman who thius liabitually 
indulges in "low spirits," who insists' oil Iddk-i 
ing oil the darkest side of everything! and 
dwells, at length, on bis misfortunes at every 
meal or family gatlierint!-, is a terrible person 
to live with, and J leaven help their relatives! 

To give way to depression without substan- 
tial cause is a moral, as avcU us physical, wcak- 



A friend of mine tells me that as soon, as 
ever she begins to feel dull and ennuyee, she 
goes upstairs, puts on her prettiest frock, .and 
is soon quite happy again, 

' A man I know asserts that when he feel 
an attack of the "blues ' coming oU' he iiii- 
mediatcly seizes his hat and dashes off for a 
ten-mile walk, which always cures him com- 
])letely. 

It is often the ease that deiiressiijii arises 
from a disordered In'cr: a visit to a theatre, 
an interesting book (this more than anv- 
thing else!) a new hat, or a pleasant invita- 
tion, will often ward off depression in a.won- 
de'rfurway. 

The best cure, in .serious cases, when dc- 
l)ression, do what we will, takes really a iit*ni 
liold of us, is to go away for a few' weeks, 
change ol nil" ;iu(! scenery, change of societ}-, 
and freedom from d.aily worries, will do an 
immense amount of good. 

If this is inipossii)le, the next best thing 
is to get a friend to come and stay with us. 

We-shall have lo bestir ourselves to enter- 
tain her, and her arrival will bring fresh- train 
of thoughts and freslivintei-csts and will divert 
our raihds from 'purYtr^j.ubles — and ourselves ! 

And herein, perhaps, lies the root of the 
wlujle matter, 

.Self-absorption is the origin of the worst 
' attacks of depression, and the best treatment 
is^tliat which makes us think the least about 




ourselves ! ' . 

If we look round us we shall see that usual- 
ly the most; selfish people are those who suf- 
fer from dep'ression in a greater degree. 

When their own comforts or interests fail 
they have nothing," absolutely nothing to fall 
back upon, and life is no longer worth living! 

If we take a real interest in the pleasures 
and interests of tho.sc "living about us, when 
our own diminish we shall still find happi- 
ness in watching theirs.

A h6b'By''.of^s'6iiie'"k^ which fills up our 
spare tinrifc. a,iid"-engrosscs our thoughts so that 
the)' have 'no " leisure to dwell on small and 
petty vexations and the little disappointments 
of life is a splendid preventative to depression. 
W'e should carefully bring up our children 
lo look on the brightest side of things, from 
their babyhood avc should impress thein with 
the fact that to be cheerful and .cpntented is 
not merely a pastime, it is one o^-the duties 
Ofrlifci a duty for cverypne,'and that to brood 
over little worries and disappointments is 
wrong. 

W'c should train their minds to dwell on 
,the bright and beautiful, and not on the sad 
.'and ugly. 

Wc should teach them in their childhood 
to walk down the sunny side of the street of 
life, and by unselfishness- and an intelligent 
interest in the concerns : of their fellow-crea- 
liires and the joys of- Nature to^ chase away 
from themselves and keep at arms-length the 
spectre of. 'Depression.

They .sometimes achieve sfjcccss or partial 
success in the end. h'or instance- there is' a 
'women's equality league' which has forward- 
ed a petition to the Si. Petersburg town coun- 
cil pleadiii.g for the etpial footing of men and 
women in matters of local administration. One 
would suppose such a rcfiiicst would be con- 
sidered almost incendiary. Yet a repiy Avas re- 
ceived expressing sympathj' with the demand 
and a promise to give it favorable consider- 
ation.

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The Navg Estimates 



The Navy estimates for 1910-11 were issued 
yesterday, together, with the pirst Lord's . state- 
ment in eJcplanatidh 'of ■ thein. The latter we 
print in extenso elsewhere. That It" shbiild an- 
nounce a very large increase on the'esiifnates 
of last year was, of course, a foregone conclu- 
sion. The general naval situation throughout 
the Avorld, and especially in Germany, had, hy 
common consent, rendered such an increase in- 
evitable. No government could withstand' the 
manifest .resoly«; of . the. country to be incon- 
/•.■teStably sit^jrenie ;at sea without counting the 
cost, least oif all a government which discov- 
/Cred at the general. election how little the con- 
stituencies were inclined to tolerate any falter- 
ing in this vital respect. A.s a matter of fact, 
the estimates show a net increase of very 
nearly five and a half millions, the exactfigure- 
.being £5,461,000. There are increases ih near- 
•. ly every vote and an increase of 3,000 iii the" 
■ number of men voted. Last year the number 
was 128,000, so that this year it is 131,000. Last 
year the estimate's amounted to a total of £35.- 
142,700, and this year they amount to a total 
of £40,603,700. The First Lord explains that 
"the principal increases occur under the heads- 
of Pay of Personnel, Clothing, and Victual- 
ling" — these consequent, of course, on the in- 
crease of personnel — "Ordnance, and the three 
sections of the Shipbuilding Vote. 
The shipbuilding and armament votes togcthci- 
show a very large increase of over five mil- 
lions, caused almost entirely by the increase 
in the shipbuilding programme approved by 
parliament last year. . . New construc- 
tion for the year will cost £13,279,830, as 
against' £8,885,194 for 1909710. Of this 
amount £11,850,194 will be spent on the con- 
tinuation of work on ships already under con- 
struction and £1,429,040 for beginning work 
on ships of the new programme" — that is of 
the programme announced for the first time 
•in .the. estimates now, presented for the. ensuing 
y?arf» Tliis 'programme is, of course, in addi- 
tion to and entirely independent of the supple- 
mentary, and sometime contingent, programme 
of the current year — namely, the four large ar- 
mored ships, already named the Thunderer, 
Conqueror,. - Monarch, and Princess Royal,, 
which are to ';be la.|d down on April i next, 
much 'prelirninary,,jv.ork<, having already,. been 
done and the. necessiary preliriiinarj^.! dnlers ^ 
having been given "ih ' preparation for 'tHeni 
The new programme now announced is to con- 
sist of "five large armored ships, five protected 
cruisers, twenty destroyers, and a number of 
submarine boats, estimated to cost a sum of 
three-quarters of a million pounds in all." 

Tiiese estimates and this programme may 
fairly be pronounced to be satisfactory and 
sufficient without being in-any way excessive, 
or extravagant. *I*hey have beeii frarhed, as 
Mr. McKenna usefully reminded Mr. Byles 
yesterday, not upon the assumption that other 
nations can be unfriendly to us or that we 
mean to be unfriendly to thcni, but to preserve 
our standard of naval power and upon the ac- 
tual naval expenditure., of other countries. 
AVhile, therefore, we cordially welcome the 
friendly assurances of neighboring nations, we 
could not permit them to influence in the 
slightest degree our naval preparations, unless 
they were accompanied by corresponding re- 
ductions in the naval programmes of tliose 
countries. It may be presumed also that these 
estimates represent a provision which the 
Board of Admiralty feally regards as suffi- 
cient in existingf"-circumstances for the needs 
of the Empire, and not merely one which the 
Board of Admiralty has been content, however 
reluctantly, to accept as sufficient at the hands 
of a parsimonious cabinet and a cheese-par- 
ing Chancellor of the Exchequer. There is 
often a great difference between tliese two 
standards of sufficiency. When this is the case 
the final choice between the two is generally 
preceded by a covert but acute conflict betvveen 
the Board of Admiralty and the Cabinet. It is 
no secret that such a conflict arose last year 
and raged for several weeks liefpre the esti- 
mates were presented to Parliament. Wbeif- 
ever such a conflict becomes acute the cciioes 
of it generally make themselves heard out- 
side the walls of the Cabinet and the Admiral- 
ty; and, therefore, the fact that no such echoes 
have been heard this year may fairly be taken 
to indicate that the views and proposals of the 
Admiralty have been accepted without demur 
by the Cabinet, and without cavil even by the 
Chancellor of tiie Exchequer. On this assump- 
tion the country must needs be slow to take ex- 
ception to a programme propounded by a 
Board of Admiralty which has for its chief 
professional adviser so experienced, capable 
and determined an officer as Sir Arthur Wil- 
son, while several of its members have fought 
many a tough fight under the flag of Lord 
Fisher of Kilverstone — to, whose long and dis- 
tinguished services the First Lord pays a cor- 
dial and grateful tribute in his statement. We 
.have now ten ships of the Dreadnought type 
iri commission— namely, seven battleships and 
three cruisers of the Invincible type. Xen 
more are, or will be on April i, under con- 
struction, two of which — a battleship and a 
cruiser — will i)e completed by the end of the 
coming financial year, while all will be com- 
pleted by March 31, 1912. To these the ])ro- 
gramme now promulgated proposes to add five 
others — presumabl3r; at> least' one cruiser and 
the rest battlfeshiiJS— arid these ' In their turn 
should.be completed at or before the end of the 
financial year 1912-13. The precise period of 
their completion depends of course not so 
much on the estimates now presented a.s on 
those which will be presented a twelve-month 
heuce. The sums taken for tlrem in the esti- 
riiates we are considering are not very large. 
On two of them to be built in the dockyards a 
sum of about £96,000 each is 'to; be expended 
and on the three to be built by contract sums 



varying, from £38,000 to £48,000. This 
-■wouls^seem to imply that none of them are to 
be actually laid down much before the close of 
the coming financial year, tliough the twV 
dockyard-built ships are to take precedence of 
the other three. It follows that none of them 
will be completed before quite the end of the 
year 1912, nor would it be safe to reckon on 
their l)oing actually commissioned:;and ;at sea 
■ before the spring of 1913. ■ 

These dates would not be unsatisfactory if 
only'wfc could be certain that the dates as- 
signed to the completion of ships in the Ger- 
man programme will not be appreciably ad- 
vanced. Hut we can have no positive certainty 
on this point. In an article on "The Naval 
Situation" which we printed on February 9 at- 
tention was .directed, to the manifest intention 
of the German havaL authorities' to construct 
their Dreadnought battleships in homogene- 
ous groups of four. This is probably the reas- 
on why the construction of the Ersatz- 
Frithiof, of the 1909 programme, was begun 
sooner than hatl been anticipated, a proceed- 
ing which caused so great a stir in this coun- 
try a year ago. There have not been wanting 
some indications of late — notably in the de- 
spatch of our Berlin Correspondent which we 
printed on Saturday last — that a similar ac- 
celeration may take place hereafter, or may in- 
deed be already taking place for the same reas- 
on, in respect of future ships. If so, Germany 
might have fifteen Dreadnought ships — three 
homogeneous ••groups of four, > battleships and 
three Dreadnought cruisers — completed by the 
spring or. early summer of 1912, and similar 
accelerations hereafter might still result in 
that rapid appearance of new ships in 1912 and 
19 14 to which Sir Edward Grey averted in his 
speech of March 29 last. These are consider- 
ations not to be ignored, though they are not 
perhaps of immediate urgency. They point to 
a possible maximum of fifteen German Dread- 
noughts ready for sea in the spring of 1912, as 
a.gainst a practical certain of 20 British Dread- 
noughts ready at the same time. The margin 
is fairly sufficient, especially when we take into 
account our immense prej)onderance in pre- 
DreadnoLight ships, two of which, the Lord 
Nelson and the .Agamemnon, which be reckon- 
ed by many authorities as Dreadnoughts; or 
, as. gppdj as Dreadnpughts*.,r JPp.r, the -f uture, . the 
pfoyision of 'five additioiidr^^^^D to 
l)c ready early in 1913 would seem to suffice, 
especially as the}- will be followed almost im- 
mediately by the two colonial Dreadnought 
cruisers, tenders for which, as the First Lord 
states, arc now under consideration — presum- 
ably -by"/ the .;Colpnial authorities, .Avith whom 
rather :than with the. ■Admiralty the immediate 
initiatiye would seem to rest. For the- rest, the 
First 'Lord's statement presents many points of 
interest not undeserving of comment on a suit- 
able occasion, but nothing of importance at all 
commensurate with what he has to say on the 
amount of the estimates and the programme of 
new construction. Some progress in aerial 
navigation is recorded, but we should have 
been better satisfied if some assurance could 
have been given that the rate of construction 
of torpedo-craft — wdiich appears to be appre- 
ciably behind that attained in Germany — 
would be accelerated. The estimates have now 
reached an enormous amount, and the vote for 
new construction is higher than it has ever 
been before. But no one need suppose that we 
have yet reached the maximum even with 
these tremendous figures. The very fact that 
our preponderance in pre-Dreadnought ships is 
so great will entail an immensely increased 
expenditure when these ships come in their 
turn to be replaced in approximately the same 
proportion hy Dreadnoughts. But the burden 
must be borne, because its alternative is inse- 
curity leading to destruction, and no one needs 
to be told that such an alternative would be in- 
finitely more costly than any number of 
Dreadnoughts. — London Times.

CRETE'S ANCIEN'T RIDDLE 

The riddle of the Minotaur and the Cre- 
tan labyrinth has beei^ solved by the aid of 
geology and zoology .j. Prof. Konrad Keller, 
a German scholar, who has made a study of 
the extinct fauna of Crete, has succeeded in 
throwing an unexpected light on the legend of 
the bull that claimed an annual tribute of 
30 of the fairest of Athens' sons and daughters. 

From the large quantity of the remains of 
extinct animals brought to light by the new 
excavations it is now possible to explain the 
geological origin of the island. Whereas for- 
merly the separation of Crete from the main- 
land was assigned to the pliocene period, tlie 
discovery of the aurochs (Bos urus) and bison 
has proved that Crete was still a part of .Asia 
Minor in the diluvial age. The bones of those 
extinct animals, the nature of which has now 
been ascertained, have been found chiefly at 
Knossos, in the palace of Minos itself. 

In further explanation of the myth. Prof. 
Keller is able to point to a remarkable mural 
painting on one of the palace walls showing a 
bull, or aurochs, on whose back acrobats arc 
performing all sorts of feats. This shows that 
in the time of Minos games were held in which 
bulls figured. That they gored to death many 
of those set to combat them is evident, and ex- 
plains the myth of the human tribute. 

The extinct wild boar and the stag have 
been found in the palace, but a much greater 
significance is the discovery of the aurochs, 
or wild bull. The Minotaur of fable was one 
of these animals. They were numerous in 
the island. They were not a mixture of man 
and bull, 'as described in the legend, but are 
to be regarded slniply as the bulls of Minos, 
which the name denotes. 

As numerous remains of the aurochs, in- 
cluding the sockets of mighty unicorns, \vere 
found chiefly in a special part of the palace, ' 
it is certain that the animals were kept there. 
That the palace itself was the labyrinth of the 
fable has been proved by the investigations of 
Arthur Evans. 




Discussing the fact that kings never visit 
America, Frederick Townsend Martin; the 
brilliant author of "The Passing of the Idle 
Rich," .said at a luncheon in New York:

It would be bad for him and bad for 
us, you know, if our respect took some uncouth 
form — if it called to mind the new office boy 
who, observing that a disaster had fallen his 
master's apparel, slipped into the man's >hands 
a note saying: 

" 'Honored sir, vour pants is* ripped.' " —

Our readers have learned, of the ghastly - 
experience of that modern Gribouille who, 
through fear of Halley's comet, committed sui- 
cide in Hungary, preferring, he said, to kill 
himself in advance rather than to be killed by 
the wandering star. At the moment when 
more than one person is disquieted by the 
event of the night of May 18-19 next, and 
when>the attiention of ; the entire ■yv.orldvisr.con- 
centfated 'on the dieeds arid actions of the' com- 
et, while the astronomers are actively studying 
and vivaciously discussing the problem of 
comets, we think it is interesting to review 
here the suggestions which Mr. VV. H. flicker- 
ing, of the Observatory of Harvard College, 
has just made apropos of lialley's comet and 
its approaching meeting with the earth. 

The most important qtiestion for the. ma- ■ 
jority of the inhabitants of our planet , is to 
know whether the gigantic tail will be so ex- 
tended as to sweep the surface of the globe or 
even to envelop lis entirely in its waves of va- 
por. It is difficult to affirm anything up to 
the present time, but we can recall that in al- 
most all its previous appearances this cele- 
brated comet has spread in space an elegant 
tail, sometimes immense but generally of 
medium length. Nevertheless, on the occas- 
ion of its last visit, in 1835, a remarkable phe- 
nomenon occurred; during its perihelion pas- 
sage, which took place on November 16, the 
comet lost its tail, so that when it reappeared 
on the other side of the sun it had the ap- 
pearance of a round nebulosity, without any 
appendage, and it was only later, when it 
reached the distance of the planet Mars, that a 
new tail was formed. ■" 

The interplanetary wanderer had been 
found on August 5, 1835, and it was on Octo- 
ber 2 that astronomers began to witness the 
birth of the first tail. 

Prodigious Activity 

The nucleus, which until then had appeared 
feeble and small. Sir "John Herschel relates, 
seemed to be the seat,of a prodigious activity, 
sending out to a great distance currents of 
light. This emission, after haying stdppedjon 
a time, was renewed with still more' violende, 
reaching its maximum intensity on October 8; 
and continued with intermissions until the 
luminous matter, thrown out in whirlwinds 
and ejected backward in the direction opposite 
to the sun, had formed a nebulous and trans- 
parent mass. The tail, wa^ born. 

During the period' of this formation the 
luminous jets varied constantly in form aVd ' 
were projected sometimes from one part of the 
nucleus, sometimes from the other; its phrases 
followed one another with such rapidity that 
from one day to the next its aspect showed 
considerable changes. 

The variability of the luminous currents 
may be explained by a rptary .movementof the , 
nucleus about its axis, and this will, be- a ph^^^ 
nomenon of particular interest to as'trdnbmerS' 
of Japan and Australia, who will ohserve; in 
full daylight, on May 18 next, the passage of 
the comet's nucleus before the sun. But it will 
also be necessary that the head of the comet 
l,iossess a certain consistency to remain visible 
during the time of its passage before the daz- 
zling disc of the sun. 

Now Mr. Pickering adds that the head of 
a comet is composed of a swarm of meteors 
and a small quantity of gas extremely rare- 
fied, which can only be discovered by the spec- 
troscope. These meteors must be very much 
separated from one another, for they do not 
prevent one seeing the background of the 
heavens, even through the central part of the 
nucleus. On the other hand, the occultation 
of a star by a comet has been observed several 
times and it has always been noticed that the 
latter does not diminish or alter in any way 
the brightness or the color of the star in front 
of which it passes. This observation was made 
on Halley's coniet itself in 1835 by Struve at 
Dorpat and by Glaisher in England, and more 
recently still on December 5 by Herr Archen- 
hold, of the Treptow Observatory, Berlin, who 
saw the comet pass before a very pale star of 
the twelfth magnitude without altering its 
light or its color. We may cojiclude then that 
the sun will not undergo any change or any 
appreciable weakening from the fact of the 
comet's passage. 

Nevertheless, it may be that among these 
meteors there are some very large ones, and 
we ought to take advantage of the exceptional- 
ly favorable approach of the comet to endeavor 
to measure the size of these blocks. It is ad- 
mitted that there can be distinguished a dark 
spot of a tenth of a second in diameter stand- 
ing out from the background of a luminous 
disc. 

At the distance of the comet on ;\Iay 18, 
that i;; • lo sa}-,- twenty-three million kilo- 
metres, ue might be able to see any opaque 
body measuring about 112 kilomctres'in width. 
We can hardly hope to discover splid maisses 
of such a size in the nucleus, but it woulcl be in 
itself an important result to learn with cer- 
tainty that there do not exist ])rojectiles so 
enormous in a comet's head, it will be for the 
astronomers stationed in Ihe I-'ar Hast to un- 
dertake this search, for they will be in the 
best conditions to, follow the' passage of the 
comet in broad daylight. 

For European Observers » 

European observers may see the tail cross 
their sky in the night of May ,18 to 19, about 
two o'clock in the morning, Paris time; IIovv- 
ever.'the exact hour will depend on the length 
of the tail at that doment and also its form. 
If it is slightly curved we will pass its axis a 
little later. The coinbined speed of the earth 
and of the tail at the moment of meeting will 
be 4,600 kilometres (2,875 miles) a minute, or 
276,000 kilometres (172,500) miles an hour, If 
observations can be made under good atmo- 



spheric conditions they will show us whether 
the tail is hollow or full, elliptical or circular 
in the plane of its section or, what is more 
probable, whether it is of irregular construc- 
tion. 

If it be admitted that this caudel appendage^ 
is exclusively composed of electrified gaseous* 
molecules, very far apart one from the other, 
with which is mingled minute cosmic dust in 
insignificant quantity, the number of shooting 
stars which will/appear on this famous night 
will rot be as' cbrisiderable as one might im- 
agine. It is especially about May 6 that they 
should appear, when we will arrive in the 
vicinity of the comet's orbit. But we will 
doubtless witness some effect analogous to 
that of June 30, 1861. On that date it seems 
very: probable. that the earth traversedthe tail 
of a coriiet, ah event which, moreover, passed 
unperceived by the majority of'the inhabitants 
of the terrestrial globe. ■■ ■ 

Nevertheless Mr. Hind, the astronomer, in 
England, noticed in the heavens a very singu- 
lar phosphorescent glow, and Mr. Lowe noted 
that the heavens presented a pale yellow ap- 
pearance, recalling that of the aurora, although 
the sun was well below the horizon. The ob- 
servation was recorded ori the daily register 
of the parochial church before it became known 
that the earth had met the tail of a hairy star. 
The atmosphere was appreciably obscured arid 
the comet presented a more nebulous appe'dt- 
ance than on the preceding nights. 

We see that if things pass as in 1835 it may- 
be possible that the tail will not reach our 
world, because it wijl disappear after the peri- ' 
hehon passage, which will take place on April 
20. On the other hand, Mr. Barnard, the as'.?'' 
tronomer, of the Yerkes observatory, has 'al-'t 
ready measured the length of the present tail 
on February 3 and February 10, and has found 
that length to be 8,000,000 kilometres. On the 
same dates theiwidth of the head was 307,000 
kilometres. The same astronomer remarks as 
to this fact that' the considerable extent of the" 
tail two months before perihelion "gives 
hopes" that we will be completely immersed 
m that appendage on the date of May 18.

parody of a home. Eleven years he had lived 
somehow. He came to Rome to find work. One 
day he recognized in one of the Papal Guards 
an uncle of his, who found him employment. 
He settled in Rome as a workman. That was 
my father. Four children were born to him. 
When I was fourteen and; a, half he lost his 
employment and fell iU'^witK- a prostrating 
disease. Wife, four children iari:^old uncle de- 
pended upon him for suiiport;*"': ':" ' '•' ' ',5 

"His illness meant our starvation. We were 
all turned out of the house in which we lived 
but charity allowed us a. makeshift lodging in 
a half-built, roofless tenement, far out on the 
Campagna, beyond the Porto Pia, near the 
marshes and the fever. For days our family 
went hungry. I have known times when one 
crust of bread was all I ate for half a week. I 
was the eldest. To me all turned. I did indeed 
secure some sort of work. I sewed all day lorig. 
I was paid ten cents a day. Ten cents ii day 
among six!

Yes, he thought I would do, and they drilled 
three little Roman songs into my head. '. • ' 

"I sank from 6 at night until 12, night after 
night. It h.is been said, that I sold flowers in 
the cafes of Rome, nothing so sweet and grace- 
ful. Amid the questionable jests of befuddled 
workmen and trans-l'iberine scum. I sang my 
ditties over and over again, rattling between 
whiles a saucer to spirit up their lazy and con- 
temptuous offerings. It was done for the 
three francs a night, for the family on tlie ' 
Campagna yonder, in the roofless house, for 
the sick father, for the bedridden uncle and 
the hungry, helpless children. At night I had 
to walk across the whole city, a dismal, fear- 
ridden walk of two hours, terrifying to a child 
— for does not Rome seem full of ghosts? — . 
to reach my dismal home." '
